My  letter  dated  March  7,   1967,   formally  requested  the  San 
Francisco  Airport  Improvement  Corporation  to  undertake  the 
financing  of  certain  construction,  totalling  $17,600,000  at 
the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.     The  maintenance 
garage  constructed  on  Plots  5  and  6  has  been  financed  under 
a  revenue  bond  issue  in  December,   1968.     The  remainder  of  the 
expansion  program  has  been  substantially  revised;  and, 
accordingly,  this  communication  supersedes  my  March  7  letter 
with  respect  to  items   (2)   through  (6)   listed  therein. 

United  Air  Lines,   Inc.    (United)   is  the  lessee  of  certain  parcels 
of  real  property  known  as  Plots  A  and  B  at  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  (the  Airport)   under  a  lease  between  United 
and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco   (city) ,  as  lessor,  dated 
December  1,   1947,  totalling  88.60  acres.     United  is  also  the 
lessee  of  a  parcel  of  real  property  known  as  Plot  C,  totalling 
0.53  acres  and  is  the  successful  bidder  on  a  parcel  of  land 
across  the  north  access  road  adjacent  to  Plot  B  at  the  Northeast 
Corner  known  as  Plot  D  totalling  5.63  acres. 

United  contemplates  that  it  will  require  new  and  expanded 
facilities  at  the  Airport  the  cost  of  which  will  total  as  much 
as  $66,000,000.     The  following  summary  reflects,  in  general, 
the  facilities  contemplated  and  the  estimated  costs:

By  this  letter  United  formally  requests  that  the  San  Francisco 
Airport  Improvement  Corporation  undertake  the  financing  of  the 
construction  of  the  facilities  outlined  above,  or  such  part 
thereof  as  United  will  ultimately  require,   in  a  manner  similar 
to  that  which  was  extended  to  the  financing  of  several  facilities 
at  the  airport  for  various  airlines,  including  Unitedo 

If  you  are  willing  to  assist  us  with  these  contemplated  projects, 
we  would  appreciate  it  if  you  would  seek  the  approval  of  this 
overall  program  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  the  understanding 
that  each  separate  project  will  require  the  specific  approval  of  the 
Airport  Manager,  the  Manager  of  Utilities,  and  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission-     We  understand  also  that  each  project  requires  the 
prior  approval  of  your  Board  of  Directors. 

In  support  of  this  request  we  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  following  considerations  of  which  you  are  undoubtedly  aware ; 

(1)     Every  Airport,   including  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport,   is  faced  with  making  tremendous  expenditures 
for  new  or  common  use  facilities   (runways,  terminal 
buildings,  parking  facilities,  et  cetera)   to  accommodate 
new  types  of  subsonic  aircraft  which  will  be  in  service 
very  soon,  as  well  as  supersonic  aircraft  which  are 
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contemplated  to  be  in  operation  in  the  1970' s. 
New  facilities  are  contemplated,  not  only  by  the 
introduction  of  new  types  of  aircraft,  but  because 
of  the  great  growth  of  air  transportation,  which 
has  far  exceeded  expectations  when  original  jet 
transports  were  introduced  in  1959. 

(2)  Presumably,   in  the  light  of  past  experience,  the 
City  will  not  have  the  necessary  funds  to  make 
improvements  for  its  tenants  of  the  kind  outlined 
herein,  in  view  of  the  need  for  the  City  to  make 
large  expenditures  for  common  use  facilities. 

(3)  All  airlines,   including  United,  must  keep  pace  with 
new  developments  in  aircraft.     The  cost  of  aircraft 
alone  will  be  a  great  financial  burden  on  the  airlines. 
The  requirement  for  an  airline  to  make  additional 
capital  expenditures  for  ground  facilities  in  order 

to  keep  abreast  of  these  developments  presents  an 
additional  financial  burden. 

(4)  Financing  rendered  by  your  Corporation,   in  connection 
with  ground  facilities,  would  permit  United,   as  well 

as  any  other  airline,   to  be  in  a  more  favorable  position 
to  move  readily  forward  with  the  expenditure  of  funds 
for  ground  facilities  at  the  Airport,  which  would  not  be 
financed  by  the  City  or  your  Corporation.     Such  facilities 
constructed  by  an  airline  would,  of  course,  benefit  the 
City,   since  title  to  such  improvements  would  vest  in  the 
City  upon  termination  of  the  particular  lease  involved. 

(5)  The  projected  growth  of  air  transportation,  and  particularly 
of  the  service  of  United  at  San  Francisco,   requires  expanded 
ground  facilities,  all  of  which  taken  together,  will  result 
in  an  increase  of  employment  representing  a  larger  payroll 
and  purchasing  expenditures  in  the  San  Francisco  area^ 

with  resulting  benefits  to  the  community • 


We  would  appreciate  your  consideration  of  our  request,  and 
will  be  prepared  to  meet  with  you  at  any  time  to  discuss  th 
matter  and  to  work  in  cooperation  with  you  and  the  City  to 
finalize  our  objectives.

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COMMENTS  BY  COMMISSIONER  RICHARD  N.  GOLDMAN 

SAN  FRANCISCO  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION  MEETING 

JANUARY  13,  1970 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Three  years  of  service  have  afforded  me  the  opportunity  to  understand 
Unfortunately,   it   is  remindful  of  an  over  Loaded,   rudderless  ship  floundering  in 
heavy  seas.     I  hope  that  steps  will  bo  taken  to  save  the  cargo.     This  requires 
both  emergency  action  and  longer  range  change.     As  I  have  commented  about  many 
of  the  current  problems  before,   I  will  devote  these  final  remarks  to  constructive 
recommendat  ions . 

As  we  enter  a  new  decade,  decentralization  and  regiona 1 izat ion ,   in  that  order, 
loom  as  the  apparent  course  to  be  followed  by  the  PUC. 

Firstly,  each  of  the  utilities  lias  outgrown  the  present  structure,  and  what  is 
needed  are  three  modern  ships    in  place  of  this  old  hulk.     Centralized  management 
for  totally  unrelated  and  complicated  departments  is  archaic.     If  Lhe  men  who 
created  the  1932  Charter  were  designing  it  today,   they  would  not  recommend 
centralized  control   of  the  u(  i  lilies,    ii    is   inconsistent   with  good  business  or 
good  government.     Furthermore,   there  is  a  growing  ground  swell  of  support  for 
modernized  government  in  spite  of  the  defeat  of  Charter  Revision  last  November. 
There  is  substantial  evidence  of  support   for  a  charter  amendment  to  replace  the 
present  Public  Utilities  Commission  with  an  Airport  Commission,  a  Transportation 
Commission,  and  a  Water  and  Power  Commission.     I  believe  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  should  give  highest  priority  to  placing  this  ballot  measure  before 


Attached  to  this  statement   is  a  memorandum  which  I  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  April  1969  suggesting  this  proposition.     I  hope  that  the  Commission 
will  read  it,  give  it  serious  consideration,  and  lend  its  support     to  its 
implementation.     The  separation  of  responsibility  will  make  each  agency  accountable 
in  a  direct  manner  to  its  Commission,   the  Mayor  and  the  public  for  its  .ctivities.

COMMISSION  MEETING  JANUARY  13,  1970 

Deviation  from  text  of  speech. 

Follows  3rd  paragraph,   "  the  voters  in  June  1970." 

Precedes  4th  paragraph,   "Attached  to  this  statement..." 

I  want  it  understood  what  I  am  reading  to  you  now  was 
prepared  well  in  advance  of  the  report  that  the  Mayor  made 
yesterday . 

I  am  pleased  that  he  has  recognized  a  part  of  this  program 
and  I  abstained  from  voting  in  adopting  his  letter  because 
I  feel  that  not  being  able  to  be  present  when  the  meeting 
is  being  held  with  this  Commission,  I  would  be  unable  to 
express  my  feelings  as  I  am  today. 

I  am  relinquishing  to  him  any  possible  pride  of  authorship. 
I  feel  it  is  most  important  that  we  proceed. 

I  am  personally  pleased  that  he  has  expressed  himself,  even 
if  only  in  part,   in  regard  to  that  which  I  am  referring  to. 
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It  will  eliminate  the  cumbersome  and  ineffective  procedure  of  having  the  PUC 
general  office  serve  as  a  clearing  house   Cor  alJ  agencies.      It.  has  boon  my 
observation  over  a  period  oL  three  years  that  the  PUC)  cannot   function  efficiently 
or  economically  as  each  of  the  agencies  it  directs  grows  in  size  and  complexity. 

The  public  is  clamoring  for  both  more  efficient  and  less  costly  government. 

The  separation  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  into  three  separate  departments 

is  a  most  constructive  and  dramatic  way  of  responding. 

Once  the  separation  of  the  departments  has  been  accomplished,  the  road  will  be 
cleared  for  the  second  directional  change  to  regionalizat ion  of  the  utilities. 
San  Francisco  must  provide  leadership  toward  this  end.     In  this  regard,  I 
predict  that  between  now  and  the  beginning  of  the  next  decade  in  January  19S0 
two  important  changes  will  occur.  i  <7 


Firstly,  all  public  transportation  in  the  Bay  Area  will  be  administered  by  the 
Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit   District.     When  BART  starts  operating,    Lt  wiJJ  become 
clear  to  all  that  the  feeder  systems,  namely  the  Muni  and  AC  Transit  plus 
systems  to  be  developed  in  Marin  and  San  Mateo  Counties,  will  function  adequately 
only  as  part  of  a  coordinated  transportation  system. 

I  also  visualize  that  the  San  Francisco,  Oakland  and  San  Jose  airports  will  be 
under  a  single  management  directed  by  an  airport  authority  as  presently  exists 
in  most  major  centers  including  Los  Angeles.     If  this  is  not  accomplished 
voluntarily,   it  will  be  forced  upon  each  of  the  communities  by  Federal  agencies. 
Not  only  will  the  airport  authority  coordinate  the  services  for  the  three  airports 
mentioned  above,  but  it  will  determine  by  January  1980  that  a  fourth  major  airport 
is  necessary  and  that   it  probably  will  be  situated  at  the  site  of  the  present  Travis 
Air  Force  Base. 


Even  Che  water  and  power  facilities  of  the  Bay  Area  may  be  regionalized  ten 
years  from  now  though  the  need  will  not  be  as  dramatically  demonstrated. 

These  conclusions  of  mine  are  not  based  on  some  form  of  mystique,  but  are  rather 
an  extension  of  an  action  trend  which  is  already  in  force  and  gaining  momentum 
for  regional  control  of  the  environment  and  services.     New  problems  affecting  the 
Bay  Area  are  being  dealt  with  on  a  regional  basis.     These  include  control  of  air 
and  water  pollution  and  protection  against  encroachment  on  the  shoreline  and 
tidelands  of  the  Bay. 

And  now,  I  will  direct  a  few  words  of  a  more  personal  nature.     To  my  fellow 
Commissioners  with  whom  I  have  often  disagreed,  I  respect  each  of  you  as 
concerned  citizens.     I  know  the  time  and  energy  that  service  on  the  PUC  demands 
and  I  admire  each  of  you  for  giving  of  yourselves  unst int ingly .     The  difference 
between  us  is  probably  best  explained  in  the  report  of  the  1969  Grand  Jury  as 
orespects  the  PUC,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached.     It  is  an  important  statement 
which  has  been  unanimously  endorsed  by  19  independent  thinking  citizens  of 
San  Francisco.     I  wish  to  draw  particular  attention  to  the  section  which  commences 
with  the  statement,  and  I  quote,  "We  would  like  to  see  the  Commissioners  take  a 
more  aggressive  posture  in  setting  policy."     I  hope  that  the  Commission  will  assume 
a  position  of  leadership  for  as  long  as  the  present  PUC  structure  remains  in  effect. 

Furthermore,  we  have  been  divided  in  our  philosophical  approach  to  our  responsibilities. 
In  simple  terms,   I  consider  these  meetings  to  be  public  in  the  full  sense  of  the 
word.     For  assuming  this  posture,  I  have  been  criticized  which  I  feel  is  unfortunate. 
I  hope  this  Commission  will  subject  itself  to  self-analysis  and  reach  a  decision 
to  both  lead  as  suggested  by  the  Grand  Jury  and  to  discuss  matters  openly  as  is 
its  responsibility^      These  are  necessary  adjustments  if     the  Commission  is  to  be 
viable  as  a  true  representative  of  the  public  it  serves. 


I  also  want  to  pay  my  respects  to  the  majority  of  City  employees  who  go  about 
their  work  in  a  quiet,   industrious,  and  dedicated  fashion  in  serving  the  needs 
of  the  community.     I  have  observed  with  admiration  the  response  of  so  many  of 
you  to  my  inquiries,  and  I  will  always  be  grate tul  for  your  patience  and 
assistance.     I  have  learned  that  the  demands  on  the  public  servant  are  more 
complicated  and  varied  than  the  demands  on  those  in  the  private  sector.  You 
are  to  be  appreciated  for  your  total  commitment  to  serving  your  fellow  citizens. 

Now  that     I  have  gained  a  better  understanding  of  the  governmental  process, 

I  intend  to  dedicate  my  efforts  toward  improvement  in  the  art  of  governing 

so  that  all  of  us  and  the  generations  who  follow  will  find  the  Bay  Area  a  good 
place  in  which  to  live.

Gent lemen : 

It  is  herewith  proposed  that  a  Charter  amendment  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  appear  on  the  November,   19b9  ballot  to  discontinue  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  as  presently  constituted,  and  in  its  place  establish  three 
commissions,  namely,  a  Transit  Commission,  Airport  Commission,  and  Water  and 
Power  Commission  (which  includes  lletch  Hetchy),  each  of  which  will  serve  the 
City  and  County  of  Sail  Francisco  in  the  prescribed  manner  under  the  existing 
Charter  whereby  a  General  Manager  will  be  responsible  and  will  report  through  a 
Commission  to  the  Mayor,  each  Commission  to  be  composed  of  five  members  as 
'presently  exists  in  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  structure. 

Why  change   from  a  single  agency  to  three  agencies?     Each  of  the  agencies  has 
grown  so   large  and  each   is   faced  with  such  complicated  demands   that   the  present 
policy  of  all  agencies  answering  through  a  single  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities    is   proving  to  be   iuipracl  i  ca  I  ,    inefficient .  ,   and   expensive.     One  prime, 
consideration  of  the  change   is  to  make  the  Manager  oL  each  Department  directly 
responsible  to  the  duly  elected  Chief  Executive  Office,   the  Mayor.     This  proposed 
division  of  responsibility  will  be  consistent  with  other  major     urban  centers. 
Tt  v/ill  also  serve  to  prevent    problems   in  the   future  which  exist  today,  such  as 
the  use  of  antiquated  equipment  on  Municipal   Railway,  unnecessary  delay  in 
adjusting  transit   fares  to  reduce  a  spiral ing  deficit.     Independent  financial 
management  amongst  the  several  agencies  can  generate  income  which  can  be  transferred 
to  the  General  Fund,   thereby  reducing  property  taxes.      In  summary,   the  public  will 
be  belter  served  at   less  cost. 
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What  arc  the  economic  advantages  to  be  gained  by  separation  of  responsibility? 
Firstly,   the  cost  of  maintaining  a  General  Office   for  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  is  approaching  $1  million  per  annum  for  1969-70  compared  to  $643,000 
in  1968-69. 

Secondly,   the  existence  of  a  super-agency  both  permits  the  manipulation  of 
funds  resulting  from  profitable  operation,  and  encourages  the  maximizing  of 
spending  when  an  increase  in  profit  could  revert  to  the  City's  General  Fund. 
Some  of  this  has  been  reported  recently  in  the  local  press. 

Is  this  proposition  consistent  with  a  progressive  governmenta 1  structure 
for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco?     Historically  and  practically, 
the  answer  is  yes.     The  1898     Charter  was  created  for  the  government  of 
a  city  of  approximately  342,782  population.     Naturally,  many  now  existing 
municipal  functions  had  not  been  anticipated.     Frank  Keesling,   Sr.,   in  his 
book  "The  San  Francisco  Charter  of  1931,"  stated  "The  drafters  of  the  new  1931 
Charter  wanted  to  take  poJitics  out  of  local  government   to  provide  efficiency, 
checks  and  balances,  and  division  of  power."     In  accordance  with  the  need  for 
division  of  power,   the  Safety  Commission   (which  administered  both  the  Fire  and 
Police  Departments)   was  split   into  two  groups.     This  was  done  apparently  because 
of  the  growth  of  the  police  and  fire  departments  between  1898  and  1932.  At 
the  same  time  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  was  established,  which  would  seem 
to  be  an  inconsistency.     Actually,    it   probably  was  not  when  one  reflects  upon 
the  fact  that  the  Airport  was  embryonic  serving  30,000  people  in  the  year  1932 
compared  to  15  million  in  1969.     Public  Transportation  was  divided  into  two 
thirds  through  the  privately-owned  Market  Street  Railway  and  only  one  third 
through  the  City-owned  Municipal  Railway.     Local  water  distribution  was  by  the 
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Privately-owned  Spring  Valley  Water  Company.     Obviously,   therefore,  these 
presently  massive  public  activities  deserve  separate  attention. 

Why  isn't  this  recommendation  being  submitted  tor  consideration     through  the 
Charter  Revision  Committee?       It   is  our  considered  judgement  that  total 
revision  of  the  Charter  is  possible  but  under  tbe  circumstances  will  move 
cautiously  with  inevitable  delay  and  compromise.     As  time  is  of  the  essence, 
it  seems  necessary  to  present  this  issue  to  the  voters  at  the  earliest 
opportunity.     Furthermore,   if  the  response  is  favorable,   it  will  serve  as 
an  indication  to  the  Charter  Revision  Committee  that  the  mood  of  the  voters 
is  favorable  to  recommendations  outlined  above. 

Will  this  proposal  assist  or  interfere  with  inevitable,  multi-purpose 
regional   government?       I(    is  our  opinion  thai    regional  i  55a  l  ion  of  those 
functions,  which  are  basically  regional,   will  be  accomplished  soon.  The 
activities  of  each  of  the  present  San  Francisco  Utilities  agencies  should 
be  operated  in  such  a  manner  as  to  relate  most  effectively  to  an  ultimate 
Bay  Area  Regional  Agency.     This  is  immediately  indicated  in  the  case  of  the 
San  Francisco  Airport.     The  three  major  airports  of  San  Francisco,  Oakland, 
and  San  Jose  must  coordinate  their  short-term  and  long-term  planning.  There 
is  a  critical  demand  that  plans  be   instituted  soon  to  establish  a  fourth 
major  airport  to  handle  supersonic  aircraft  and  to  reduce  air  space,  congestion. 
It   is  anticipated  that  this  facility  will   be  established  at  some  distance  from 
the  present  airports  because  of  air  space  and  social  acceptance,  problems 
anticipated.     If  the  individual  airport  authorities  do  not  act  voluntarily, 
pressures  from  outside  will  require  it.     For  example,  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  in  its  rulings  on  the  Transpacific  Case  has  emphasized  this  by  noting 
that  San  Jose  and  Oakland  should  be  co-temiinals   for  the  new  routes.  Obviously

San  Francisco  has  been  bypassed  on  purpose.     This  is  an  initial  step  toward 
pressuring  the  Bay  Area  to  regionalize  the  airports  by  the  CAB.  Additionally, 
Federal  subventions  to  airports  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  need  to  be 
screened  regionally  for  local  allocation.     Los  Angeles  International  Airport 
on  the  other  hand   (through  a  single  administration)   is  geared  to  an  orderly 
and  efficient  expansion  of  their  existing  facilities.     A  master  plan  contemplates 
a  Los  Angeles  International  Airport  as  the  hub  of  a  satellite  system  encompassing 
major  population  centers  in  six  counties.     We  cannot  ignore  the  possibility 
that  there  may  be  only  one  supersonic  intercontinental  airport  on  the  West 
Coast  and  it  could  be  in  Southern  California  at  a  grave  cost  in  time  and 
expense  to  the  Northern  California  industrial,  commercial  and  tourist  trade. 

How  will  this  proposal  affect   present  employees?     The  36  people  presently 
employed  in  the  General  Office  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  can  be 
placed  in  positions  of  relative  responsibility  within  the  three  agencies. 
Unneeded  positions  can  be  eliminated  ultimately  through  attrition  at 
considerable  savings.     Realistically,   it  will  take  some  time  before  the 
economies  are  fully  realized.     However,  the  presently  spiraling  cost  increases 
will  be  stopped  to  the  relief  of  the  severely  overburdened  tax  payer  and  utility 
rate  payer. 


PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION 


The  Public  Utilities  Commission  consists  of  four  depart- 
ments: Municipal  Railway,  Ketch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power,  Water,  and 
International  Airport.     The  functions  of  these  departments  are  but 
remotely  interrelated;  nevertheless,  as  a  result  of  historical  acci- 
dent the  administration  thereof  is  currently  vested  in  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission.     The  Commission  itself  consists  of  five  members 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  with  staggered  tenure.     In  turn  the  Commission 
appoints  a  General  Manager  who  functions  as  the  Chief  Executive 
Officer.     Generally,  he  has  the  power  of  appointing  the  managers-  Of 
each  department  and  other  administrative  personnel;  all  other  employ- 
ees hold  civil  service  positions.     The  Commission  is  the  policy-mak- 
ing body,  responsive  to  public  wishes,  and  the  General  Manager 
carries  out  the  Commission's  resolutions. 

The  entire  utility  complex  has  a  book  value  approximating 
$300  million;   thus,  it  is  evident  the  Commission  has  responsibility 
for  the  largest  concentration  of  assets  belonging  to  the  City,  Each 
department  is  Itself  a  highly  technical  operation  and  in-depth  study 
of  any  one  area  requires  time  and  expertise  possessed  by  few  citizens 
selected  for  Grand  Jury  duty.     Accordingly,   the  opinions  of  :'his  Com- 
mittee are  based  on  a  somewhat  general  analysis* 

We  respectfully  direct  the  reader  to  the  Annual  Report  of 
each  department  for  the  department  head's  views    and  proposals  for 
statistics  and  for  financial  information. 

It  is  city  policy  to  acquire  and  operate  as  many  utilities 
as  possible,  undoubtedly  with  an  eye  to  providing  San  Franciscans 
v/ith  adequate  utility  service  at  the  least  possible  cost.  Ona  method 
of  accomplishing  this  purpose  is  to  provide  service  at  cheap  prices 
irrespective  of  cost.   In  this  manner,   the  user  is  the  beneficiary, 
and  the  taxpayer  can  sometimes  be  the  loser,  as  witness  the  Municipal 
Railway.     The  opposite  approach  would  be  to  charge  competitive  rates 
for  services  and  turn  over  any  excess  revenu  >s  to  the  general  fund  in 
order  to  minimize  taxes.     This  posture  woulf.  in  theory,  benefit  all 
taxpayers  and  residents,  but  would  raise  the  price  to  users  at  least 
to  a  level  comparable  to  such  services  elsewhere.     In  practice,  pol 
itics  being  what  they  are,  current  operations  represent  no  conscious 
effort  to  adopt  either  extreme,  but  rather  the  effect  of  following 
the  path  of  least  resistance. 

We  would  like  to  see  the  Commissioners  take  a  more  aggress- 
ive posture  in  setting  policy.     Too  often,   it  appears,   ideas  emanate 
from  the  departments,  which  the  Commissioners  then  approve,  in  con- 
trast to  the  Commissioners. 'establishing  a  "course  of  action.  ar.  a 
result  of  their  collective  thinking  aided  by  public  hearings  and  de- 
bate. We  do  not  infer  thai:  channels  of  communication  should  be  /open 
'in  one  direction  only,  but  rather  that  the  direction  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  be  established  at  tne  very  top 
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Public  Utilities  Commission  (continued) 

There  has  been  a  considerable  amount  of  public  criticism 
of  the  utilities  management  to  the  extent  that  it  cannot  be  lightly 
dismissed.    We  have  discussed  the  reported  incidents  with  utilities 
personnel  and  in  most  cases  find  that  the  issues  are  largely  judge- 
mental;  that  is  to  say,  it  is  the  General  Manager's  opinion  that 
certain  matters  have  been  attended  to  in  a  timely,  efficient  manner 
and  his  critics  1  opinion  that  the  same  matters  have  been  handled  in 
a  haphazard,  careless  fashion.     The  administrative  qualifications  and 
the  executive  ability  of  the  General  Manager  have  been  questioned  on 
so  many  occasions,  however,  that  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Commissioners  should  publicly  report  the  results  of  their  investiga- 
tions of  these  matters. 

One  particular  incident,  however,   is  worthy  of  special 
mention;  namely,  the  expenditure  of  funds  for  remodeling  utilities 
offices  in  the  City  Hall  and  on  Mason  Street.     We  are  cognizant  of 
the  argument  that  certain  improper  procedures  of  Water  Department  em- 
ployees were  sanctioned  by  many  years  of  practice  and  that  while  ox 
pendltures  in  excess  of  $5*000  must  be  submitted  to  the  Capital  Im- 
provement Advisory  Committee,  the  members  of  said  Committee  were 
personally  aware  of  the  fact  that  remodeling  costs  were  running  crer 
this  amount.     We  also  recognize  that  the  benefit  of  such  remodelirj: 
did  not  inure  to  any  person,  but  to  the  City.  Nevertheless,  the 
responsibility  for  seeing  that  records  are  properly  completed  and 
that  Charter  requirements  are  met  rests  ultimately  with  the  General 
Manager  and  he  cannot  excuse  this  burden  of  l)off Ice.  We,  there  fore, 
request  that  the  City  Attorney  take  the  necessary  legal  step:,  to 
determine  the  amounts  actually  misspent  and  to  recover  same  from  the 
party  or  parties  at  fault. 

Prom  time  to  time  the  question  of  using  utility  profits  to 
reduce  property  taxes  is  raised,  and  we  have  alluded  to  this  else- 
where.    We  feel  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  establish  a 
policy  in  this  regard  after  proper  hearings.     Care  must  be  taken, 
however,  to  assure  that  the  future  capital  needs  of  the  departments 
are  adequately  met  from  annual  revenues.     Likewise,  department  pro- 
jects must  be  scrutinized  to  eliminate  unnecessary  Items,  for  it  is 
easy  to  spend  all  that  is  coming  in. 

Another  matter  which  we  have  touched  on  is  the  lack  of 
relationship  arnoung  the  departments,  with  th3  exception,  perhaps,  of 
the  Water  Department  and  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Fewer  Deportment, 
which  at  least  complement  one  another.     Charter  Revision,  defeated, 
at  the  recent  election,  would  have  provided  the  means  for  the  var- 
ious departments  to  operate  Independently  and  we  feel  that  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  should  hold  hearings  to  determine  the  merits  of  this 
proposal.     The  elimination  of  the  Commission  itself  and  the  charge 
of  departmental  accountability  to  either  th^  Board  of  Supervisors 
or  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  would  reduce  administrative  ex- 
penses which  are  largely  justified  only  because  the  law  requires 
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Public  Utilities  Commission  (continued) 

the  departments  come  under  one  commission.     In  fact,  the  amalgamation 
of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power  Department  and  the  Water  Depart- 
ment was  approved  some  years  ago  but  present  management  has  not  seen 
fit  to  bring  this  about. 

We  commend  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Public  Utilit- 
ies Commission  for  exploring  the  feasibility  of  extending  BART  to 
the  International  Airport  over  the  existing  right-of-way  f ormerjy  \sed 
by  the  interurban  street  car.  If  the  project  Is  practical  from  an 
economic  standpoint  we  feel  this  route  will  be  of  more  benefit  to 
both  citizens  of  San  Francisco  and  visitors  as  opposed  to  other 
suggestions  for  providing  airport  transportation. 

Lastly ,  we  recommend  that  future  Grand  Juries  appoint  in- 
vestigative committees  for  each  department,  rather  than  for  the  Pub- 
lic Utilities  Commission  as  a  whole,  in  the  hope  that  more  effort 
can  be  expended  in  each  area.

Highl ights 

Bids  are  currently  being  called  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power  Contract  No.  415. 
This  contract  provides  for  the  construction  of  three  operations  dwelling  units  to 
replace  three  existing  units  at  Early  Intake,, 

The  existing  units  were  constructed  in  the  early  1920's  as  temporary  housing 
structures  for  construction  workers  at  that  location  prior  to  the  construction 
of  Mountain  Tunnel  and  Early  Intake  Dame    This  contract  will  replace  extremely 
old  and  obsolete  dwelling  units  that  require  a  disproportionate  amounts  of  funds  and 
labor  to  keep  in  repair,,     In  addition,   the  new  units  will,  with  the  cooperation  of 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  be  attractively  landscaped  and  their  appearance 
will  be  compatible  with  the  rugged  mountain  setting  of  their  location. 

On  December  16th,  an  emergency  repair  was  made  tc  the  gaging  station  below 
0' Shaughnessy  Dam,     Because  of  the  inaccessibility  of  the  location,  the  repair 
was  made  by  the  use  of  a  helicopter,  which  transported  10  yds„  of  concrete  to 
the  remote  location  in  a  period  of  4  hoursc     The  use  of  the  helicopter  saved  the 
construction  forces  the  long  and  arduous  importation  of  the  approximately  20  tons 
of  concrete  ingredients  by  horse  or  mule,  at  considerable  saving  in  cost.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  DECEMBER  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary--Noveraber 

Air  passenger  volume  for  November  was  1,087,076,  a  1.7  per  cent  gain 
over  the  corresponding  month  of  1968.     Air  freight  gained  6.2  per  cent  to 
53,364,543  pounds;  air  express  total  was  1,576,475  pounds,  up  5.3  per  cent;  and 
shipments  of  U.S.  Mail  by  air  declined  by  6.5  per  cent  to  26,142,761  pounds. 

Aircraft  movements --landings  and  take-off s-- totaled  32,835  including 
25,747  by  scheduled  air  carrier,  418  military  and  6,670  in  General  aviation  clas- 
sif ications--non-scheduled  carrier  and  itinerant  or  locally-based  private  and/or 
corporate  aircraft. 

Holiday  Traffic 

The  usual  heavy  volume  of  air  travel  and  related  vehicular  traffic  oc- 
curred during  the  Christmas  holidays  but  it  mostly  was  handled  without  difficulty 
through  the  use  of  additional  Airport  Department  personnel.  On  December  26  the 
parking  garage,  lots  and  certain  supplementary  areas  were  filled  to  capacity  and 
this  necessitated  requests  to  the  traveling  public  to  find  transportation  to  the 
Airport  by  means  other  than  their  own  cars.  As  in  the  past,  the  news  media  were 
most  cooperative  in  helping  to  disseminate  this  information. 

The  Airport  USO  Lounge  reported  hosting  nearly  55,0C0  servicemen  and 
dependents  during  December,  of  which  approximately  13,000,  or  nearly  25  per  cent, 
arrived  on  a  single  day --Dec ember  17--the  first  day  of  Christmas  military  leave.

Purpose  of  Meetings  PRESENTATION  of  a  report  and  recommendations 

by  Louis  T .  Klauder  and  Associates  regarding 
proposed  design  of  Municipal  Railway  subway-sur- 
face  rail  cars. 

Commission  President  McDonnell  commented  that  time  has  demonstrated 
the  wisdom  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission's  decision  of  several 
years  ago  to  retain  San  Francisco's  five  existing  street  car  lines. 
Commissioner  Rousseau  was  a  member  of  the  Commission  at  the  time  it 
was  explained.  And  at  the  time  the  trend  throughout  the  nation  was 
toward  phasing  streetcar  systems  out  of  existence  in  favor  of  motor 
buses . 

When  San  Franciscans  voted  on  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District 
program  in  1962,  it  was  decided  that  Market  Street  rail  service 
would  be  in  subway.     In  order  to  accomplish  this,  the  Municipal 
Railway  would  require  a  car  to  operate  efficiently  in  the  subway 
under  Market  Street,  and  on  the  surface  in  outlying  districts  as 
well . 

After  investigating  a  number  of  firms  the  staff  and  City's  transit 
consultant  John  C.  Kohl,  recommended  retention  of  Louis  T.  Klauder 
and  Associates,  nationally  known  transit  engineering  experts,  to 
engineer  and  design  the  most  appropriate  new  subway -surface  street- 
cars for  San  Francisco's  Municipal  Railway.     The  Commission  approved 
the  recommendations. 

James  K.  Carr,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  said  he  had 
designated  to  Deputy  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  John  D. 
Crowley  the  specific  responsibility  for  relationship  with  the  transit 
consultants,     rie  pointed  out  that  after  the  decision  as  to  the  type 
of  vehicle  has  been  reached,  the  actual  purchase  will  be  made  by  the 
non-profit  corporation  formed  for  the  purpose  of  financing  Municipal 
Railway  fleet  modernization— the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway 
Improvement  Corporation. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  presentation  and  report  by  Mr.  Klauder  and 
Associates  would  be  reviewed  by  staff,  and  a  specific  recommendation 
would  be  made  to  the  Commission  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

Mr.  Crowley  then  gave  a  short  resume  of  the  experience  and  qualifica- 
tions of  the  Klauder  firm,  which  was  engaged  six  months  ago  for  this 
assignment.     He  said  Mr.  Klauder,  the  managing  partner  in  the  firm, 
would  make  tne  presentation  of  the  report  concerning  the  appearance, 
performance     and  characteristics  of  the  various  alternative  types  of 
street  cars  considered  for  the  Market  Street  subway-surface  routes, 
and  a  recommendation  of  nis  firm's  choice. 

Mr.  Crowley  gave  a  brief  rundown  of  the  time  schedule  for  the  subway- 
surface  vehicle,  which  must  be  ready  for  the  BART  subway  in  July  1972

That  San  Francisco  obtain  the  articulated  type  of  car  for  its 

new  high  speed  subway-surface  system. 

That  they  be  operated  singly  on  the  City  streets  and  that  they 
be  coupled  into  trains  at  Duboce  Street  and  at  West  Portal,  running 
as  a  train  to  the  Embarcadero  and  return.     The  purpose  in  coupling 
is  to  allow  maximum  speed  in  the  tunnels.     The  speed  could  then  be 
increased  from  35  MPH  to  6  5  MPH.     This  could  reduce  the  travel  time 
on  the  K,  L,   and  M  cars  by  as  much  as  25  minutes. 

The  $22  million  available  for  new  cars  will  permit  the  Railway 
to  purchase  78  cars,  to  be  used  as  follows i 

71  normal  daily  service,  with  7  for  maintenance. 

Of  the  71,   64  would  be  regularly  assigned  and  7  would  be 
added  to  peak  hour  service  on  the  two  heavy  lines,  L  and  N  as 
2-car  trains . 

Trie  acceleration  is  3.3  MPH. 

In  fare  collection,  they  anticipate  the  present  exact  fare 
system  will  be  in  force  when  cars  are  on  the  street,  and  in  the  sub- 
way stations  on  Market  Street  the  passengers  will  enter  and  leave 
through  automatic  turnstiles. 

The  cars  will  be  manually  operated  but  will  stop  automatically 
in  the  event  the  operator  exceeds  the  permissible  speed.

Mr.  Klauder  then  presented  Mr.  Karlen  who  heads  the  industrial  design 
firm  which  is  responsible  for  the  styling  of  the  new  car.

Was  concerned  because  he  had  not  been  approached  prior  to  the 
presentation,  and  said  the  recent  newspaper  article  stating 
the  TWU  had  approved  the  design  and  raised  no  objections  to 
reductions  in  manpower  was  erroneous. 

He  said  his  organization  would  object  strenuously  to  any 
reduction  in  manpower.     Felt  the  matter  of  the  operators 
while  the  streetcars  were  in  the  tunnel  should  be  settled  now. 
Asked  that  a  member  of  his  organization  sit  in  on  any  discuss 
ions.     Also  asked  about  the  flexibility  of  the  design. 

Mr.  Crowley  pointed  out  that  this  presentation  was  the  initial  stage. 
The  car  is  a  concept  and  the  general  specifications  are  known,  but 
the  details  will  take  six  to  seven  months  to  work  out. 

Mr.  Klauder  said  the  specifications  will  not  be  completed  until  next 
August,  and  during  the  interim  there  will  be  many  changes.     He  said 
his  firm  has  enjoyed  its  association  with  transit  operators.  The 
cooperation  has  been  excellent,  and  they  have  had  some  difficult 
questions  presented.     He  said  they  would  try  to  solve  every  one  of 
the  problems  that  are  raised,   and  by  taking  advantage  of  this  interim 
period  it  will  preclude  later  problems  when  the  car  is  completed. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  that  Mr.  Airriess  and  his  men  submit 
their  ideas  and  suggestions  in  writing.

Commissioner  McDonnell  then  discussed  the  condition  of  trackage,  and 
the  re-railing  projects  under  the  Municipal  Railway  six-year  improve- 
ment program.     Mr.  Klauder  said  the  replacement  of  the  Twin  Peaks 
Tunnel  trackage  is  a  necessity  in  order  to  operate  the  subway-surface 
car  at  its  65  MPH  capability.     Municipal  Railway  General  Manager 
oohn  M.  Woods  said  the  surface  tracks  of  the  N  and  L  linos  should 
also  be  redone,   having  been  installed  in  1918.

Robert  T.  Hagen,  26-year  old  Municipal  Railway  operator,  was  commended 
by  the  Commission  for  his  courageous  action  in  coming  to  the  aid  of  a 
pedestrian  at  Sacramento  and  Presidio  Streets  who  was  being  attacked 
by  a  knife-wielding  robber  on  New  Years  eve,    (Resolution  No. 70-0025). 

Commissioner  members  also  decided  to  share  in  an  additional  $10  0  award 
of  their  own. 


PUBLIC  HEARING  -  Budget  Proposals  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1970-1971  of 

all  Departments  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission 


Mr.  Carr  opened  the  presentation  by  outlining  some  of  the  highlights 
of  the  Utilities  budget.     (His  memorandum  is  filed  with  the  official 
copy  of  the  minutes  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  and  Assistant 
General  Manager.) 

The  recommended  budget  is  for  $118,704,00  0.     This  is  an  increase  over 
last  year's  budget  of  $9,486,000.     The  major  part  of  the  increase — 
approximately  $5,666,000 — results  from  capital  improvements  and  bond 
interest  redemption,  most  of  which  is  being  spent  for  the  Internation- 
al Airport. 

A  total  of  79  new  positions  costing  $952,000  are  requested  in  the 
budget,  with  70  of  them  (at  an  annual  cost  of  $785,000)   in  revenue- 
producing  departments  where  they  are  not  a  burden  on  the  property 
taxpayer. 

It  is  especially  significant  to  note  that  the  savings  made  to  the 
general  fund  by  water  and  power  utilities  for  the  fiscal  year  will 
amount  to  $5,486,000,  as  compared  to  $3,577,000  in  the  previous  year. 

Mr.  Carr  called  on  each  department  head  to  review  his  proposed  budget 
and  to  outline  the  principal  features.

HETCH  HETCY  PROJECT  AND  BUREAU  OF  LIGHT,   HEAT  &  POWER  -  O.   L.  Moore, 
General  Manager,  explained  the  basic  elements  of  these  budgets . 

He  pointed  out  the  Hetch  Hetchy  budget  includes  $2,071,900  for  the 
Transit  Power  Division.     This  division  is  the  function  taken  from  the 
Municipal  Railway  budget  representing  the  electrical  system  of  the 
Railway.     This  transfer  to  revenue  producing  Hetch  Hetchy  will  lessen 
the  commitment  of  tax  funds  by  $2  million. 

Amendment ;       With  regard  to  the  section  on  Hetch  Hetchy  Reconstruction 
and  Replacements,  Mr.  Moore  explained  that  after  review- 
ing requirements  it  was  decided  that  remodeling  the  old 
administration  building  at  Moccasin  would  be  undertaken 
in  lieu  of  a  $210,000  new  building. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Diviny,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rousseau, 
the  Commission  approved  the  Hetch  Hetchy  estimated  budget  as  amended 
and  the  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  and  Power  estimated  budget,   for  1970- 
1971.     Ayes -McDonnell ,  Rousseau,  Diviny,  Lynn. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT  -  Arthur  H.  Frye ,  Jr.,  General  Manager  and  Chief 
Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  made  the  presentation. 

He  pointed  out  the  water  sales  revenue  for  1970-1971  fiscal  year  is 
based  on  an  estimated  15  percent  increase  in  rates  effective  the 
first  of  April,   1970.     Should  this  be  delayed,   an  adjustment  in 
figures  will  be  required. 

Mr.   Frye  explained  the  necessity  for  the  $2,500,000  balancing  reser- 
voir and  pumping  plant  item  under  Additions  and  Betterments.  This 
is  the  final  project  necessary  to  bring  water  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
and  Sunol  Treatment  Plant  to  San  Francisco  areas,  and  the  consultants 
say  this  plant  snould  be  in  operation  by  1973. 

There  was  considerable  discussion  on  the  $75,000  item  under  Reconstruc- 
tion and  Replacement,  for  a  preliminary  engineering  study  for  the  new 
suburban  headquarters  center  to  be  located  on  Water  Department  water- 
shed property  on  the  east  side  of  Junipero  Serra  Freeway,  at  Ralston 
Road,  Belmont. 

The  Commission  stressed  that  under  this  budget  the  Water  Department, 
with  the  increase  in  revenues  as  a  result  of  the  rate  increase,  would 
be  self-sustaining  without  increasing  taxes  to  the  City — rather  a 
decrease  in  taxes  by  free  water  to  other  City  Departments. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Diviny,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rousseau, 
the  Commission  approved  the  Water  Department  estimated  budget  for 
1970-1971.     Ayes -McDonnell,  Rousseau,  Diviny,  Lynn. 

At  this  point  the  Commission  took  Hetch  Hetchy  calendar  item  No.  2 
(Resolution  No.  70-0026)  out  of  turn  as  Director  of  Property  Wallace 
i/Vortman  was  present  to  explain  the  matter  of  rental  of  office  space 
at  215  Market  Street. 

The  Commission  approved  negotiation  and  execution  of  a  lease  at  the 
current  rental  rate  of  40  cents  per  square  foot  for  the  remaining 
four  months  of  the  current  year,  and  for  the  following  two  years  under 
an  option  clause.     This  is  for  a  gross  area  of  15,450  square  feet  of 
the  present  fourth  floor  space.     The  third  floor  space  presently  being 
occupied  by  the  Municipal  Transit  System  engineering  division  will  be 
vacated,  and  suitable  space  elsewhere  will  be  arranged  by  the  Railway 
management .

SAN  FRANCIS  CO  INTERNATIONAL  AIRPORT  -  In  introducing  the  Airport 
budget,  Mr.  Carr  asked  the  Commission  to  bear  in  mind  that  due  to 
failure  of  the  Controller  to  get  a  sale  of  $26  million  worth  of 
Airport  bonds,  City  may  have  to  reduce  developments  at  the  Airport 
wnich  are  included  in  tnis  budget,  unless  other  forms  of  financing 
can  be  obtained  quickly.     He  said,  as  he  explained  in  his  memorandum 
to  the  Commission,  because  of  tight  money  and  the  bonds'  maximum 
legal  interest  rate  of  6  percent,  the  $26  million  offering  two  weeks 
ago  -  wnich  is  the  second  section  of  the  $9  8  million  authorized  by 
the  voters  in  196  7  for  the  Airport  expansion  program  -  failed  to 
get  a  single  Did.

Attached  is  a  memorandum  of  January  26  from  Assistant 
General  Manager,  Finance,  William  J.  Dwyer  summarizing 
the  proposed  budget  for  Public  Utilities  Commission 
activities  for  the  fiscal  year  1970-1971. 

The  presentation  by  departments  at  the  meeting  of  January  27 
should  be  followed  by  the  Commission's  recommendation  to 
Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto. 

As  you  know,  any  budget  consideration  should  recognize  that 
the  services  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  except 
for  the  Municipal  Railway,  are  regional  in  nature.  Even 
the  Municipal  Railway  operation,  which  carries  some  600,000 
passengers  daily  and  200,000,000  passengers  a  year,  has 
an  enduring  effect  upon  the  area's  economy  because  of 
the  daily  influx  and  outflow  of  people  who  live  in  other 
bay  region  communities  and  do  business  or  work  in  San 
Francisco. 

San  Francisco  International  Airport  continues  to  be  the 
world's  fourth  largest  in  terms  of  passengers,  and  is 
presently  accommodating  over  15  million  passengers  annually. 
On  January  4  a  peak  of  60,000  passengers  in  24  hours  was 
reached — as  compared  to  one-half  that  amount  a  little  over 
five  years  ago. 

The  installed  capacity  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power 
System  has  increased  to  320,000  kilowatts  from  the 
205 , 000-kilowatt  capacity  of  five  years  ago.

The  San  Francisco  Water  Department  which  could  be  called  a 
"South  Bay  Water  Agency",  is  presently  delivering  water  for 
approximately  two  million  customers.     Wholesale  water  service 
is  provided  by  San  Francisco  to  various  agencies  from 
Hayward  to  San  Jose  on  one  side  of  the  bay  and  from  San 
Francisco  to  San  Jose  on  the  other. 

These  figures  illustrate  the  regional  service  responsibilities 
which  have  been  met  successfully  over  a  period  of  years  by 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.     These  services  are 
provided  at  present  by  about  4,000  employees. 

Eighty  percent  of  Utilities  expenditures  are  met  by  revenues 
for  various  services.     This  means  that  approximately  20  percent 
is  chargeable  to  property  taxes. 

The  recommended  budget  is  for  $118,704,000.     This  is  an 
increase  over  last  year's  budget  of  $9,486,000.     The  major 
part  of  the  increase — approximately  $5,666,000 — results  from 
capital  improvements  and  bond  interest  redemption,  most  of 
which  is  being  spent  for  the  International  Airport. 

A  total  of  79  new  positions  costing  $952,000  are  requested 
in  the  budget,  with  70  of  them  (at  an  annual  cost  of  $785,000) 
in  revenue-producing  departments  where  they  are  not  a  burden 
on  the  property  taxpayer. 

It  is  especially  significant  to  note  that  the  savings  made 
to  the  general  fund  by  water  and  power  utilities  for  the 
fiscal  year  will  amount  to  $5,486,000,  as  compared  to  $3,577,000 
in  the  previous  year. 

This  increase  of  almost  $2,000,000  in  assistance  to  the 
general  taxpayer  is  rendered  through  these  contributions:

Members,  Public  Utilities  Commission 
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Mr.  Dwyer  and  th<5  department  heads  will  be  prepared  with 
detailed  information  concerning  requests  for  each  department, 
as  well  as  for  the  General  Office. 

This  office  and  Utilities  departments  are  fully  aware  of  the 
concern  Mayor  Ali.oto  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
have  for  holding  budget  requests  to  a  minimum. 

We  have  endeavorec1  to  prepare  a  budgetary  plan  with  that 
thought  in  mind,  submitting  only  those  programs  that  are 
regarded  as  vital.     This  means,  of  course,  that  certain 
less  urgent  items  have  been  withheld. 

Again,  it  should  be  emphasized  that  Utilities  services  are 
regional  in  character  in  many  instances,  and  the  services 
in  this  growing  region  must  be  met.     It  is  fallacious, 
therefore,  to  coiclude  that  because  the  population  of  San 
Francisco  remain  5  relatively  static,  budget  requests  can 
be  held  to  the  lavel  of  previous  years.     Through  moderate 
increases  in  the  total  budget,  the  City  can  meet  these 
responsibilities  again  during  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

Following  your  review,  and  contingent  upon  any  amendments 
you  make,  the  staff  will  prepare  the  necessary  documents 
for  submittal  to  Mayor  Alioto.     He  will  review  the  Commission' 
recommendations,  and  the  submit  his  budget  recommendation 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

This  memorandum  is  to  outline  to  you  the  principal  features 
of  the  proposed  budgets  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
activities  for  the  fiscal  year  1970-1971, 

The  budgets  represent  about  1/5  of  the  total  City  budget 
and  of  the  Utilities  budgets,  approximately  18  per  cent 
is  tax  chargeable  to  the  property  owners. 

The  recommended  budgets  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
for  the  fiscal  year  1970-1971  totals  $118,704,000,  an 
increase  of  approximately  $9,486,000  over  the  1969-1970 
budget;  the  bulk  of  which,  approximately  $5,666,000,  results 
from  capital  improvements  and  bond  interest  redemption. 

Revenues  required  to  finance  utilities  operations  are 
estimated  at  $120,567,000.     The  major  source  of  these 
funds,  80  per  cent  or  $96 , 697 , 588 g  will  be  derived  from 
revenue  producing  departments. 

On  the  expenditure  side  of  the  proposed  budget  only  20 
per  cent,  or  $23,869,283,  of  the  total  financing  is 
supported  by  property  taxes.

The  budget's  largest  single  expenditure,  47  per  cent  of 
all  budgets,  is  for  the  payment  of  salaries  and  wages  and 
related  benefits  for  the  4,08B  employees.     The  cost  of 
this  is  approximately  $55,614,000. 

A  total  of  79  new  positions,  costing  $952,000  are  requested 
in  the  budget;  with  70  of  them  costing  $785,000  to  be  in 
revenue  producing  departments  where  no  tax  burden  is  involved

Resolution  No.  70-0087  -  Design  and  Specifications  for  Combination 
Ripid  Transit  Streetcars  -  Louis  T.  Klauder  &  Associates  -  Mr.  Carr 
mentioned  that  he  had  sent  the  Commission  a  memorandum  dated 
February  6,  1970,  together  with  a  memorandum  from  John  M.  Woods, 
General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  which  is  made  a  part  of 
these  minutes,  recommending  that  the  Commission  authorize  Klauder 
to  proceed  with  preparation  of  formal  bidding  documents  and  working 
drawings  for  subway-surface  cars.     It  is  planned  to  call  for  bids 
in  August  or  September.     An  award  could  thus  be  made  around  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Mr.  Carr  then  further  stated,  in  reply  to  Commissioner  McDonnell's 
questions  about  resolving  the  plans  for  West  Portal,  that  he  would  have 
a  memorandum  from  Mr.  Crowley  and  Mr.  Woods,  explaining  any  questions 
that  have  to  be  answered. 

Mr.  Klauder,  in  reply  to  questions  from  the  Commission,  touched 
briefly  on  different  aspects  of  the  design  of  the  cars,  such  as  floor 
height,  stating  that  the  car  height  was  reduced  so  they  would  be 
easier  to  board?  that  it  was  necessary  to  design  a  double-ended  car 
because  of  the  stub-ended  terminal  at  the  Embarcadero  Station.  The 
cars  will  cost  about  $255,000  each. 

Mr.  Klauder  was  then  asked  by  Commissioner  McDonnell  to  confer  with 
Curtis  E.  Green,  Director,  Bureau  of  Personnel  and  Safety,  on  the 
question  of  having  stanchions  at  different  points  in  the  cars,  not 
only  at  the  doors,  as  a  safety  factor.     Mr.  Klauder  added  that  he 
would  have  a  mock-up  of  a  car  with  and  without  stanchions. 

The  question  of  using  fibreglass  seats  arose.     It  was  explained  that 
these  were  considered,  but,  that  aside  from  the  question  of  difference 
of  cost  and  comfort  in  using  upholstered  seats,  there  was  the  problem 
of  individuals  scraping  vulgarities  in  the  fibreglass  which  would 
then  necessitate  the  removal  of  the  entire  seat. 

Mr.  Klauder  went  on  to  say  that  the  cars  will  have  automatic  couplers, 
wnich  can  be  operated  electronically  by  buttons.     The  cars  would 
still  require  trolley  poles  because  of  the  low  overhead  in  underground 
operations  and  high  overhead  on  the  street.

Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Capital  Improvements  Advi ..:orj 
Committee,  the  City  Planning  Commission  and  the  Mayor's  Bond  Screening 
Committee  had  recommended  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  use 
the  same  non-profit  corporation  that  is  financing  the  $51.5  million 
Municipal  Railway  Improvement  Program  for  replacing  the  Muni's 
vehicular  fleet.

Mr.  Carr  announced  that  the  Airport  Operators  Council  International 
was  establishing  an  environmental  committee  of  four  men  for  the 
purpose  of  submitting  a  positive  program  to  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
Walter  J.  Hickel,  and  Transportation  Secretary  John  A.  Volpe, 
regarding  the  operation  of  airports,  and  that  he  had  been  asked  by 
Mayor  Alioto  to  accept  the  chairmanship  of  this  committee. 


Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission  that  he  intended  to  negotiate 
wheeling  rates  for  municipal  service  with  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company,  and  that  we  may  be  able  to  get  a  decrease  in  rates  for  the

.s  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  that,  with  Departmental 
cooperation  in  programming  each  bond  issue  and  in  the  schedule  of 
plans  for  construction,  the  debt  service  :to  be  incurred  by  the  pro- 
posed new  bond  issues  can  be  financed  within  the  estimated  sales  tax 
revenue  receipts  during  the  next  15  years. 

The  Unified  School  District  proposal  in  the  amount  of 
$28,500,000  for  structural  repairs  to  various  senior  high  schools, 
Junior  high  schools  and  elementary  schools  has  been  given  first 
priority  because  the  State  Education  Code,  Section  15516  etc, 

in  effect,  that  all  school  buildings  must  be  surveyed  for 
ural  deficiencies  by  December  31,  1969,  anc*  that  the  Unified 
chool  District  must  submit  a  bond  issue,  for  the  correction  of 
structural  deficiencies,  at  an  election  within  six  months  of  the 
date  of  receiving  reports  from  the  structural  engineers. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  CIAC  recommended  an  increase 
of  $300,000  in  the  proposed  Fire  Department  bond  issue.     This  was 
dene  so  that  a  needed  fire  boat  could  be  added  to  the  proposed  bond 
issue ,  provided  the  City  Attorney  makes  a  determination  on  the  legal 
question  of  the  responsibility  of  the  City  to  acouire  the  fire  boat. 

It  should  also  be  noted  the  CIAC  has  not  recommended  that 
the  Municipal  Railway  improvements  in  the  amount  of  $46,000,000  be 
submitted  as  a  general  obligation  bond  issue  at  the  election  of  June 
2,  1970.     Because  of  the  need  to  coordinate  the  Municipal  Railway 
improvements  with  the  completion  of  the  BARTD  system;  and  because  of 
the  possibility  that  general  obligation  bonds,  even  at  7  per  cent 
interest,  could  not  be  sold  at  the  proper  time  to  insure  completion 
of  the  Municipal  Railway  improvements,  it  was  the  unanimous  recommenda- 
tion of  the  CIAC  that  the  Municipal  Railway  improvements  be  financed 
through  a  non-profit  corporation.  It  was  also  the  recommendation  of 
the  CIAC  that  the  amount  be  increased  to  $46,500,000  in  the  event  it 
w o u i d  be  desirable  to  extend  the  Cable  Car  line  in, the  Fisherman's 
Wharf  area  beyond  the  point  now  proposed.

The  City  Planning  Commission  completed  the  first  half  of  its  review  of 
the  six-year  schedules  of  capital  improvements  of  City  departments  at  a  special 
meeting  on  December  12  ,  1959.  At  this  meeting  a  representative  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Railway  presented  to  the  Planning  Commission  the  Municipal  Railway's 
bond  proposal  for  a  program  of  general  rehabilitation  and  improvement.  Included 
in  the  bond  proposal  were  two  improvement  items  which  the  Planning  Commission 
has  recommended  be  modified. 

The  first  item  concerns  a  proposal  to  extend  cable  car  tracks  north  along 
Taylor  Street  in  the  Northern  Waterfront  Development  Plan  area.   In  accordance 
with  the  Northern  Waterfront  Development  Plan,  the  City  Planning  Commission 
recommends  that  the  cable  car  tracks  terminate  in  a  plaza  at  Fisherman's  Wharf' 
in  lieu  of  the  proposal  in  the  bond  to  terminate  the  track  at  Beach  Street. 

The  second  item  is  a  proposal  to  install  tracks  connecting  the  "N "  and 
the  "L"  streetcar  lines  on  the  Croat  Highway.   The  intent  of  this  item,  to 
minimize  deadheading,  has  the  full  support  of  the  Commission,  but  locating  the 
track  along  the  Great  Highway  would  create  a  disruptive,  unsightly  influence 
in  a  predominantly  residential  area.    The  Planning  Commission  recommends 
that  the  exec-:  location  of  this  track  be  given  further  study  and  that  language 
describing  a  specific  right-of-way  be  deleted  from  the  bond.   Policy  statements 
reflecting  these  two  recommendations  are  being  incorporated  in  the  City 
Planning  Commission's  recommended  six-year  Capital  Improvement  Program. 
The  City  Planning  Commission  will  also  make  a  general  recommendation  in  this 
report  suggesting  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  give  thorough  consider- 
ation to  using  a  nonprofit  corporation  to  finance  this  bond.   The  Commission 
makes  this  recommendation  because  of  current  municipal  financial  conditions, 
specifically  a  number  of  authorized  but  unissued  bonds- which  would  exceed 
the  limit  on  bonding  capacity,  and  because  of  future  anticipated  demands  for 
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The  szaff  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning  will  continue  to  be  available 
for  consultation  in  regard  to  these  and  other  matters.

&.  Associates  to  proceed  with  the  design  and  specifications  for 
the  combination  rapid  transit  street-cars  which  were  explained 
in  the  presentation  that  was  made  at  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Commission  on  January  20,   197  0. 

A  directive  to  proceed  would  be  in  general  accordance  with  Com- 
mission Resolution  No.  69-0531  adopted  by  the  Commission  on 
July  22,   1969,  which  recommended  to  the  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Railway  Improvement  Corporation   (a  non-profit  corporation)  the 
retention  of  Louis  T.  Klauder  &  Associates  to  engineer  and  de- 
sign new  subway- surf ace  cars  at  a  fee  not  to  exceed  $160,000. 
Subsequently  an  agreement  was  executed  between  the  Improvement 
Corporation  and  Louis  T.  Klauder  &  Associates  for  the  pro- 
fessional services. 

Attached  is  a  memorandum  of  February  5  on  this  subject  from 
John  M.  Woods,  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway.     In  that 
memorandum  Mr.  Woods  gives  his  views  on  the  cars  as  presented  in 
preliminary  design,   and  recommends  the  preparation  of  working 
plans  and  specifications  so  that  formal  bids  may  be  solicited 
next  summer-     It  appears  from  further  discussions  with  Mr.  Woods 
•chat  the  Commission  could  call  for  bids  in  August  or  September 
197  0. 

Following  the  special  Commission  meeting  a  number  of  suggestions 
were  reviewed  with  Mr.  Woods  and  his  staff.     For  example,  the 
adequacy  of  the  grip  on  each  seat  in  order  to  assist  passengers 
during  acceleration  or  stopping. 
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Mr.  Woods  tells  us  that  the  design  will  include  the  horizontal 
bar  which  can  be  reached  by  most  passengers.     He  indicates  that 
a  grip  could  be  installed  on  the  solid  bar  on  some  transit  cars, 
but  at  this  time  he  is  not  ready  to  recommend  it. 

The  staff  is  in  agreement  that  the  beige  decor>   as  against  the 
alternate  of  red,  would  provide  a  more  attractive  interior. 
There  is  agreement  that  the  semi-bucket  seat  would  be  better. 
There  is  also  general  agreement  that  "car  cards"  for  advertis- 
ing should  not  be  permitted  in  the  new  trains .     In  recent  years 
there  has  been  a  decline  in  the  use  of  these  cards,   and  in  many 
cases  they  are  installed  in  our  present  vehicles  on  non-revenue 
public  service  advertising. 

It  should  not  be  overlooked  that  there  are  several  other  decis- 
ions that  must  be  made  before  the  Commission  can  call  for  bids. 
For  example,  as  a  matter  of  City  policy  there  must  be  a  determ- 
ination as  to  whether  the  Muni  will  be  at  surface  or  in  subway 
through  the  West  Portal  area.     There  are  other  questions  with 
respect  to  feeder  lines  and  motor  coach  service  which  would  af- 
fect uhe  number  of  cars  that  should  be  ordered.     These  various 
policy  questions  have  been  delineated  and  answers  to  them  should 
be  available  prior  to  the  time  when  we  recommend  a  call  for  bids. 
You  can  readily  understand  that  if  a  different  feeder  system  is 
installed  then  the  number  of  cars  could  change.     This  would  af- 
fect the  price.     At  the  present  time  it  appears  that  the  more 
desirable  program  involves  the  73  cars  as  suggested  by  the  con- 
sultants.    On  the  other  details  I  am  in  agreement  with  Mr.  Woods, 
and  these  suggestions  have  also  been  reviewed  and  approved  by 
S_puuy  General  Manager  Crowley. 

The  acquisition  of  the  subway-surface  cars  will  permit  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  capacity  on  the  present  system.     As  a  measure 
of  the  system3 s  availability  to  handle  peak  loads  it  should  be 
noted  that,  the  present  peak  measure  at  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  Market 
Street  is  7,800  passengers  per  hour.,     With  the  new  equipment  and 
new  system  that  peak  can  be  increased  to  12,000  passengers  per 
hour.     Moreover,  the  double-end,   S-axle  articulated  cars  combined 
in  trains  can  meet  a  possible  growth  in  passenger  traffic  in  the 
years  to  come.     The  selection  of  other  equipment  would  not  pro- 
vide such  flexibility  for  future  growth. 

Your  approval  of  our  request  for  permission  to  direct  Mr.  Klauder' 
firm  to  proceed  will  be  a  distinct  step  toward  modernizing  the 
Muni  and  providing  exceptional  transit  service  for  the  people  of 
San  Francisco.

On  January  20,  1970,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  was  held  in  the  Chambers  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  present 
to  the  Commission  the  recommendations  of  Louis  J.  Klauder  §  Associates  on 
the  type  of  vehicle  for  our  subway-surface  operation. 

The  presentation  included  preliminary  designs,  estimates  of  cost, 
advantages  and  disadvantages  of  various  alternative  types  of  vehicles,  and 
the  recommendation  as  to  the  type  of  vehicle  which  we  should  acquire.  The 
presentation  was  made  by  Mr.  Klauder  and  by  Mr.  Paul  Karlin  of  Peter  Muller- 
Monk  Company,  the  industrial  designer  for  the  vehicle.    They  recommended 
that  we  purchase  seventy-eight  double  end,  six-axle,  articulated  cars.  The 
car  would  have  an  overall  length  of  72' -6"  and  would  be  provided  with  doors 
on  both  sides  to  permit  loading  in  the  subway  either  on  side  platforms  or 
center  platforms.    The  overall  width  of  the  vehicle  would  be  91  and  the 
overall  height,  10' -10".    The  vehicles  would  be  capable  of  being  coupled  for 
multiple-unit  operation  and  would  have  a  maximum  speed  of  65  mph  and  an 
initial  acceleration  rate  of  3.8  mph/sec. 

This  acceleration  rate  will  be  0.8  mph/sec  swifter  than  what  is  to 
be  provided  for  the  BARTD  vehicles.    I  had  some  reservations  about  this 
acceleration  rate  and  ran  a  test  on  our  present  PCC  cars  to  determine  the 
acceleration  rate  on  our  existing  vehicles.    Our  field  tests  on  the  PCC  cars 
indicated  that  the  average  acceleration  rate  for  an  empty  vehicle  is  4.5 
mph/sec.    I,  therefore,  feel  that  the  3.8  mph/sec  recommended  for  the  new 
vehicle  will  be  acceptable  and  will  not  increase  our  on -board  falls. 

The  interior  of  the  car  would  have  upholstered  seats  and  uphol- 
stered backs  mounted  in  plastic  frames.    Half  of  the  seats  would  face  in  one 
direction,  and  the  other  half  would  face  in  the  opposite  direction.    This  is 
not  objectionable  and  is  used  on  many  systems  throughout  the  country. 
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The  proposed  vehicle  has  an  excellent  appearance  and  possesses  its 
own  individual  styling.    It  is  not  a  prototype  of  the  BARTD  or  the  proposed 
Washington  GC  vehicle.    I  feel  it  will  be  an  excellent  addition  to  our 
Municipal  Railway  transit  system. 

I  recommend  that  the  vehicle  as  proposed  by  our  consultants  be 
approved  by  our  Commission  and  that  the  firm  of  Louis  J.  Klauder  §  Assoc- 
iates be  directed  to  prepare  working  plans  and  specifications  for  formal  bid 
documents  in  order  that  we  may  receive  bids  next  summer. 

Enclosed  herewith  are  ten  copies  of  a  Public  Utilities  Commission 
resolution  approving  the  design  and  authorizing  the  firm  of  Louis  J.  Klauder 
§  Associates  to  proceed  with  plans  and  specifications.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  JANUARY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  -  1969  Calendar  Year 

Record  highs  in  air  passengers  and  express  and  freight  shipments  were 
established  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  in  the  1969  calendar  year. 

The  14,492,964  passenger  total  was  up  2.6  per  cent  from  the  1968  figure: 
express  volume  increased  by  4.3  per  cent;  and  a  9.6  per  cent  gain  brought  air 
freight  shipments  to  607,464,437  pounds. 

Shipments  of  U.S.  Mail  by  air  declined  by  2.5  per  cent  to  270,759,461 

pounds . 

The  growth  rate  was  substantially  less  than  anticipated  at  the  start  of 
the  year  and  is  attributed  principally  to  a  levelling  off  of  the  nation's  economy. 

Aircraft  movements --landings  and  take-off s--for  the  year  totaled  391,334, 
including  306,929  by  scheduled  air  carrier;  5,780  military;  and  78,625  in  general 
aviation  classifications  (non-scheduled  carrier  and  itinerant  or  locally-based 
private  and/or  corporate  aircraft. 

The  December  traffic  totals  were:    passengers,  1,220,782,  down  1.2  per 
cent;  express,  1,732,364  pounds,  a  gain  of  20.8  per  cent;  mail,  32,874,483  pounds, 
up  3.1  per  cent;  and  freight,  51,113,136  pounds,  an  increase  of  8.3  per  cent.  The 
mail  shipments  were  a  record  for  a  single  month,  and  the  express  volume  the  second 
highest  monthly  total  in  Airport  history. 

1970-71  Budget 

Work  was  completed  on  the  1970-71  Airport  Department  Budget  which  was 
submitted  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  and  subsequently  approved  by 
the  Commission  with,  minor  modifications. 
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Dinner  for  CAB  Chairman 

General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  attended  dinners  on  successive  evenings 
sponsored  by  the  Greater  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Oakland's  Chamber 
of  Commerce  for  Secor  D.  Brown,  Chairman  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.  Brown 
and  Astronaut  Frank  Borman  were  featured  speakers. 

Hansen  also  attended  a  luncheon  held  at  the  Bank  of  America  headquarters 
at  which  tribute  was  paid  to  the  Bay  Area  aviation  industry. 

New  Sign 

A  large  "Welcome  to  San  Francisco"  sign  featuring  a  cable  car  was  erected 
and  dedicated  near  the  main  Airport  exit  roadway.    The  sign  has  an  electrically 
controlled  area  for  illuminated  messages. 

Conferences 

Hansen  and/or  members  of  the  Airport  staff  attended  conferences  on  variou 
subjects,  including:    SFIA  expansion  financing;  tenant  possessory  interest  taxes; 
taxicab  service;  and  a  variety  of  issues  related  to  Airport  expansion  plans. 

Staff  Position 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  reported  that  approximately  40  applications 
to  take  the  examination  for  the  position  of  Assistant  General  Manager  for  Opera- 
tions and  Maintenance  have  been  received.     The  applications  are  being  screened  as 
to  qualifications,  after  which  the  examination  will  be  held  at  an  early  date. 

Airport  Talks 

A  guest  speaker  was  provided  for  a  luncheon -meeting  of  the  South  San 
Francisco  Lions  Club  and  the  Golden  Gate  Kiwanis  Club  of  San  Francisco,  with  some 
25  present  at  each.    A  narrative  of  the  Airport's  growth  and  description  of  plans 
for  expansion  and  development  was  well  received.     Question  and  answer  periods  in- 
dicated a  keen  interest  in  the  Airport  by  those  present.

Resolutions  70-0101  and  70-0102 — proposed  five-year  lease  of  office 
space  of  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power  headquarters  at  855  Harrison 
Street.     General  Manager  0.  L.  Moore  explained  that  the  supplemental 
appropriation  request  of  $68,600  consisted  of  $57,600  for  rental 
payments  for  1970-71  and  $11,000  for  amortization  of  one-third  of 
City's  share  of  improvement  costs  at  the  new  location. 

Alterations  required  at  855  Harrison  have  been  estimated  to  cost 
approximately  $65,000,  he  said.     The  owners  have  offered  to  absorb 
one-half  of  this  cost;  City  to  amortize  the  balance  of  $32,000  over 
a  three-year  period  commencing  1970-71. 

Mr.  Moore  pointed  out  the  differences  between  the  various  aspects  of 
the  present  Hetch  Hetchy  lease  at  215  Market  Street  and  the  proposed 
lease  at  855  Harrison  Street.     He  estimated  the  move  would  result 
in  a  net  saving  over  the  next  five-year  period  of  about  $80,000. 
This  is  based  on  the  assumption  there  would  have  been  some  rental 
increase  after  the  present  three  1-year  options  to  renew  had  expired 
if  Hetch  Hetchy  remained  at  215  Market  Street.

Resolution  No.  70-0115 — approving  supplemental  appropriation  request 
in  the  amount  of  $17,500  for  anti-trust  pre-trial  expenses,  was 
explained  by  Deputy  City  Attorney  Robert  M.  Desky.     The  City  Attorney's 
Office  is  currently  prosecuting  four  anti-trust  cases,  which  necessi- 
tates certain  litigation  expenses.     One  of  the  anti-trust  actions  - 
water  meters  -  represents  purchases  amounting  to  $2,000,000  exclusively 
by  the  Water  Department.     The  other  three  concern  substantial  purchases 
by  the  Water  Department,  Hetch  Hetchy,  and  Airport  -  asphalt 
($6,000,000),  acoustical  ceiling  tile   ($1,750,000),   and  plumbing 
($100,000) . 


****** 


Municipal  Railway  fare  schedule — Commissioner  McDonnell  said  during 
the  hearings  last  year  that  led  to  the  decision  for  a  fare  increase 
from  15C  to  20C,  there  was  a  strong  expression  in  the  community  that 
th s  basic  fare  be  raised  to  25C  rather  than  20C.     At  that  time  the 
Commission  promised  that  it  would  review  the  Municipal  Railway  fare 
structure  shortly  after  the  beginning  of  1970.     At  the  meeting  of 
the  December  23,   1969,  the  Commission  President  directed  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities  and  staff  to  conduct  such  a  review  and 
to  present  findings  and  recommendations  on  February  24,  1970. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  stated  that  the  Commission  is  determined  to 
put  the  Municipal  Railway  on  a  business-like  basis,  but  as  other 
public-owned  transit  systems,  it  requires  subsidizing. 
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Acting  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  John  D.  Crowley  said  that 
the  basic  effort  should  be  to  reduce  the  burden  of  San  Francisco 
property  taxpayers  in  the  support  of  operations  of  the  Municipal 
Railway.     This  can  be  done  in  one  of  two  ways; 

1.  Reduce  operations  costs  of  the  Municipal  Railway.  Since 
more  than  80  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  operations  involves 
wages  and  benefits,  any  reduction  in  costs  would  be 
reflected  in  reduced  routes,   frequency  and  hours  of  service. 

2.  The  other  alternative  is  to  have  the  rider  contribute  more 
to  the  cost  of  operation. 

Mr.  Crowley  said  that  from  a  staff  point  of  view,  they  feel  that  the 
recommended  fares  are  a  realistic  way  to  reduce  the  burden  to  the 
taxpayer  and  at  the  same  time  place  a  fairer  share  of  the  burden  on 
the  user. 

Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  John  M.  Woods  made  a  presentation 
of  the  proposed  adjustments  in  the  fare  structure  which  would 
increase  the  revenue  of  the  Municipal  Railway  by  approximately 
£4.5  million  during  the  next  fiscal  year.

This  will  bring  revenue  from  collections  to  an  estimated  $29,237,000, 
as  compared  with  a  projected  fare  revenue  of  $24,688,000  during  the 
current  fiscal  year. 

This  amount  will  satisfy  total  debt  service  on  the  $46,000,000  program 
to  modernize  ways  and  structures  over  a  20-year  repayment  period.

Commissioner  Lynn  asked  if  a  transfer  charge  were  instituted  how 
it  might  change  the  income. 

Mr.  Woods  said  the  matter  of  transfers  has  not  been  given  extensive 
study  for  two  reasons: 

1.  Transfers  were  always  issued  free  in  San  Francisco.  Prior 
to  the  War  the  Market  Street  Railway  attempted  to  institute 
a  2C  transfer  charge,  which  was  held  up  by  litigation. 

2.  A  transfer  charge  would  mean  the  operators  would  have  to 
account  for  that  money;   consequently  the  operator  would 
have  to  check  in  at  night.     It  may  be  that  any  revenues  from 
a  transfer  charge  would  be  offset  by  any  additional  15 
minutes  pay  for  the  operators  for  check-in  time. 

Mr.  Woods  said  he  also  felt  that  a  transfer  charge  could  be 
discriminatory . 

Commissioner  Lynn  requested  that  prior  to  the  date  set  for  public 

hearing  Mr.  Woods  report  on  other  transit  systems'  transfer  use. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  suggested  that  transfer  to  the  Powell  Street 
Ccble  car  be  eliminated.     The  Hyde  Street  and  Stockton  lines  running 
parallel  to  Powell  can  be  used  for  transfer  purposes.     He  asked 
that  Mr.  Woods  study  this  possibility  and  submit  his  recommendations 
before  the  public  hearing. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  noted  that  at  the  time  the  basic  fare  was 
increased  from  15$  to  20C,  the  passenger  loss  estimate  as  a  result 
was  6  per  cent.     He  asked  for  the  actual  loss  since  the  fare  increase 
has  been  in  effect. 

Mr.  Woods  replied  it  has  been  between  5-1/4  and  6  per  cent. 

Mr.  Crowley  then  recommended  that  the  Commission  set  the  date  for 
public  hearing  on  Municipal  Railway  fares  on  March  18,  1970,  at 
10:00  a.m.,  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Chambers. 

Miss  Marguerite  Warren  requested  that  the  meeting  be  set  for  evening 
hours,   so  that  "the  riders  who  are  underwriting  the  $19  million 
deficit  now  and  who  are  going  to  have  to  pay  the  increases  proposed", 
can  voice  their  opinions. 
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Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  subject  of  night  meetings  had  been 
discussed  by  the  Commission,  which  believes  that  since  all  past 
meetings  have  been  in  the  day — and  people  representing  the  various 
business  and  neighborhood  groups  throughout  the  City  have  always 
been  at  the  hearings — the  practice  should  continue.     Night  meetings 
could  add  further  costs  to  the  City. 

Miss  Warren  said  that  what  has  been  done  in  the  past  can  be  changed. 
That  it  is  time  the  silent  majority  have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard. 

John  T.  Squire,  President,  Transport  Workers  Union  Local  250A,  arose 
and  said  he  felt  Miss  Warren  was  protesting  too  strongly  that  the 
taxpayer  could  not  have  representation  at  a  daytime  hearing.  Employees 
of  his  organization  were  paying  taxes  too,  and  they  were  being 
represented,  he  pointed  out. 

The  Commission  then  voted  unanimously  to  fix  March  18,  1970,  at 
10:00  a.m.,  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Chambers,  City  Hall,  as  the 
time  and  place  for  public  hearing  on  the  matter  of  revision  of 
Municipal  Railway  rates  and  fares.

The  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  70-0118,  extending  to  March  31, 
1970,  the  existing  Taxicab  Transportation  Service  Agreement  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport. 

Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  said  this  Taxicab  Agreement 
with  Yellow  Cab  was  to  have  expired  October  1,  1969.     At  that  time 
instead  of  going  to  new  bid,  the  Commission  approved  extension 
until  the  end  of  February  in  order  that  a  workable  agreement  could 
be  arrived  at  between  Yellow  and  Luxor,  Veterans  and  DeSoto  cab 
companies  -  with  regard  to  sharing  in  the  business  at  the  Airport. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  an  arrangement  was  being  worked  out  whereby  Yellow 
Cib  would  be  the  prime  holder  of  the  contract  to  handle  this  taxicab 
service  business  at  the  Airport,  and  they  in  turn  would  effect 
arrangements  with  the  independents.     The  latter  would  pay  to  Yellow 
$1.00  for  each  trip  out  of  the  Airport.     so  far  Yellow  has  only  been 
able  to  effect  an  agreement  with  two  of  the  three  independents. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  he  needed  more  time  for  this  matter.     He  added  that 
it  also  may  be  necessary  to  take  a  look  again  at  the  bidding 
procedure . 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  McDonnell's  query  regarding  the  problem  of 
policing  cabs  from  the  Peninsula,  Mr.  Hansen  said  he  is  working 
with  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  on  this,  and  they 
are  moving  ahead  and  getting  results. 

Steve  Dubh,  who  operates  an  independent  cab,  Seagull  Cab,   said  he 
v.ould  like  to  be  included  in  those  paying  $1.00  to  Yellow  for  Airport 
trips,  and  that  other  individual  independent  cab  drivers  would  also 
be  interested. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  advised  Mr.  Dubh  to  contact  Mr.  Hansen  in  this 
regard,  and  that  this  would  be  taken  into  consideration.

Municipal  Railway — Fare  Schedule 


At  the  meeting  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of 
December  23,   1969,  Mr.  William  E.  McDonnell,  President, 
directed  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  review 
the  overall  fare  structure  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  with 
specific  attention  to  the  effect  of  a  5-cent  increase  in 
the  basic  fare  -  and  to  present  findings  and  recommendations 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on 
February  24,  1970. 

Attached  is  a  memorandum  from  Mr.  John  M.  Woods, 
General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  proposing 
adjustments  in  the  fare  structure  which  would  increase 
the  revenue  of  the  Municipal  Railway  by  approximately 
$4.5  million  during  the  next  fiscal  year. 

As  you  are  well  aware,   the  revenue  from  users  of 
the  Municipal  Railway  accounts  for  60  per  cent  of  the 
costs.     The  remaining  40  per  cent  of  costs  is  extracted 
from  San  Francisco  property  taxes. 

Our  basic  problem  is  to  reduce  the  burden  of  San 
Francisco  property  taxpayers  in  subsidizing  the  Municipal 
Railway's  cost  of  operations.

Since  more  than  80  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  operations 
involves  wages  and  benefits,  any  significant  reduction  in 
costs  would  obviously  be  reflected  in  a  proportionate 
reduction  in  number  of  routes,   frequency  and  hours  of 
service.     Routes  and  schedules  are  being  examined  to  see 
if  economies  can  be  made  without  downgrading  essential 
service. 

However,  any  substantial  shift  of  the  subsidy  burden 
from  the  property  tax  must  be  borne  by  the  users  of  the 
Municipal  Railway. 

Through  the  years  an  unwritten,  but  nevertheless 
visible  philosophy  has  developed  that  Muni  should  operate 
under  premises  normally  within  the  scope  of  social 
service  agencies  which  have  access  to  funds  not  avail- 
able to  Muni. 

I  feel  that  recognition  of  this  philosophy  is  of  a 
policy  nature  to  be  determined  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  should  not 
be  pre-determined  by  the  staff. 

Therefore,   the  proposed  fare  structure  presented 
in  the  attached  memorandum  is  a  realistic  one  with 
which  I  concur  and  recommend  for  approval. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  revised  fare  structure 
becone  effective  at  midnight,  Sunday,  June  28,  1970. 

It  is  further  requested  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  at  its  meeting  on  February  24,   1970  set 
a  date  for  a  public  hearing  on  these  proposed  fares. 
At  the  public  hearing  an  individual  resolution  for 
each  change  of  fare  category  will  be  presented.

SUBJECT:  Municipal  Railway- — Fare  Schedule 


At  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  meeting  of  December  23,  19 
Mr.  William  E.  McDonnell,   President  of  the  Commission,  suggested 
a  review  of  the  Municipal  Railway  fare  schedule. 

He  stressed  the  importance  of  realistic  transit  fares  to 
offset  the  possible  need  for  increased  tax  support  to  finance 
the  $46  million  program  for  modernization  of  Railway  shops, 
garages,  and  tracks. 

Mr.  McDonnell  asked  that  particular  attention  be  given  to 
the  effect  of  increasing  the  basic  fare  from  20  cents  to  25 
cents.     He  further  requested  staff  comments  on  other  fare 
components . 

Accordingly,  the  schedule  of  fares  has  been  carefully 
reviewed,  with  the  Muni's  future  operational  and  improvement 
needs  in  mind;  and  it  has  been  concluded  by  the  Railway  staff 
and  myself  that  certain  fare  adjustments  are  essential,   if  the 
cost  of  vital  improvements  is  to  be  distributed  equitably  among 
transit  riders --rather  than  left  solely  to  heavily  burdened 
property  taxpayers . 

It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  the  following  proposed 
schedule  of  fares  be  submitted  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  at  its  meeting  of  February  24,   1970.  Additionally, 
it  is  requested  that  the  Commission  at  that  time  set  a  date 
for  a  public  hearing.     On  the  occasion  of  this  hearing, 
separate  proposed  resolutions  for  each  fare  category  will  be 
presented  to  the  Commission.

On  the  basis  of  projections  prepared  with  the  assistance 
of  Mr,  William  J.  Dwyer,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Finance, 
it  is  estimated  that  this  proposed  fare  schedule  will  produce 
$4,5  49,000  in  increased  revenue .     This  will  bring  revenue  from 
collections  to  an  estimated  $29,237,000,  as  compared  with  a 
projected  fare  revenue  of  $24,688,000  during  the  current  fiscal 
year . 

This  amount  will  satisfy  total  debt  service  on  the  $46,000,000 
program  to  modernize  ways  and  structures  over  a  20-year  repay- 
ment period. 

Recommending  higher  transit  fares  was  a  difficult  decision . 
We  are  all  reluctant  to  add  even  a  small  amount  to  the  cost  of 
living  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco  at  a  time  when  the  cost 
of  the  necessities  of  life  has  reached  an  all  time  high. 

The  alternative  is  more  and  more  financing  from  tax 
supported  funds  when  the  City's  taxpayers  cannot  afford  higher 
levies  on  their  homes. 

Like  all  publicly  owned  transit  systems,  the  Muni  requires 
a  tax  subsidy?  because  good  transit  is  recognized  as  a  vital 
public  service.     The  anticipated  subsidy  for  the  current  fiscal 
year  is  $19,300,000.     Without  this  fare  increase  the  subsidy — 
because  of  rising  costs — could  reach  $24,000,000. 


We  have  no  quarrel  with  those  who  have  well-placed  concern 
for  the  social  and  economic  problems  of  certain  community 
elements „ 

But  the  place  to  find  assistance  for  those  worthy  people 
is  not  at  the  Municipal  Railway;   and  I  respectfully  suggest 
that  appropriate  City  agencies  and  officials  be  requested  to 
direct  themselves  to  that  end. 

Those  of  us  with  children  in  school,  will  find  the  increased 
student  fare  just  another  burden.     It  is  my  conviction  that 
it  should  be  eased  by  the  educational  system,  and  not  the  Muni. 

To  illustrate,  no  transit  system  in  the  United  States 
provides  a  student  fare  as  low  as  ours .     New  York  City  systems 
recently  increased  the  student  fare  from  5  to  10  cents. 
Additionally,  these  systems  receive  an  educational  subsidy 
amounting  to  more  than  $40,000,000  a  year.     The  Chicago  system 
receives  a  State  educational  subsidy  of  $7,300,000  a  year. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  Municipal  Railway  rates 
for  charter  service  be  increased  as  proposed  in  the  following 
tables.     Income  from  this  source  is  nominal,  but  the  schedule, 
which  has  not  been  changed  for  six  years,  should  be  brought 
up  to  date.     The  proposed  rates  are  comparable  to  those 
charged  by  private  operators.

FARE  CLASSIFICATION  DETAILS 

Following  is  a  description  of  the  recommended  fare  adjust- 
ments, classification  by  classification. 

See  attached  Tables  I,  II,  III,  IV. 

Local  Fare 

The  Municipal  Railway,  with  the  second  highest  passenger 
riding  habit  in  the  nation  currently  shares  with  San  Antonio, 
Texas,  the  second  lowest  base  fare  in  the  nation.     New  Orleans, 
with  a  10-cent  base  for  a  progressively  higher  zone  charge,  is 
not  comparable.     (See  attached  Table  II.) 

It  is  estimated  that  the  proposed  fare  increase  would 
result  in  a  temporary  passenger  decline  of  6.0  per  cent. 

But  the  increase  from  20  cents  to  25  cents  would  produce 
an  estimated  revenue  increase  of  $3,542,000. 

Express 

Express  service  is  furnished  by  the  Railway  on  eight  line 
operations — No.  2  Clement,  No.  14  Mission,  No.  16  Noriega, 
No.  17  Park  Merced,  No.  26  Valencia,  No.   30  Stockton  (north) , 
No.   30  Stockton   (south) ,  and  No.   38  Geary.

Any  transfer  from  one  express  line  to  another  would  require 
payment  of  an  additional  5  cents. 

Approximately  4.5  million  passengers  patronize  these 
express  routes  annually,  and  enjoy  a  riding  time  savings 
ranging  from  4  minutes  to  16  minutes . 

Although  there  would  be  an  estimated  temporary  passenger 
decline  of  6.0  per  cent,  increasing  the  fare  from  25  to  30 
cents  would  produce  about  $144,000  in  additional  revenue  yearly 

Cable  Car  Fares 

No  change  in  this  fare  classification  is  recommended  other 
than  abandonment  of  the  reduced  5  tokens  for  $1.00  provision. 
Fare  registers  show  that  9  4  per  cent  of  all  cable  car 
passengers   (most  of  whom  are  visitors  in  the  City)   pay  a 
straight  25-cent  cash  fare.     Senior  citizens  account  for  2 
per  cent  of  the  rides,  and  only  4  per  cent  of  the  passengers 
now  purchase  tokens. 

It  is  estimated  that  8.5  million  passengers  were  accommo- 
dated by  the  Cable  Car  System  during  the  last  fiscal  year. 

School  Fares 

Currently,   school  tickets  are  sold  at  the  rate  of  10  rides 
for  50  cents.     It  is  proposed  to  sell  these  tickets  at  the 
rate  of  10  rides  for  $1.00. 

The  present  fare  has  been  in  effect  for  more  than  20 
years,  except  for  a  4-month  period  in  1962  when  the  fare  was 
raised  to  10  rides  for  60  cents. 

The  Municipal  Railway  currently  has  the  lowest  student 
fare  in  the  nation.  New  York  City  just  recently  increased 
student  fares  from  5  cents  to  10  cents   (See  Table  III) . 

As  mentioned  earlier,  raising  school  fares  is  a  difficult 
recommendation  to  make.     But  we  do  not  believe  it  is  practical 
to  overlook  the  effect  of  the  estimated  increase  in  revenue 
of  $689,000. 

Shoppers '  Shuttle 


No  change  is  recommended.  This  fare  was  increased  to  10 
cents  from  5  cents  June  30,  1969.

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Baseball  Special 

No  fare  change  recommended .     Fare  was  increased  from  30 
cents  to  50  cents  June  30,   1969 . 

Baseball  Local 

Passengers  on  local  lines ,  having  paid  the  initial  25-cent 
local  fare,  will  pay  an  additional  25  cents  on  arrival  at 
Candlestick  Park .     This  is  necessary  to  standardize  the  charge 
for  service  to  the  ball  park  at  50  cents . 

Sunday  and  Holiday  Pass 

No  change  recommended. 

Senior  Citizen  Fare 

This  special  fare  became  effective  on  June  30,  1969, 
and  was  inaugurated  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  the 
basis  of  a  conclusion  that  it  would  be  a  public  service  to 
deserving  senior  citizens,  who  would  take  advantage  of  already 
available  vehicles  during  off-peak  hours. 

The  service  is  provided  from  10     a.m.  to  3  p.m.,  and  from 
7  p.m.  to  12  midnight  daily,  and  at  all  hours  on  Saturdays, 
Sundays,  and  legal  holidays. 

There  have  been  many  requests  to  extend  the  weekday 
hours  of  the  senior  citizen  fare,  but  I  do  not  feel  that  it  is 
warranted  at  this  time. 

The  present  5-cent  fare,  the  lowest  of  any  major  transit 
system  in  the  nation,  should  be  increased  to  10  cents --which 
is  still  at  the  low  end  of  the  scale.  We  estimate  that  this 
increase  would  cost  the  average  senior  citizen  about  $2  a  year. 

Approximately  $165,000  in  additional  annual  revenue  would 
result  from  this  increase.

PG&E  Powfii?  Failure 

On  January  17th  at  about  3:00  a.m.,  an  extensive  power 
failure  was  experienced  in  the  Hunters  Point  District 
when  an  auto  struck  a  PG&E  power  pole  at  Keith  and  Oakdale 
Streets.    At  about  6:30  a.m.,  when  it  appeared  that  the 
power  outage  would  be  of  considerable  duration,  a  Chrysler 
Pump  was  connected  between  hydrants  on  the  University 
Mound  and  Keith  Street  Tank  zones  near  3rd  Street  and 
Bayview.    By  10:00  a.m.,  the  water  level  in  the  tank 
dropped  to  within  two  feet  of  the  bottom  and  a  Fire 
Department  pumper  unit  was  utilized  to  bolster  the 
system  from  a  hydrant  on  the  University  Mound  Main  at 
Keith  and  Quesada  Streets. 

By  12:00  o! clock  noon  when  the  Pacific  Gas.  &  Electric 
had  completed  repairs  and  power  was  restored  to  Lane 
Street  Pumps,  there  was  only  nine  (9)  inches  of  water 
left  in  Keith  Street  Tank.    At  this  time,  it  was  dis- 
covered that  the  power  failure  had  caused  considerable 
damage  to  the  wiring  in  the  pump  station  control  circuits 
and  it  was  necessary  to  install  temporary  Jumpers  to 
place  the  four  pumps  into  manual  operation.  Manual 
pumping  operations  continued  until  2:00  p.m.  when  the 
water  level  in  the  tank  was  such  that  the  Chrysler  Pump 
and  the  Fire  Department  pump  unit  could  be  disconnected. 
The  pump  station  was  shut  down  later  for  a  short  time 
to  revise  the  wiring  and  place  the  station  on  automatic 
cont rol. 

By  an  odd  coincidence,  a  similar  problem  took  place  on 
the  following  morning  (January  l8th),  again  at  3:0°  a.m., 
when  another  vehicle  struck  the  same  power  pole  at  Keith 
and  Oakdale  and  again  disrupted  power  to  Lane  Street 
Pumps.    Although  power  was  temporarily  restored  at  6:30 
a.m.,  the  Department  was  unable  to  operate  the  pumps  due 
to  damaged  control  wires  and  switches.    A  portable 
Chrysler  pump  was  again  set  up  (at  5:30  a.m.)  to  pump 
water  into  the  tank  system  from  the  UM  hydrant  at  Lane 
and  Quesada  Streets.    Temporary  pump  station  wiring 
repairs  were  made  and  the  station  placed  on  manual 
operation  at  7:30  a.m.     By  3:00  p.m.,   following  completion 
of  all  necessary  repairs  by  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric,  our 
system  was  restored  to  automatic  control  and  the  Chrysler 
pump  was  removed. 
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Meeting  -  Army  Corps  pf  Engineers 

On  January  22,  1970,  Mr.  Frye  attended  a  hearing  held  by  the 
Army  Corps  of  Engineers  at  Pes cade ro  High  School  to  solicit 
comments  on  the  proposed  Pescadero  Dam  project.  Several 
alternative  projects  were  presented  by  the  Corps  to  provide 
a  water  supply  for  the  coastal  area  of  San  Mateo  County. 

Meeting  -  Rate  Increase 

On  February  3,  1970,  representatives  of  the  Peninsula  Water 
Users  Association  met  at  425  Mason  Street  to  discuss  the  rate 

study  report  and  proposed  increase  of  water  rates.    Mr.  Tom 
Jenkins,  speaking  for  the  Council  of  Mayors  of  the  Peninsula 
area  and  the  Peninsula  W&ter  Users  Association,  stated  that 
these  two  organizations  would  not  oppose  the  proposed  rate 
increase.     It  was  indicated  that  at  least  three  individual 
water  districts  were  opposed  to  the  proposed  rate  increase.

Purpose  of  Meeting:  PUBLIC  HEARING  to  consider  revision  of  the 

schedule  of  rates  and  charges  of  the  San  Francisco 
vtfater  Department. 

Commission  President  William  E.  McDonnell  opened  the  hearing  by  giving 
a  brief  bacKground  of  water  rate  history  during  the  40  years  the  water 
system  has  been  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

In  19  34,  San  Francisco  rates  were  lowered  to  over  10  per  cent, 
and  in  19  37,  there  were  two  bulk  blocks  which  lowered  the  cost 
to  large  consumers.     In  194  3,  the  rate  reduction  within  the 
City  was  15  per  cent.     In  1945,  a  rate  increase  throughout 
the  system  was  18  per  cent.     In  1962,  there  was  a  rate  re- 
duction tnroughout  the  system  of  6  per  cent. 

The  water  rates  are  now  lower  by  about  15  per  cent  than  in 
1930  wnen  the  City  took  over  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company. 
Outside  the  City  current  rates  for  small  consumers  is  slightly 
nigner  than  in  19  30.     The  rates  for  the  large  consumer  are 
appreciably  lower  than  in  19  30. 

So,  actually,  rates  have  remained  generally  unchanged  for  40 
years . 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  itfater  Department  is  now  undertaking  a 
major  capital  improvement  program  which  exerts  a  heavy  demand  for 
capital  funds  and  which  compels  consideration  of  a  rate  increase  at 
this  time. 

Last  year  the  staff  presented  a  recommended  rate  increase,  but  at 
that  time  it  was  felt  more  independent  data  was  needed.     The  engin- 
eering firm  of  Brown  and  Caldwell  was  retained  to  review  San  Fran- 
cisco Afater  Department's  cost  and  revenue  records,  existing  water 
rate  schedules?  determine  adequacy  of  anticipated  income  for  the  next 
three  years;   study  means  of  increasing  earnings?  and  to  develop  a 
proposed  rate  adjustment  if  deemed  necessary. 

Because  of  tne  need  for  implementing  new  rates  as  soon  as  possible, 
he  said  the  study  was  limited  in  scope.     Funds  for  a  more  thorough 
rate  study  have  been  requested  in  the  1970-71  budget. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  announced  that  today's  hearing  is  predicated 
on  the  Brown  and  Caldwell  study  which  was  done  under  the  direction 
of  John  C.  Luthin,  Vice  President. 

Mr.  Carr  then  asked  for  a  resume  from  Deputy  General  Manager  John  D. 
Crowley,  who  had  been  handling  the  water  rate  matter  as  a  special 
assignment . 

Mr.  Crowley  reported  that  many  meetings  had  been  held  since  last  year 
wnen  it  was  decided  to  take  a  new  look  at  the  then  recommended  20  per 
cent  rate  increase. 
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Contract  customers  of  tne  Water  Department,  at  that  time  acknowledged 
the  need  for  an  increase  out  opposed  the  method  used  in  arriving  at 
the  proposed  increase  of  20  per  cent. 

Mr.  Crowley  explained  the  recommendation  being  presented  today,  based 
on  the  Brown  and  Caldwell  study,  was  a  fair  rate,  yet  one  that  would 
keep  the  Water  Department  solvent,  keep  up  the  system,  as  well  as 
meet  the  growtn  in  tne  area  and  maintain  a  good  quality,, 

Commissioner  McDonnell  also  commented  on  the  many  meetings  held  during 
the  past  year,  at  which  he  and  members  of  the  staff  sat  down  with 
regional  councils,  boards  of  supervisors,  and  attorneys  representing 
the  water  users  throughout  the  area,  to  discuss  the  problem.  He 
spoke  of  the  excellent  job  done  by  Tom  Jenkins,  representing  the 
Council  of  Mayors  of  San  Mateo  County  and  Bay  Area  Water  Users 
Association . 

General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Depart- 
ment Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr.,  then  presented  the  recommended  new  rate 
schedule — a  system-wide  15  per  cent  increase  in  all  water  rates 
and  charges,  for  the  Water  Department's  city  and  suburban  customers. 

He  explained  an  increase  in  rates  and  charges  for  water  service  is 
an  absolute  necessity  if  tne  Water  Department  is  to  remain  on  a 
sound  financial  basis  and  at  the  same  time  meet  present  and  antici- 
pated consumer  requirements.     All  water  utilities  in  the  area  find 
themselves  in  tne  same  situation.     Several  of  San  Francisco's  sub- 
urban wholesale  customers  have  already  raised  rates  and  most  of  the 
rest  probably  will  have  to  do  so  in  the  near  future,  whether  or  not 
the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  raises  its  rates.

Mr.  Frye  pointed  out  that  the  Water  Department  had  been  able 
to  function  during  the  past  40  years  through  a  combination 
of  economical  operation  and  a  healthy  increase  in  water 
sales.     However,  sales  are  not  increasing  as  fast  as  costs 
are  rising.     Therefore  City  is  forced  to  raise  its  rates 
to  keep  pace  with  inflation. 

tie  concluded  by  urging  favorable  action  both  by  the  Com- 
mission and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  so  the  new  rates  could 
De  effective  on  June  1,   19  70. 
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He  then  asked  Mr.  Luthin  to  explain  the  rate  study. 

Mr.  Luthin  then  gave  a  resume  of  the  information  contained  in 
the  brown  and  Caldwell  Report  on  Uater  Rates  for  the  San  Fran- 
cisco iVater  Department,  dated  January  1970.     He  said  data  pre- 
sented in  the  report  substantiate  the  pressing  need  for  an 
increase  in  income.     It  was  their  recommendation  that  this 
need  be  met  by  a  15  per  cent  increase  in  rates,  applied  uni- 
formly to  all  charges  for  general  water  service . 

With  the  aid  of  the  following  tables  from  the  Report,  he 
summarized  the  findings  of  the  study.

He  concluded  by  stating  that  based  upon  the  findings  arising 
out  of  the  study,  it  is  recommended  that: 

(1)  A  15  per  cent  increase  in  rates,  applied  uniformly  to 
all  charges  for  general  metered  service,  be  made 
effective  at  the  earliest  practicable  date. 

(2)  The  city  review  its  policies  that  affect  the  water 
department  operations  with  the  view  that  policies 
should  be  sufficiently  formulized  to  aid  in  predicting 
future  effects  on  fiscal  operations.     Policies  that 
are  particularly  significant  to  designing  water  rates 
are  those  that  govern  the  assignment  of  annual  costs 
to  city  and  suburban  service  and  those  that  control 
the  charges  for  Hetch  Hetchy  power  and  water. 

(3)  A  detailed  rate  study  be  undertaken  to  include  a 
complete  cost-of-service  study  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  the  level  of  rates  required  for  the  future 
and  to  design  rate  structures  that  will  properly  re- 
cover costs  incurred  by  each  class  of  service. 

Mr,  Luthin  explained  that  they  allowed  as  an  annual  reserve 
requirement  a  minimum  of  $3  million  to  provide  a  means  of 
absorbing  tne  annual  difference  in  capital  improvement  costs. 

Mr.  Carr  asked  Mr.  Luthin  if  he  had  made  any  computations  of 
the  relative  reduction  since  1930  in  cost  of  water  enjoyed  by 
San  Francisco  and  the  Peninsula  in  terms  of  the  present  dollar 
in  relationship  to  the  operation  and  maintenance  indices. 

Mr,  Luthin  said  he  was  aware  of  this — that  it  was  remarkable 
and  he  was  very  surprised — because  in  most  cases  there  have

been  requests  every  three  or  four  years  from  water  utilities 
for  rate  increases  from  10%  to  15%  before  the  California 
Public  Utilities  Commission. 

At    Commissioner  Lynn's  request,  Mr.  Luthin  explained  their 
findings  that  another  rate  increase  was  very  probable  in  1972. 
The  operating  costs  alone,  he  said,  are  gaining  on  the  revenues 
by  $200,000  per  year,  so  each  year,  if  San  Francisco  is  going 
to  keep  the  rates  at  the  level  of  requirements,  it  would  have 
to  produce  at  least  $200,000  to  meet  these  costs.     The  capital 
costs  are  also  going  to  increase  faster  than  the  growth  in 
revenue  because  of  the  continual  increase  in  bond  service  re- 
quirements.    If  the  rates    were  set  now  to  meet  the  costs  of 
1980,  there  would  have  to  be  a  45%  increase — so  obviously, 
tnen,  this  should  be  done  in  steps. 


Commissioner  McDonnell  then  called  the  hearing  open  to  remarks  from 
members  of  the  audience.     The  following  spoke: 


Tom  Jenkins,  #1  Kearny  Street,  San  Francisco,  representing  Council  of 
Mayors  &  Bay  Area  Water  Users,  County  of  San  Mateo, 
indicated  he  was  generally  supporting  the  proposed 
increase;  remarkably  different  from  his  position  a  year 
ago.     As  Chairman  of  Council  of  Mayors  of  San  Mateo 
County,  he  said  he  was  authorized  to  speak  in  support 
of  the  Brown  and  Caldwell  report. 

He  recognized  the  report,  in  itself,  is  not  adequate. 
He  questioned  some  differentials  that  now  exist.  He 
expressed  that  there  was  a  strong  responsibility  on  the 
part  of  suburbs  to  pay  their  fair  share  of  the  costs. 

He  fully  supported  an  extensive  study  on  the  grounds 
there  may  be  some  additional  input  into  the  new  study. 
He  felt  the  suburban  consumers  are  paying  their  share 
tnrough  the  rate  increase,  but  stated  there  may  be  other 
funds  that  could  be  utilized  for  that  purpose. 


barren  A.  McClure,  P.O.Box  158,  Belmont,  representing  San  Francisco 
Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association,  echoed  Mr.  Jenkins* 
comments . 

tie  announced  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Associa-s. 
tion  voted  support  of  the  rate  increase  but  urged  an 
early  comprehensive  study.     He  pledged  continued  cooper- 
ation of  the  association. 


Wynn  Westover,  2919  California  Street,  Citizens  for  Water  Quality,  was 
for  the  increase,  with  reservations  and  read  a  long  paper 
opposing  fluoridation. 


Edward  E.  Phillips,  22  300  Foothill  Blvd.,  Hayward,  representing  City 

of  Hayward,  was  against  the  proposed  increase.  Referred 
to  Resolution  Wo.  70-073.  adopted  by  the  Hayward  City 
Council  which  restates  the  Council's  position  of  opposing 
water  rate  increase  at  this  time.

He  said  he  was  not  in  disagreement  with  the  Bay  Area 
v/ater  Users  Association;  Hayward  is,  in  fact,  a  member. 
He  urged  further  studies  prior  to  a  rate  increase,  and 
asked  the  Commission  to  postpone  action  at  this  time. 

James  L.  McWally,  representing  U.  S.  Naval  Facilities,  Western  Divi- 
sion, San  Bruno,  was  opposed  to  any  increase  to  Federal 
users .

SFO  has  given  notice 
that  in  any  event  it  does  not  wish  to  extend  the  contract,  nor  does 
it  wisn  to  continue  operations  at  the  downtown  heliport. 

Tne  Waters  contract  will  terminate  July  31,  19  70.     Thereafter  any 
continuation  of  the  operation  will  be  on  a  month-to-month  basis  until 
such  time  as  the  area  is  required  for  the  Embarcadero  Plan. 

In  adopting  Resolution  i>Jo.  70-0136,  Commissioner  McDonnell  commented 

that  in  July  when  the  agreement  for  the  heliport  operation  terminates, 

any  negotiations  for  the  month-to-month  operation  will  have  to  come 

before  the  Commission  for  approval.     He  said  at  that  time  the 

Commission  should  express  a  policy  that  the  Airport  should  not  in  the 

future  suDsidize  any  type  of  airline  operation,  including  the  heliport. 

City  snouldn't  invest  in  these  types  of  facilities  without  a  proper 

return.     He  said  he  realized  the  heliport  was  a  prestige  object  for 

San  Francisco,  but  it  should  be  understood  the  Commission  is  against 

this  type  of  investment  in  the  future. 

*** 

Resolution  Wo.  70-0138  authorized  Bid  Call  for  AD  Contract  No.  5  70 — 
Construction  of  a  Water  Pollution  Control  Plant  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport,  estimated  cost  $2,69  3,000 — Mr.  Hansen  explained 
the  rapid  growth  at  the  Airport  has  made  the  present  plant  constructed 
in  1956  inadequate. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  new  plant  were  prepared  by  Kennedy 
Engineers  of  San  Francisco. 

Tne  new  plant  is  designed  for  a  flow  of  2.2  million  gallons  per  day 
which  will  adequately  take  care  of  the  Airport's  projected  growth  of 
between  25-30  million  passengers  annually,  including  increases  in 
related  airline  service  facilities. 

Tne  new  plant  will  utilize  a  secondary  treatment  process  to  produce 
an  effluent  flow  of  a  quality  to  permit  beneficial  uses  of  the  Bay 
as  specified  by  the  State  Regional  Water  Quality  Control  Board. 
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Mr.  Hansen  said  tnat  funds  from  unallocated  Airport  Operating  Revenue 
have  been  appropriated  for  this  project.     The  increase  in  cost  over 
tne  original  estimate  of  $1,946,000  in  196  8  has  been  due  to  changes 
in  the  plans  (relocation  of  site,  requiring  additional  piling  and 
lines) ,  and  continuing  studies  of  latest  industrial  waste  disposal 
metnods  and  procedures.  *** 

Resolution  Wo.  70-0139  approved  agreement  relative  to  sale  of  Air 
West  assets  to  Hughes  Air  Corp. --Mr.  Ronald  Pengilly,  Attorney  for 
Air  West  was  present  to  answer  Commission  questions  with  regard  to 
the  approval  of  tne  form  of  agreement  whereby  Air  West,  Inc.  will 
transfer  and  assign  all  of  its  rights  under  leases,  permits,  et  al, 
at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  to  Hughes  Air  Corp. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  said  that,  inasmuch  as 
Hughes  Air  Corp.  will  assume  all  liabilities  of  Air  West,  Inc.  under 
its  landing  fee  agreements,  leases,  subleases,  and  the  like  at  the 
Airport,  City's  legal  requirements  would  be  met.

Concerning  tne  acquisition  of  25  small  transit-type  motor  coaches 
tnrougn  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  Improvement  Corporation, 
Mr.  Carr  said  that  in  accordance  with  various  Commission  policy 
decisions  relating  to  the  Municipal  Railway  Improvement  program, 
Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  John  M.  Woods  and  his  staff  had 
prepared  the  specifications  for  the  purchase  of  the  small  "Muni" 
coaches  for  selected  shopper  and  neighborhood  shuttle  services.  The 
venicle  will  be  similar  to  the  size  of  those  used  very  successfully 
in  Washington,  D.C.     It  will  accommodate  17  people  seated  and  17 
people  standing,  quite  comfortably,  said  Mr.  Carr. 

Mr.  Woods  then  made  a  brief  presentation  of  his  recommendations  for 
tne  use  of  this  "mini"  vehicle. 

It  is  proposed  to  supplement  the  existing  shuttle  services  by  these 
new  smaller  coaches,  and  to  initiate  a  new  Mission  Shoppers'  Shuttle 
and  a  new  Downtown  Shoppers'  Shuttle.     The  specifications  provide  fcr 
acquisition  of  25  vehicles  with  funds  provided  by  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Railway  Corporation,  with  option  to  acquire  an  additional 
25  if  needed.     Tne  estimated  cost  of  each  vehicle  is  $16,500. 

nr.  Woods  said  the  Railway  will  be  using  these  small  coaches  experi- 
mentally for  a  time,  but  that  the  staff  is  confident  they  will  do  a 
great  deal  toward  encouraging  Railway  patronage  and  should  make 
transit  service  in  selected  areas  convenient  and  desirable. 

James  W.  Coutts ,  General  Manager,  San  Francisco  Retail  Dry  Goods 
Association,  and  Gerald  Simon  spoke  enthusiastically  in  support  of 
the  proposal. 
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Mr.  Simon  had  been  instrumental  in  establishing  the  minibus  shuttle 
service  for  Laguna  rionda  Home  by  tne  donation  of  a  minibus  by  the 
Laguna  Honda  Volunteers.     Discussion  by  the  Commission  then  followed, 
at  the  conclusion  of  which  the  Commission  voted  to  put  the  matter  over 
until  the  meeting  of  March  24,  1970.     They  requested  further  informa- 
tion on  the  following  aspects ; 

1.  Further  information  as  to  projected  income;  possibility 
of  subsidy  from  merchants . 

2.  Summary  of  patronage  of  present  shoppers  shuttles;  whether 
these  minibus  routes  might  be  in  competition  with  regular 
routes,  alternate  routes. 

3.  Figures  showing  extent  the  25  mini  buses  would  increase 
volume  in  the  11  store  membership  in  the  Retail  Dry  Goods 
Association . 

4.  Figures  on  the  sales  tax  derived  and  the  turn-over  of  money 
it  adds  to  the  economy. 

5.  Would  the  question  of  discrimination  arise,  that  the  same 
service  should  be  given  Stonestown,  Fillmore,  and  Chestnut 
and  other  districts? 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  this  plan  for  use  of  mini  buses  in  the  con- 
gested downtown  shopping  area  is  part  of  merchandising  the  Municipal 
Railway,  and  that  the  policy  of  the  Commission  was  to  do  everything 
possible  to  get  automobiles  off  the  streets.

In  discussing  adoption  of  the  Official  Rule  Book  of  the  Municipal 
Transit  System,  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Personnel  &  Safety  Curtis 
t*.  Green  explained  that  this  edition  was  the  final  result  of  a 
complete  revision  of  the  old  Rule  Book  adopted  in  1948. 

Tiie  revision  has  been  made  to  bring  the  rules  up  to  date  to  meet 
current  operating  circumstances,  and  to  bring  the  rules  into  accord 
with  administrative  changes  brought  about  by  the  passage  of  Proposi- 
tion G  and  by  tne  Memorandum  of  Agreement  signed  by  the  PUC  and  by 
the  Transport  Workers  Union,  Local  25 OA.     The  revisions  were  made 
after  many  consultations  with  Union  representatives,  and  Railway 
management.     The  document  has  been  approved  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Counsel . 

Commissioner  Cardoza  recommended  a  change  in  Page  7,  Rule  13,  Section 
C  -  Intoxicants,  Narcotics  and/or  Drugs,  to  delete  the  words  "when 
on  duty."     (Members  are  prohibited  from  using  or  trafficking  with 
narmful  narcotics ( (when  on  duty)). 

Following  discussion  on  this  point,  it  was  the  decision  of  the 
Commission  to  approve  the  change  recommended  by  Commissioner  Cardoza 
rather  than  delay  the  adoption  and  printing  of  the  Rule  Book. 
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Mr.  Woods  did  not  oppose  the  deletion . 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne  advised  that  if  questions  should 
arise  at  a  later  date  relative  to  enforcement  of  the  rule  as  amended, 
there  would  be  no  problem  in  correcting  the  rule  book  at  that  time.

Mr.  Carr,  wno  had  not  been  present  during  parts  of  the  meeting, 
announced  ne  had  been  in  the  Mayor's  Office  conferring  with  regard  to 
a  pending  labor  dispute  involving  City  employees.     With  the  assistance 
of  Deputy  General  Manager  John  D.  Crowley,  Assistant  General  Manager 
James  J.  Finn,  and  Personnel  Bureau  Director  Curtis  E.  Green,  he  was 
trying  to  take  every  possible  step  to  insure  certain  functions 
operating  in  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  departments  in  the 
event  of  a  walk-out.

Purpose  of  Meeting;  PUBLIC  HEARING  to  consider  revision  of  the 

schedule  of  rates  and  fares  charged  by  the 
Municipal  Railway . 

Commissioner  McDonnell  opened  the  meeting  with  a  brief  review  of  the 
Municipal  Railway  fares  in  San  Francisco,   stating  that  members  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,   during  their  hearing  last  year  on  the 
Municipal  Railway  fares,  had  asked  that  the  entire  faro  structure  be 
reviewed  shortly  after  the  first  of  the  year.     In  accordance  there- 
with the  Public  Utilities  Commission  last  December  asked  staff  to 
review  tne  fare  structure  with  specific  attention  to  the  effect  of 
a  25-cent  basic  fare.     Recommendations    were  submitted  to  the 
Commission  at  tne  February  24,   1970  meeting,   at  which  time  the  date 
for  today's  public  hearing  was  set. 

ommissioner  McDonnell  announced  that  although  the  fare  recommenda- 
tions were  oeing  presented  in  a  package,  the  Commission  would  take 
the  data  under  submission  and  then  at  a  later  meeting  would  decide 
and  vote  on  each  segment  separately. 

Mr.  Carr  defined  the  difference  in  responsibility  of  staff  and  of 
the  Commission  in  a  fare  nearing. 

He  said  staff  was  asked  what  the  rates  could  be  in  terms  of  transit 
practice — information  in  terms  of  ridership  vs.  rates.     As  a  result 
.staff  nas  advanced  certain  suggested  increases  which  would  fit  in 
with  standard  accepted  practice  in  the  United  States. 

.he  Commission's  responsiDility  is  to  review  the  staff  recommendation , 
listen  to  various  groups  affected,   and  to  make  a  judgment  whether  it 
agrees  in  whole  or  in  part  with  the  staff. 

Deputy  General  Manager  Jonn  D.  Crowley  said  the  staff  would  have  pre- 
ferred not  to  recommend  nigner  fares.     Looking  at  operating  costs 
and  revenues  derived,   it  was  the  only  alternative  to  an  increase 
in  tne  Railway's  dependency  on  the  property  taxpayers.     The  deficit 
of  $19  million  last  year  would  increase  to  about  $23.5  million  this 
year,  if  tnere  were  no  fare  increase,  he  added. 

Then  followed  a  presentation  by  John  M.  i^/oods ,  General  Manager  of 
the  Municipal  Railway,  explaining  each  of  the  proposed  adjustments 
in  tne  fare  structure,  which  would  increase  the  revenue  by  approxim- 
ately $4.5  million  during  the  next  fiscal  year.     This  recommended 
program  of  fare  adjustments  was  the  same  as  that  presented  at  the 
February  24,   19  70,   Commission  meeting,   and  as  outlined  in  the 
General  Manager  of  PuDlic  Utilities'   memorandum  to  the  Commission 
dated  February  20,  1970.

James  i/f.  Coutts ,  260  Stockton  Street,  representing  San  Francisco 

Retail  Dry  Goods  Association,  said  increase  could 
cause  financial  disadvantage  to  San  Francisco  workers 
and  adversely  affect  sales  in  downtown  stores.  Some 
things  are  not  yet  settled  with  BART — the  relation- 
ship of  BART  with  the  Municipal  Railway — and  the 
time  is  not  appropriate  to  raise  fares.     He  quoted 
figures  showing  the  effect  of  the  recent  City 
employee  labor  dispute  on  downtown  business  (when 
the  Municipal  Railway  vehicles  were  not  running) . 

Lloyd  Pflueger,  582  Market  Street,  representing,  The  Downtown  Associa- 
tion, opposed  fare  increase  at  this  time.     He  did  not 
think  it  wise  or  warranted;  not  timely,  due  to  pend- 
ing $33  million  federal  transportation  grant.  When 
fares  go  up,  ridership  goes  down.     He  advised  to 
hold  off  raising  fares;  get  BART  running;  get  the 
new  equipment  fleet  into  service  and  then  look  at 
an  increase. 

John  L.  ^eir,  Attorney  at  Law,  4  70  Castro  Street,  representing,  San 

Francisco  Council  of  District  Merchants  Assn. 
(34  districts  in  City) ,  requested  the  matter  be 
taken  off  calendar  and  asked  the  public  be  given 
more  time  to  examine  and  review.     He  said  they  have 
no  objections  if  they  receive  satisfactory  proof 
that  the  Railway  deserves  an  increase  in  fares,  but 
first  they  want  to  determine  how  much  waste  there 
is  in  the  Railway  department.

uarguerite  Warren,  1746  -  32nd  Avenue,  representing  Sunset  Community 

Improvement  Club  (Transportation  Chairman) ,  was 
against  so-called  increase  because  2 


1)     Proposition  G  caused  the  $5  million  increase  in 
operation . 

2\     Gave  comparative  information  on  five  different 
cities  in  the  United  States  with  like  population 
to  San  Francisco,  which  she  secured  on  her  own. 

3)  It  is  a  misnomer  saying  the  rate  increase  is 
due  to  the  $46  million  Railway  improvement  pro- 
gram, when  this  is  being  accomplished  through 
non-profit  corporation  financing  and  the  public 
would  have  no  say  as  to  what  is  done. 

4)  The  increase  in  fare  calls  for  a  $25.00  annual 
increase  out  of  public's  pocket.     It  would  be 
less  expensive  to  amortize  under  the  tax  rate.

4)  Predicted  6%  loss  in  riders  means  9600  more  cars 
in  streets,  and  9600  more  parking  spaces,   at  a 
cost  of  $25,000  each. 

5)  Most  of  the  passenger  loss  will  be  during  off 
peak  hours,  which  means  idle  men  and  equipment. 
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6)     Railway  should  have  more  traffic  promotion  and 
larger  advertising  budget. 


John  Friedlander,  3135  Pacific  Avenue,  spoke  against  any  increase  on 

tne  basis  that  the  pollution  problem  would  be 
increased  by  resulting  increase  in  autos . 

Ivor  Callaway,  135  Van  Ness  Avenue,  representing,  San  Francisco 

Unified  School  District;  Supervisor,  Secondary 
Education,  called  attention  to  the  fact  the 
Board  of  Education  passed  a  resolution  recommend- 
ing there  be  no  increase  in  the  student  car 
ticket o 


Ernest  Kerpen,  909  Geary  Street,  representing,  Downtown  Senior  Center, 

was  against  increase  in  senior  citizen  fare. 
If  must  increase  to  10C,  he  recommended  abolish- 
ing time  limit. 

Robert  Boyd,  615  Spruce  Street,  argued  against  Increase.     He  alleged : 


1)  Basic  problem  of  decreasing  taxes  is  not  the 
proper  function  of  the  PUC,  which  is  one  of 
the  reasons  given  for  the  recommended  in- 
crease.    States  this  is  the  concern  of  the 
Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

2)  Pollution  of  the  air  will  result  from  the 
increase  in  automobiles . 

3)  No  mention  is  made  in  the  memorandum  of 
recommendation  relative  to  the  application 
for  Federal  grant  of  $25  million  to  help 
defray  cost  of  equipment.     How  can  discussion 
of  the  necessity  of  fare  increase  be  carried 
on  until  it  is  known  what  funds  are  needed. 

4)  Proper  determination  cannot  be  made  until 
San  Francisco's  fares  are  compared  properly 
with  other  cities'. 


Gary  Rothbart,  22  31  Turk  Street,  representing,  Consumers  Arise  Now, 

criticized  the  proposed  increase.     He  was 
critical  of  the  memorandum  of  recommendation  for 
the  following  reasons; 


1)     Seemed  only  justification  for  fare  increase 
was  that  San  FRancisco  was  highest  riding  in 
U.  S.  and  second  lowest  fare. 


2)  Comparison  figures  with  other  U.  S.  cities 
are  few  and  not  complete. 

3)  To  reduce  the  tax  burden  is  a  stated  pur- 
pose of  fare  increase.     Yet  the  memo  fails 
to  mention  the  money  needed  to  amortize  the 
principal  and  interest  on  the  $46  million 
improvement  program  debt,  that  the  tax 
burden  will  be  the  same. 

4)  Temporary  6%  decrease  in  ridership  -  how  long 
is  "temporary"? 

5)  The  comparison  figures  -  Chicago,  New  York, 
et  al  -  fails  to  mention  the  distance  covered 
and  the  area  of  the  cities.     San  Francisco 

49  square  miles  vs.  Boston?? 
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Ted  Walker,  625  Scott  Street,  Municipal  Railway  Operator,  Cap  #2917, 

vociferously  opposed  the  increase.     It  raises  the 
fare  for  1/3  of  the  people  of  the  City  who  have  no 
determination  in  the  increase  -  that  is  unrepre- 
sentative . 

He  charged  that  the  figures  on  charts  imcomplete . 
What  is  average  number  of  the  700  buses  in  the 
City  that  operate  per  day,  and  what  is  average 
amount  they  bring  in  per  day? 

He  urged  determination  of  the  true  operational 
costs . 

He  advocated  maintenance  of  the  present  senior 
citizen  fare  and  abolishing  of  the  Medicare 
identification  card. 

He  suggested  as  alternate  sources  of  income: 
Increased  parking  meter  fees;  Golden  Gate  Bridge 
tax;  gas  tax;   funds  from  the  Highway  Division  of 
the  State. 

He  strenously  objected  because  no  financial 
alternatives  were  presented  by  staff  at  the  hear- 
ing . 

Instead  of  the  second  lowest  fare  in  the  Nation, 
San  Francisco  should  have  the  LOWEST,  according 
to  Mr.  Walker. 

Mrs.  A.  Elgin  Heinz,  5  3  Everson  Street,  representing,  San  Francisco 

Parent  Teachers  Association,  2nd  District,  opposed 
the  proposed  raise  with  special  emphasis  on  pre- 
servation of  the  existing  student  fare. 

Stanley  J.  Kilcoyne,  2341  Market  Street,  representing,  San  Francisco 

Chapter  #99,  American  Association  of  Retired 
Persons,  requested  that  instead  of  raising  the 
fare,  the  Commission  increase  the  hours  for  use 
by  senior  citizens . 

Mrs  „  R.  0.  cartel,  366  Pope  Street,  was  against  raise  in  fares.  She 

did  not  object  to  subsidizing  the  Railway  through 
taxes,  but  it  should  be  made  more  reasonable  to 
take  a  family  by  bus  downtown  than  an  automobile,, 
and  more  convenient . 

Co  Rip  Ridley ,  1269  McAllister  Street,  representing  Western  Addition 

EOC  and  Assemblyman  Brown  who  could  not  be  present, 
was  against  any  increase  in  fares . 

He  argued  that  the  people  who  will  be  really 
affected  are  those  who  can  least  afford  the 
increase.     A  fare  raise  will  raise  the  ghetto 
walls  o 

He  pointed  out  San  Francisco  is  smaller  in  terri- 
tory than  the  other  cities  on  the  fare  comparison 
chart  and  therefore  its  fare  should  be  lower  on 
the  basis  of  distance  traveled. 
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He  claimed  switching  the  burden  from  the  taxpayer 
to  the  Muni  rider  would  be  just  switching  from 
one  pocket  to  another. 

R.  Stewart  Baird,  1095  Market  Street,  representing  San  Francisco 

Neighborhood  Legal  Assistance  Foundation,  alleged 
that  the  peak  hour  use  is  four  times  greater  than 
the  next  highest  use  time?  that  peak  hour  users, 
generally,  are  employed.     In  effect,  he  said  the 
non-peak  hour  users  will  be  subsidizing  the  more 
affluent  peak  hour  users . 

He  pointed  out  the  only  recommendation  submitted 
is  a  raise  in  fares?  no  other  alternative  revenue 
sources  were  given  by  staff. 

One  of  the  problems  of  urban  cities  such  as  San 
Francisco,  he  claimed,     is  irrational  decisions 
which  do  not  recognize  the  effect  on  the  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  the  City.     He  said  in  the 
long  run  it  will  be  more  costly  than  the  revenues 
received  from  the  Railway. 

He  criticized  the  information  in  the  memorandum 
of  recommendation  saying  it  was  without  founda- 
tion that  the  conclusive  statements  were  without 
identifying  data  and  the  comparisons  misleading. 

Alternatives  to  generate  revenue  suggested  by 
Mr.  Baird    we res 

1)  Peak-hour  rates,  which  would,  in  his 
opinion,  be  more  reasonable. 

2)  A  tax  on  automobiles  coming  into  the  City. 
Day-time  population  of  San  Francisco  is 
over  40%  higher  than  residential  population, 
he  stated. 

3)  A  tax  on  automobile  parking  spaces.  The 
automobile  is  an  out -mode d  means  of  mass 
transportation.     The  Municipal  Railway 
should  be  the  greatest  advocate  of  mass 
transportation,  and  should  educate  the 
people  on  the  benefits. 

4)  Gross  receipt  tax  in  San  Francisco. 

The  Municipal  Railway  takes  employees  and 
customers  to  and  from  the  offices  and  storej 
,         it  is  only  fair  business  rather  than  people 
should  share  some  of  the  burden. 

5)  Federal  grants.     The  Commission  should 
take  the  public  into  greater  confidence. 
Rather  than  the  superficial  statements, 
if  more  information  regarding  the  grant 
possibilities  had  been  submitted,  the 
situation  would  have  been  better  understood 
and  wiser  discussion  resulted. 

irnesto  Iglesias,   854  Elizabeth,  representing , Mission  Coalition,  was 

against  increase  in  senior  citizen  fare  and 
student  fare,     tie  urged  other  alternate  sources 
of  revenue.     If  adequate  research  were  done 
the  remaining  $19  million  deficit  money  could 
be  found  somewhere. 
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If  the  matter  goes  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
he  requested  that  hearing  be  held  at  night,  so 
the  working  people  can  speak  in  opposition. 

Cnester  L.  Davidson,   30  82  -  2  4th  Street,   asked  for  improved  service  to 

Hunters  Point,   rather  than  a  fare  increase.

i»irs.  Espanada  Jackson,  55  Fifth  Street,   representing  San  Francisco 

Conference  on  Religion,  Race  and  Social  Concerns, 
and  Self  Help  for  the  Aging;  San  Francisco  Welfare 
Rignts  and  San  Francisco  Council  Area,  objected 
to  any  increase  in  fares.     She  said  the  welfare 
recipient  could  not  afford  an  increase. 

She  urged  as  an  alternative  source  of  revenue,  a 
commuter  tax. 

She  also  requested  the  matter  be  taken  off 
calendar. 

Mrs.  E .  Ross,  212  Oxford,  representing  Louis  Sutter  Senior  Citizens 

was  against  any  increase  in  the  senior  citizen 
fare . 

Jim  Hanks,  Berkeley,  California,  who  said  he  recently  received  a 

i4aster's  Degree  in  Transportation  Engineering  was 
concerned  with  the  proposed  raise. 

He  said  if  fares  are  to  be  compared  with  other 
cities,  then  operating  costs  must  be  compared. 

San  Francisco  has  one  of  the  best  possibilities 
of  having  workable  mass  transit  in  the  country — 
very  small  compact  area  and  high  population,  he 
pointed  out. 

If  Railway  can't  go  with  the  fares  it  has,  he 
asked  that  it  might  take  another  look  at  the  way 
it  is  conducting  its  service. 

A  fare  increase  only  as  last  resort,  he  said. 

One  of  the  things  that  might  be  done  to  offer 
better  service  is  in  the  area  of  scheduling  of 
service  and  of  drivers.     This  is  something  that 
should  be  looked  into  carefully  before  a  fare 
increase.     The  City  is  not  going  to  get  something 
for  nothing.     The  Municipal  Railway  may  look 
better  but  it  is  going  to  come  out  of  the  people's 
pocket — either  through  taxes  or  reduced  service. 
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One  snould  not  try  to  relieve  the  taxpayers  at 
the  expense  of  those  who  can  least  afford  to  pay, 
according  to  Mr.  Banks. 

It  is  important  for  City  to  have  a  transportation 
policy.     It  doesn't  make  sense  for  the  City  to 
support  BART  and  oppose  building  freeways  in 
downtown  areas  and  at  the  same  time  say  it  is 
going  to  destroy  service  of  the  Municipal  Railway 
which  is  the  key  to  the  whole  transportation 
picture  of  San  Francisco. 

he  concluded  saying  that  it  is  better  to  pay  the 
subsidy  honestly  and  take  it  as  a  real  expense... 
otherwise  you  may  end  up  paying  double. 

Bernard  F.  Schussel,  Director,  Office  of  Aging,  Office  of  the  Mayor, 

spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Senior  Citizens  and  urged 
retention  of  their  5C  fare. 

Kenny  narcelous ,  674  South  Van  Ness,  representing  Mission  Rebels, 

was  against  any  increase  in  the  student  fare. 
He  pointed  out  that  17,000  young  people  of  the 
City  are  unemployed.     Raising  the  students  rates 
could  upset  the  total  economy  of  an  entire  family, 
he  alleged. 

Raymond  L.  Nelson,  61  Rockwood  Court,  student,  was  against  any  increase 

and  suggested  a  transit  card  that  could  be  pur- 
chased annually. 

He  claimed  a  raise  in  fare  imposes  heaviest  finan- 
cial burden  on  the  level  of  population  least  able 
to  afford  it. 

Gary  J.  Span,  21  Mount  Vernon,  representing  Patrons  of  the  Muni, 

attacked  the  hearing  procedure. 

He  stated  the  public  hearing  was  not  conducted 
properly.     There  were  no  witnesses  to  back  up 
the  staffs'  statements  and  figures,  and  no  oppor- 
tunity for  anyone  to  challenge  them.     The  presen- 
tation by  Mr.  Carr  and  Mr.  Woods  was  not  proof - 
positive . 

He  offered  a  reasonable  alternative,  to  set  up  a 
body  to  look  into  the  matter  and  conduct  adversary 
proceedings  in  the  same  manner  as  the  State  of 
California  does  on  rate  hearings. 


****** 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  musr. 
follow  the  rules  of  the  Charter.     He  then  asked  Public  Utilities 
Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  to  explain  the  Commission's  duty  and  author- 
ity in  this  regard  as  set  forth  in  the  City  Charter. 

Mr.  Bourne  then  cited  Section  130  of  the  Charter. 


****** 
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Commissioner  McDonnell  said  a  letter  had  been  received  from  Donald 
Do  Doyle,  Chairman,  Municipal  Utilities  Committee,  Greater  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce,  dated  March  16,  1970,  expressing  support 
for  the  proposed  schedule  of  fares.     He  asked  that  it  be  made  a  part 
of  the  record.     It  read  as  follows: 

"Dear  Commissioner  McDonnells 

With  reference  to    the  public  hearing  of  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission  scheduled  for  March  18,  1970,  to  consider 
revision  of  the  schedule  of  rates  and  fares  to  be  charged 
by  the  Municipal  Railway,  this  is  to  advise  the  Commission 
that  the  Greater  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  strong- 
ly urges  the  adoption  of  the  schedule  which  has  been 
recommended  by  the  PUC  staff. 

Your  staff  should  be  commended  for  recommending  a  realis- 
tic fare  schedule  which  reflects  the  financial  practices 
necessary  to  meet  San  Francisco's  growing  transit  needs. 
These  fare  adjustments  are  clearly  consistent  with  the 
prevailing  philosophy  of  municipal  transit  management 
to  wnich  the  Chamber  subscribes . 

In  testimony  before  your  Commission  last  April  regarding 
the  Muni's  fare  schedule,  we  stated  that  sound  financial 
policy  dictated  the  necessity  of  a  minimum  basic  fare  of 
25  cents.     Our  extensive  survey  of  comparable  municipal 
fare  structures  buttressed  our  argument.     Our  position 
has  not  changed;  if  anything,  recent  events  related  to 
rising  costs  of  City  government  have  served  to  reinforce 
our  arguments  for  a  basic  fare  of  25  cents. 

We  realized  last  year  that  the  decision  to  adopt  a  20  cent 
fare  was  clearly  a  political  expedient,  and  that  an  addi- 
tional increase  of  five  cents  would  be  necessary  at  the 
earliest  possible  time.     That  time  is  now.     We  need  only 
call  to  the  attention  of  the  taxpayers  of  San  Francisco 
that  they  are  paying  a  subsidy  of  $18.5  million  this 
year  with  the  inordinately  low  20  cent  fare.     Thus,  the 
Muni  Railway  nas  virtually  the  highest  percentage  deficit 
of  any  major  transit  system  in  the  country. 

As  we  have  stated  in  the  past,  the  great  majority  of  U.S- 
transit  jurisdictions  have  determined  that  public  trans- 
portation should  not  be  the  beneficiary  of  a  grand  system 
of  property  tax  revenues  or  any  other  general  revenue 
source.     Rather  it  should  be  substantially  self-sustain- 
ing through  adequate  user  charges . 

We  noted  particularly  your  staff's  recommendations  with 
regard  to  necessary  minimum  increases  in  the  discount 
fares  for  students  and  senior  citizens,  vis-a-vis  compara- 
ble fares  of  similar  transit  systems.     While  no  one  can 
disagree  with  their  desirability,  such  discount  fares 
should  be  administered  and  subsidized  by  the  Board  of 
Education  and  the  appropriate  social  welfare  agencies. 
The  Muni  Railway  cannot  and  should  not  be  the  vehicle 
for  social  or  educational  programs;  its  sole  function 
is  to  provide  efficient  mass  transportation. 

We  again  express  our  support  for  the  proposed  schedule 
of  fares  as  recommended  by  the  PUC  staff,  in  order  to 
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keep  the  Muni  Railway  running  on  a  sound  financial  basis 
without  punishing  already  beleaguered  taxpayers.

Municipal  Railway—Fare  Schedule 


At  the  meeting  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of 
December  23,   19  69,  Mr.  William  E.  McDonnell,  President, 
directed  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  review 
the  overall  fare  structure  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  with 
specific  attention  to  the  effect  of  a  5-cent  increase  in 
the  basic  fare  -  and  to  present  findings  and  recommendations 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on 
February  24,  1970. 

Attached  is  a  memorandum  from  Mr.  John  M.  Woods, 
General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  proposing 
adjustments  in  the  fare  structure  which  would  increase 
the  revenue  of  the  Municipal  Railway  by  approximately 
$4.5  million  during  the  next  fiscal  year. 

As  you  are  well  aware,   the  revenue  from  users  of 
the  Municipal  Railway  accounts  for  60  per  cent  of  the 
costs.     The  remaining  40  per  cent  of  costs  is  extracted 
from  Can  Francisco  property  taxes. 

Our  basic  problem  is  to  reduce  the  burden  of  San 
Francisco  property  taxpayers  in  subsidizing  the  Municipal 
Railway's  cost  of  operations. 
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Since  more  than  80  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  operations 
involves  wages  and  benefits,  any  significant  reduction  in 
costs  would  obviously  be  reflected  in  a  proportionate 
reduction  in  number  of  routes,   frequency  and  hours  of 
service.     Routes  and  schedules  are  being  examined  to  see 
if  economies  can  be  made  without  downgrading  essential 
service . 

However,  any  substantial  shift  of  the  subsidy  burden 
from  the  property  tax  must  be  borne  by  the  users  of  the 
Municipal  Railway. 

Through  the  years  an  unwritten,  but  nevertheless 
visible  philosophy  has  developed  that  Muni  should  operate 
under  premises  normally  within  the  scope  of  social 
service  agencies  which  have  access  to  funds  not  avail- 
able to  Muni. 

I  feel  that  recognition  of  this  philosophy  is  of  a 
policy  nature  to  be  determined  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  should  not 
be  pre-determined  by  the  staff. 

Therefore,   the  proposed  fare  structure  presented 
in  the  attached  memorandum  is  a  realistic  one  with 
which  I  concur  and  recommend  for  approval. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  revised  fare  structure 
become  effective  at  midnight,  Sunday,  June  28,   19  70. 

It  is  further  requested  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  at  its  meeting  on  February  24,   1970  set 
a  date  for  a  public  hearing  on  these  proposed  fares. 
At  the  public  hearing  an  individual  resolution  for 
each  change  of  fare  category  will  be  presented.

At  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  meeting  of  December  23,   1969 , 
MrB  William  E.  McDonnell,  President  of  the  Commission,  suggested 
a  review  of  the  Municipal  Railway  fare  schedule. 

He  stressed  the  importance  of  realistic  transit  fares  to 
offset  the  possible  need  for  increased  tax  support  to  finance 
the  $46  million  program  for  modernization  of  Railway  shops, 
garages,  and  tracks. 

Mr.  McDonnell  asked  that  particular  attention  be  given  to 
the  effect  of  increasing  the  basic  fare  from  20  cents  to  25 
cents.     He  further  requested  staff  comments  on  other  fare 
components , 

Accordingly,  the  schedule  of  fares  has  been  carefully 
reviewed,  with  the  Muni's  future  operational  and  improvement 
needs  in  mind;   and  it  has  been  concluded  by  the  Railway  staff 
and  myself  that  certain  fare  adjustments  are  essential,   if  the 
cost  of  vital  improvements  is  to  be  distributed  equitably  among 
transit  riders — rather  than  left  solely  to  heavily  burdened 
property  taxpayers . 

It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  the  following  proposed 
schedule  of  fares  be  submitted  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  at  its  meeting  of  February  24,   19  70.  Additionally, 
it  is  requested  that  the  Commission  at  that  time  set  a  date 
for  a  public  hearing.     On  the  occasion  of  this  hearing, 
separate  proposed  resolutions  for  each  fare  category  will  be 
presented  to  the  Commission. 

Prior  to  the  date  of  that  hearing,  the  staff  will  be 
developing  additional  information  that  should  be  helpful  for 
Commission  decision  making.

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It  is  further  recommended  that  the  revised  fare  schedule 
become  effective  at  midnight  on  Sunday,  June  28,  1970.

On  the  basis  of  projections  prepared  with  the  assistance 
of  Mr.  William  J.  Dwyer,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Finance, 
it  is  estimated  that  this  proposed  fare  schedule  will  produce 
$4,549,000  in  increased  revenue .     This  will  bring  revenue  from 
collections  to  an  estimated  $29,237,000,  as  compared  with  a 
projected  fare  revenue  of  $24,688,000  during  the  current  fiscal 
year . 

This  amount  will  satisfy  total  debt  service  on  the  $46,000,000 
program  to  modernize  ways  and  structures  over  a  20-year  repay- 
ment period. 

Recommending  higher  transit  fares  was  a  difficult  decision. 
We  are  all  reluctant  to  add  even  a  small  amount  to  the  cost  of 
living  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco  at  a  time  when  the  cost 
of  the  necessities  of  life  has  reached  an  all  time  high. 

The  alternative  is  more  and  more  financing  from  tax 
supported  funds  when  the  City's  taxpayers  cannot  afford  higher 
levies  on  their  homes. 


Like  all  publicly  owned  transit  systems,  the  Muni  requires 
a  tax  subsidy?  because  good  transit  is  recognized  as  a  vital 
public  service.     The  anticipated  subsidy  for  the  current  fiscal 
year  is  $19,300,000.     Without  this  fare  increase  the  subsidy — 
because  of  rising  costs — could  reach  $24,000,000. 
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We  have  no  quarrel  with  those  who  have  well-placed  concern 
for  the  social  and  economic  problems  of  certain  community 
elements „ 

But  the  place  to  find  assistance  for  those  worthy  people 
is  not  at  the  Municipal  Railway;  and  I  respectfully  suggest 
that  appropriate  City  agencies  and  officials  be  requested  to 
direct  themselves  to  that  end. 

Those  of  us  with  children  in  school,  will  find  the  increased 
student  fare  just  another  burden.     It  is  my  conviction  that 
it  should  be  eased  by  the  educational  system,  and  not  the  Muni. 

To  illustrate,  no  transit  system  in  the  United  States 
provides  a  student  fare  as  low  as  ours.     New  York  City  systems 
recently  increased  the  student  fare  from  5  to  10  cents. 
Additionally,  these  systems  receive  an  educational  subsidy 
amounting  to  more  than  $40,000,000  a  year.     The  Chicago  system 
receives  a  State  educational  subsidy  of  $7,300,000  a  year. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  Municipal  Railway  rates 
for  charter  service  be  increased  as  proposed  in  the  following 
tables.     Income  from  this  source  is  nominal,  but  the  schedule, 
which  has  not  been  changed  for  six  years,  should  be  brought 
un  to  date*     The  proposed  rates  are  comparable  to  those 
charged  by  private  operators.

FARE  CLASSIFICATION  DETAILS 

Following  is  a  description  of  the  recommended  fare  adjust- 
ments ,  classification  by  classification. 

See  attached  Tables  I,   II,   III,  IV. 

Local  Fare 

The  Municipal  Railway,  with  the  second  highest  passenger 
riding  habit  in  the  nation  currently  shares  with  San  Antonio, 
Texas,  the  second  lowest  base  fare  in  the  nation.     New  Orleans, 
with  a  10-cent  base  for  a  progressively  higher  zone  charge,  is 
not  comparable.     (See  attached  Table  II.) 

It  is  estimated  that  the  proposed  fare  increase  would 
result  in  a  temporary  passenger  decline  of  6.0  per  cent. 

But  the  increase  from  20  cents  to  2  5  cents  would  produce 
an  estimated  revenue  increase  of  $3,542,000. 

Express 

Express  service  is  furnished  by  the  Railway  on  eight  line 
operations — No.  2  Clement,  No.   14  Mission,  No.  16  Noriega, 
No.   17  Park  Merced,  No,   26  Valencia,  No.   30  Stockton   (north) , 
No.   30  Stockton   (south) ,  and  No.   38  Geary. 


Any  transfer  from  one  express  line  to  another  would  require 
payment  of  an  additional  5  cents. 

Approximately  4*5  million  passengers  patronize  these 
express  routes  annually,  and  enjoy  a  riding  time  savings 
ranging  from  4  minutes  to  16  minutes. 

Although  there  would  be  an  estimated  temporary  passenger 
decline  of  6.0  per  cent,  increasing  the  fare  from  25  to  30 
cents  would  produce  about  $144,000  in  additional  revenue  yearly. 

Cable  Car  Fares 

No  change  in  this  fare  classification  is  recommended  other 
than  abandonment  of  the  reduced  5  tokens  for  $1.00  provision. 
Fare  registers  show  that  94  per  cent  of  all  cable  car 
passengers   (most  of  whom  are  visitors  in  the  City)   pay  a 
straight  25-cent  cash  fare.     Senior  citizens  account  for  2 
per  cent  of  the  rides,  and  only  4  per  cent  of  the  passengers 
now  purchase  tokens. 

It  is  estimated  that  8.5  million  passengers  were  accommo- 
dated by  the  Cable  Car  System  during  the  last  fiscal  year. 

School  Fares 

Currently,  school  tickets  are  sold  at  the  rate  of  10  rides 
for  50  cents .     It  is  proposed  to  sell  these  tickets  at  the 
rate  of  10  rides  for  $1.00. 

The  present  fare  has  been  in  effect  for  more  than  20 
years,  except  for  a  4 -month  period  in  1962  when  the  fare  was 
raised  to  10  rides  for  60  cents. 

The  Municipal  Railway  currently  has  the  lowest  student 
fare  in  the  nation.  New  York  City  just  recently  increased 
student  fares  from  5  cents  to  10  cents   (See  Table  III) . 

As  mentioned  earlier,  raising  school  fares  is  a  difficult 
recommendation  to  make.     But  we  do  not  believe  it  is  practical 
to  overlook  the  effect  of  the  estimated  increase  in  revenue 
of  $689,000. 

Shoppers  9  Shuttle 


No  change  is  recommended.  This  fare  was  increased  to  10 
cents  from  5  cents  June  30,  1969. 


Baseball  Special 


No  fare  change  recommended.     Fare  was  increased  from  30 
cents  to  50  cents  June  30,   19  69 . 

Baseball  Local 

Passengers  on  local  lines,  having  paid  the  initial  25-cent 
local  fare,  will  pay  an  additional  25  cents  on  arrival  at 
Candlestick  Park.     This  is  necessary  to  standardize  the  charge 
for  service  to  the  ball  park  at  50  cents. 

Sunday  and  Holiday  Pass 

No  change  recommended. 

Senior  Citizen  Fare 

This  special  fare  became  effective  on  June  30,  1969, 
and  was  inaugurated  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  the 
basis  of  a  conclusion  that  it  would  be  a  public  service  to 
deserving  senior  citizens,  who  would  take  advantage  of  already 
available  vehicles  during  off-peak  hours. 

The  service  is  provided  from  10     a.m.   to  3  p.m.,   and  from 
7  p.m.  to  12  midnight  daily,  and  at  all  hours  on  Saturdays, 
Sundays,  and  legal  holidays. 

There  have  been  many  requests  to  extend  the  weekday 
hours  of  the  senior  citizen  fare,  but  I  do  not  feel  that  it  is 
warranted  at  this  time. 

The  present  5-cent  fare,  the  lowest  of  any  major  transit 
system  in  the  nation,  should  be  increased  to  10  cents—which 
is  still  at  the  low  end  of  the  scale.  We  estimate  that  this 
increase  would  cost  the  average  senior  citizen  about  $2  a  year. 

Approximately  $165,000  in  additional  annual  revenue  would 
result  from  this  increase.

Resolution  Wo,   70-0154--Wesley  F.  Getts ,  Principal  Engineer,  Hetch 
Hetchy  Water  and  Power  System,  explained  the  necessity  for  the 
professional  engineering  services  contract  with  Bechtel,   Inc.  for 
planning  of  the  electric  power  supply  for  the  Municipal  Railway 
market  Street  subway. 

The  work  will  be  done  in  two  stages.     The  first  stage  will  provide 
information  required  to  design  the  facilities  and  purchase  the  equip- 
ment required  for  operation  of  the  new  rail  vehicles.     Proper  con- 
sideration will  be  given  to  the  integration  of  these  facilities 
Lnto  the  overall  system. 

The  second  stage  will  provide  a  comprehensive  master  plan  for  the 
entire  municipal  transit  system  power  supply;  however,  it  must  await 
final  decisions  as  to  trolley  coach  routes  before  it  can  be  completed 

The  Commission  authorized  contracting  with  Bechtel  for  the  first 
stage,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $78,500;   and  authorized  negotiation 
of  a  further  contract  for  the  balance,  subject  to  Commission  approval 

Leonard  H.  Airriess,  Transport  Workers  Union,  International  Represen- 
tative, requested  to  be  included  in  discussions  when  the  trolley 
coach  routes  are  finalized. 

Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  John  M.  Woods  said  that  final  deter 
mination  for  the  trolley  coach  routes,   as  well  as  motor  coach  routes, 
rests  with  tne  Commission.     Prior  to  submitting  its  recommendations 
to  the  Commission  for  approval,  staff  will  be  in  contact  with  the 
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various  City  agencies  and  the  Transport  Workers  Union  to  indicate 
what  its  plans  will  be.     There  are  particular  problems  on  the  reten- 
tion of  the  trolley  coach  systems  that  will  have  to  be  worked  out 
with  the  Market  Street  Task  Force,  the  Planning  Commission,  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Works.

Resolution  No.  70-0156  -  Additional  Supplemental  Appropriation 
$5,000,000   (1967  Airport  Bond  Funds)   for  terminal  road  structures; 

Leonard  D.  Blackford  of  Airport  Architects,  and  Dale  H.  Fearn, 
Airport  Assistant  Manager,  Planning  &  Development,  reviewed  this 
portion  of  the  Airport  improvement  program  and  explained  the  necessity 
for  the  additional  funds . 

More  than  two  years  ago,  the  first  supplemental  appropriation  of  1967 
Airport  Bond  funds  included  an  item  of  $5,215,000  for  terminal  road 
structures.    This  estimated  amount  was  based  on  a  broad  definitive 
plan  before  total  interrelationships  of  the  roadway  system  to  adjacent 
terminals  and  the  garage  were  fully  known.     The  plan  that  has  since 
developed,  to  fit  the  phasing  of  the  total  Airport  improvement  pro- 
gram, required  a  significant  change  in  scope,  as  well  as  increased 
cost  related  to  escalation  of  construction  costs,  over  this  two  year 
period. 

Mr.  Blackford  and  Mr.  Fearn  described  the  changes  and  the  projects 
which  are  now  included  in  the  "terminal  road  structures"  category; 
namely,  the  elevated  roadway  immediately  adjacent  to  the  new  North 
Terminal,  underpass  for  cargo  and  service  vehicles,  foundations  for 
future  pedestrian  bridges  between  the  garage  and  terminals,  three 
additional  tunnels  beneath  the  road  connecting  the  garage  to  the 
terminals,  more  modern  lighting,  the  reconstruction  of  the  existing 
roadway  between  the  central  and  south  terminals ,  and  an  expanded 
utility  system  to  accommodate  future  terminal  construction.

In  discussing  Resolutions  70-0157  and  70-0158,  pertaining  toPttasellof 
the  BASAR  study   (Bay  Area  Study  of  Aviation  Requirements) ,  Mr.  Hansen 
r 2 viewed  the  key  features  of  the  program. 
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Equal  amounts  are  being  subscribed  by  Oakland,  San  Jose,  and  San 
Francisco  towards  the  cost  of  the  study,  with  additional  funds  being 
provided  by  HUD. 

Phase  I  of  the  study  should  be  completed  by  approximately  September 
of  this  year.     This  covers  the  principal  fact -gathering  elements  of 
inventory  of  existing  airport  facilities,  ground  and  air  capacities, 
passenger  and  cargo  traffic  forecasts,  and  access  problems,  in  the 
nine-county  bay  area. 

Phase  II  will  be  directed  towards  consideration  of  various  alternatives 
financial  feasibility,  ownership  of  any  new  airports  constructed, 
noise,  smog,  etc. 

Each  of  the  elements  of  the  study  has  been  contracted  out  by  BASAR. 
The  Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments  will  undertake  the  second 
pnase,  which  is  estimated  to  cost  $300,000.

The  Commission  in  adopting  Resolution  No.  70-0159,  set  Tuesday, 
April  28,  19  70,  at  2:30  p.m.,   for  public  hearing  to  consJ-der  a 
proposed  amendment  to  Part  III  of  the  Airport  Rates  and  Charges, 
whereby  a  minimum  of  $3.00  is  recommended  for  each  landing  of  fixed 
wing  aircraft. 

Mr.  Hansen  stated  that  fixed  wing  aircraft  under  10,000  pounds  in 
landing  weight  are  presently  exempt  from  payment  of  a  landing  fee 
at  San  Francisco  International  Airport.     They  average  approximately 
1,000  per  month  and  it  is  proposed  to  have  the  fixed  base  operator, 
sutler  Aviation  Company,  as  the  collecting  agency.     Aircraft  in  this 
category  make  use  of  the  Airport's  operational  facilities,  and  their 
patrons  have  unrestricted  use  of  all  public  facilities?  therefore 
they  should  logically  contribute  to  the  cost  of  the  Airport's  opera- 
tional expenses,  said  Mr.  Hansen.

Resolution  No.  70-0161,  Airport  expansion  and  development  program 
bid  call: 

Mr.  Blackford  and  Mr.  Fearn  described  the  work  contained  in  the  three 
contracts  before  the  Commission  for  authorization  to  proceed  with 
call  for  bids  for  the  terminal  road  system  (AD  No.  519) ,  foundations 
for  tne  north  terminal  building  (AD  No.  628),  and  passenger  rotunda 
#9  for  the  international  airlines   (AD  No.  609) . 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  terminal  road    structures  are  the  most  critical  to 
the  overall  airport  development  plan  inasmuch  as  neither  the  north 
terminal  structure  nor  the  planned  garage  construction  can  proceed 
without  them. 

After  considerable  discussion  by  the  Commission  on  cost  and  structural 
details  of  the  final  plans  and  specifications    and  comparisons  with 
the  design  and  scope  of  the  work  as  previously  presented  to  the 
Commission  in  the  schematic  and  preliminary  plans,  the  Commission 
voted  to  approve  bid  call,  with  the  stipulation  that  award  will  not 
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be  made  until  the  following  conditions  are  met: 


(1)  Prepare  for  presentation  to  the  Commission 

a  complete  and  all-inclusive  airport  improve- 
ment program  reflecting  revised  costs  result- 
ing from  changes  in  scope  of  work  and  construc- 
tion escalation,  together  with  realignment  of 
construction  sequences . 

(2)  Negotiate  to  successful  conclusion  the  second 
modification  to  the  Airport  Architects'  contract 
to  reflect  the  additional  scope  of  work  in  certain 
initial  construction  projects  as  well  as  previously 
unassigned  project  designs.

It  was  clearly  understood  by  all  concerned  that  the  Commission  would 
not  be  asked  to  approve  the  award  of  these  bids  until  the  foregoing 
conditions  have  been  met  and  the  revised  program  has  been  reviewed 
and  approved. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  the  compelling  reason  to  move  ahead  with  bidding 
procedures  on  the  three  recommended  projects  is  that  construction 
cost  escalation  for  these  is  estimated  at  $2,500  per  day.  Thus, 
significant  savings  can  result  if  the  awards  can  be  made  sixty  days 
hence,  concurrent  with  approval  by  the  Commission  of  the  revised 
total  program  and  related  contractual  and  financial  matters. 

One  further  advantage  to  receiving  early  bids  on  the  Inner  Roads, 
North  Terminal  Foundations,  and  Rotunda  No.  9  is  that  it  will  provide 
a  realistic  check  on  estimates  submitted  by  the  architects .  This 
early  test  of  estimates  should  prove  invaluable  in  looking  at  the 
total  program.

$300,000,  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  Pilarcitos  Reservoir: 

vJater  Department  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  Arthur  H.  Frye, 
Jr.  explained  that  inasmuch  as  this  work  must  be  accomplished  during 
the  three-month  dry  season,  funds  must  be  requested  in  advance  so  as 
to  be  available  to  commence  work  on  time.     A  maximum  cost  estimate 
amount  is  being  requested;  however,  a  consultant  has  been  retained 
to  proceed  with  additional  test  data  on  repair  methods  and  available 
materials.     When  the  final  design,  based  on  the  consultant's  findings, 
has  been  prepared,  some  reduction  in  quantities  may  be  possible. 

The  Commission  asked  to  be  informed  of  the  final  figure  as  soon  as 
it  is  known.

After  an  introductory  explanation  by  the  President  of  the  Commission, 
the  Commission  voted  unanimously  to  adopt  Resolution  No.  70-0176, 
approving  the  recommended  system-wide  15%  increase  in  water  rates  to 
be  charged  for  water  service  in  San  Francisco  and  suburban  areas. 
Public  hearing  on  this  matter  had  been  held  by  the  Commission  on 
March  10,  1970. 

The  new  rates  will  mean  a  system-wide  increase  in  revenue  of 
$3,254,000  annually.     Much  of  the  new  revenue  will  be  used  to 
accomplish  the  11-year  $106.5  million  improvement  project  for  the 
Water  Department  system. 

The  new  rates  will  go  into  effect  upon  meter  readings  on  and  after 
June  1,  1970,  if  the  schedule  revision  is  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors .

The  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.   70-0177,  approving  purchase 
of  25  small  transit  type  motor  coaches  through  the  San  Francisco 
municipal  Railway  Improvement  Corporation. 

John  M.  Woods,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  went  over  the  key 
points  on  the  proposed  operation  for  selected  shopper  and  neighbor- 
nood  shuttle  service,  as  presented  at  the  Commission's  March  10 
meeting . 

Mr.  Woods,  describing  the  small  coaches  as  "Muni-minis",  said  he 
expects  at  least  three  manufacturers  to  bid. 
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Commissioner  Lynn  asked  now  the  Railway  arrived  at  the  figure  of  25 
vehicles.  Mr.  Woods  said  these  would  replace  the  existing  service. 
The  present  25  which  are  rented  for  $1.00  a  year,  would  be  put  into 
dead  storage . 

James  W.  Coutts ,  General  Manager,  San  Francisco  Retail  Dry  Goods 
Association,  read  excerpts  from  documents  originating  with  the  Down- 
town Research  and  Development  Center  in  New  York,  containing  favor- 
able comments  from  several  communities  with  a  small  coach  operation 
in  their  shopping  areas :     Columbia,  South  Carolina;  Detroit,  Michigan; 
Elgin,  Illinois;  Farmington,  Connecticut.     General  Coutts  said  he 
did  not  have  the  actual  figures  as  to  minibus  contribution  to  the 
downtown  retail  economy,  but  said  he  could  say  without  fear  of  con- 
tradiction that  it  dees  improve  the  business  of  downtown  stores. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  if  the  San  Francisco  Retail  Dry  Goods 
Association  would  consider  subsidizing  the  shoppers  shuttle  in  the 
downtown  area. 

General  Coutts  said  that  they  had  never  actually  discussed  it. 
It  would  be  a  complex  problem.     Their  members  are  the  eleven  large 
downtown  stores ,  while  the  shoppers  shuttle  runs  from  the  financial 
area  and  from  the  Civic  Center,  transporting  many  people  into  the 
retail  shopping  area.     There  would  be  many  more  businesses  who  would 
be  required  to  participate  if  such  a  system  were  adopted  rather  than 
just  the  eleven  Association  stores,  he  said. 

Commissioner  Lynn  said  it  would  be  complex,  but  that  there  is  a  point 
in  getting  the  community  to  participate — that  actually  the  benefit  of 
tne  service  is  about  fifty-fifty.     The  community  benefits  and  the 
taxpayers  benefit. 

Bernard  Averbuch,  Executive  Director,  Market  Street  Development 
Project,  Inc.,  spoke  of  the  changes  in  Market  Street  upon  completion 
of  the  subway.     The  street  will  become  pedestrian-oriented  and  these 
small  coaches  will  be  of  great  advantage.     Further,  he  pointed  out 
it  is  estimated  that  five  years  after  commencement  of  BART  service 
in  1972,  there  will  be  one  hundred  thousand  more  commuters  coming 
into  downtown  San  Francisco.     He  urged  approval  of  the  purchase  of 
the  small  coaches .

With  regard  to  the  proposed  six-year  $46  million  transit  improvement 
program  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  Mr.  Carr  reported  that  the  £ssistanc 
General  Manager-Finance,  William  J.  Dwyer,  is  putting  together  an 
application  for  federal  funds.     Recently  a  meeting  was  held  with  the 
Chief  Administrative  Officer,  Thomas  J.  Mellon,  with  the  result  that 
tne  Municipal  Railway  is  to  have  priority  in  requests  for  grants  from 
tne  City.     Because  this  is  a  $46  million  expansion  program,   if  certain 
language  is  kept  in  tne  legislation  and  it  passes,  San  Francisco 
might  get  two-thirds  of  that  as  a  Federal  grant  over  the  next  few 
years . 

****** 
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Mr.  Carr  said  a  meeting  was  held  with  representatives  of  the  Department 
of  Transportation  and  consulting  engineers,  who  plan  to  measure  the 
emission  of  noise  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  present 
experiment  of  the  environmental  kits  on  four  Railway  buses.     The  pro- 
ject will  take  a  year,  and  the  next  step  is  to  get  a  Project  Director, 
who  will  be  paid  by  DOT.     Mr.  Woods  and  Mr.  Dwyer  will  be  working  on 
the  project  application  shortly. 


Mr.  Carr  announced  that  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  expected 
the  air  traffic  controllers  to  walk  off  the  job  at  11:00  this  evening. 
There  was  also  a  possibility  they  might  be  supported  in  the  walk  out 
by  the  Airline  Pilots  Association,  he  said.

Majn  Leafks

flange  over  the  hole,  using  a  new  type  of  cast  iron  welding  rod 
called  "Certanlum."

Crystal  Springs  Pipeline  #^ 

Bids  were  received  for  Crystal  Springs  Pipeline-;  #3.     The  project 
consists  of  about  18,000  feet  of  60-inch  pipeline,  starting  at 
Pepper  Avenue,  Hillsborough,  and  ending  at  a  point  on  Broadway 
opposite  our  Millbrae  Headquarters.    The  Underground  Construction 
Company  was  the  low  bidder  with  the  amount  of  $1,996,482. 

Vandalism 

Scattered  acts  of  vandalism  were  again  encountered  at  various 
facilities  during  thepast  month  as  follows: 

Poterero  Heights  Reservoir  and  Pump  Station  -  padlocks  and 
hasps  were  cut  on  the  pump  house  door,  altitude  valve  vault 
cover,  and  reservoir  access  door.

Municipal  Railway  fare  increase--the  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No. 
70-0182  approving  a  staff  recommendation  that  the  basic  fare  be  in- 
creased from  20  cents  to  25  cents.    A  public  hearing  on  the  matter 
was  held  on  March  18,  1970.     Commissioner  McDonnell  stated  that  in 
order  to  keep  up  with  the  continually  rising  costs  to  the  Municipal 
Railway,  both  in  equipment  and  wages,  it  is  important  that  this 
increase  in  fare  be  enacted. 

Mr.  Carr  added  that  the  various  fare  adjustments  adopted  by  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  today  would  be  forwarded  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  for  approval  individually. 

The  Commission  also  endorsed  increase  in  the  express  fare  from  25  cents 
to  30  cents  (Resolution  Wo.  70-0183);  and  continuing  the  cable  car 
fare  at  25  cents  or  a  valid  transfer,  but  abandoned  the  5  tokens  for 
$1.00  provision  (Resolution  No.  70-0184)  . 

Before  the  Commission  adopted  the  recommended  revision  in  school 
ticket  charge  from   la*  rides  for  50C  to  10  rides  for  $1.00  (Resolution 
No.  70-0185),  Commissioner  Cardoza    asked  for  a  report  on  the  question 
of  subsidy  by  the  school  district  which  had  been  raised  at  the  public 
hearing  on  March  18. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  following  letter  addressed  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools: 

"Dear  Dr.  Jenkins: 

Pending  before  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  is  a  staff  report  recommending  certain 
increases  in  Municipal  Railway  fares.     As  you  know 
it  has  been  recommended  that  the  price  of  school 
tickets  be  increased  from  5  cents  to  10  cents,  an 
increase  that  would  provide  the  Railway  with  an 
estimated  annual  increase  in  revenue  of  $689,000. 

During  a  Commission  fare  hearing  held  on  March  18, 
1970,  Mr.  Ivor  Callaway,  Supervisor  of  Secondary 
Education  for  the  San  Francisco  school  system, 
testified  that  in  response  to  requests  by  youth 
organizations  the  Board  of  Education  on  March  17, 
1970,  adopted  a  resolution  opposing  the  recommended 
increase  in  student  fares . 
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It  has  been  pointed  out  that  the  Municipal  Railway 
has  the  lowest  student  fare  in  the  nation .     It  was 
further  explained  that  other  governmental  agencies 
throughout  the  nation  have  provided  educational 
subsidies  for  transit  systems. 

In  Wew  York  City  the  student  fare  was  recently  in- 
creased from  5  cents  to  10  cents;  and  the  system 
additionally  receives  an  educational  subsidy  that 
amounts  to  more  than  $40  million  a  year.    The  transit 
system  in  Chicago  receives  a  state  educational  sub- 
sidy of  $7,300,000  yearly. 

Ideally,  there  should  be  no  increase  in  fares  parti- 
cularly to  school  students;  but  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way is  placed  in  the  position  where  in  reality  it 
must  depend  upon  fare  box  revenue  for  a  fare  share 
to  meet  its  needs  for  operations  and  for  improvements . 

We  would  sincerely  appreciate  any  assistance  or  advice 
you  might  provide  with  respect  to  taking  effective 
steps  toward  obtaining  transit  assistance  for  educa- 
tion at  both  the  State  and  Federal  levels. 

The  Utilities  staff  has  the  expertise  on  grants  in 
other  fields,  but  you  and  your  staff  could  be  especially 
helpful  on  this  problem.

The  Secretary  reported  no  answer  had  been  received  to  this  letter. 

The  Commission  voted  to  continue  the  Shopper's  Shuttle  rate  at  10  cents 
and  to  continue  the  Sunday  and  holiday  all  day  pass  at  50  cents. 

The  baseball  special  fare  was  continued  at  50  cents  cash  for  each 
passenger,  but  the  Commission  voted  to  amend  the  schedule  of  combina- 
tion fares  on  this  route  to  conform  to  the  increase  in  the  other 
categories ; 

50$  cash  or  25$  cash  and  valid  transfer 
or 

25$  cash  plus  student  card  fare  during  periods 
when  student  rates  are  applicable 
or 

senior  citizen  fare  plus  25$  during  periods 
when  senior  citizen  rate  is  applicable 

Passengers  on  local  lines,  having  paid  the 
initial  25$  local  fare,  will  pay  the  addition- 
al 25$  on  arrival  at  Candlestick  Park. 

The  Commission  rejected  the  proposal  to  increase  the  special  5-cent 
senior  citizen  fare  to  10  cents.     Mr.  Carr  stated  that  Mayor  Alioto 
would  support  the  Commission's  decision  to  maintain  the  5-cent  senior 
citizen  fare. 

The  Commission  adopted  the  staff's  recommended  revision  in  the  schedule 
of  rates  for  Charter  of  Municipal  Railway  vehicles  (Resolution  No. 
70-0221) . 

****** 
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Mr.  Oral  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  was  called 
upon  regarding  Resolution  No.  70-0191,  authorizing  negotiations  for 
long-term  power  contracts  and  execution  of  a  professional  services 
agreement  with  R.  W.  fleck  and  Associates  for  cost  determination, 
marketing  studies,  and  technical  advice  relative  thereto. 

Mr.  Moore  explained  that  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts 
have  been  electric  power  customers  of  the  City  since  1945.  Modesto, 
whose  present  contract  expires  in  1975,  has  requested  a  ten  to  fifteen- 
year  extension.     It  is  anticipated  Turlock  will  also  ask  for  a  long- 
term  extension  of  its  power  contract. 

Since  City  must  purchase  supplementary  power  from  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  company  for  resale  to  the  Irrigation  Districts  at  such  times 
as  City  is  unable  to  fully  meet  the  Districts'  requirements  from 
City's  generating  plants,  there  must  be  agreement  with  P.G.&  E.  for 
the  extension  of  the  resale  contract  for  the  same  period. 

To  negotiate  long-term  extensions  of  these  power  contracts,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  determine  for  the  period  of  1975  to  1990  the  cost  of 
generating  and  delivering  Hetch  Hetchy  power,  and  the  market  value 
of  the  power. 

Staff  has  recommended  hiring  R.  W.  Beck  and  Associates,  outstanding 
experts  in  the  field  of  power  rates ,  to  make  the  cost  and  marketing 
studies  and  to  provide  technical  advice  in  the  negotiations.  It  is 
estimated  the  study  will  take  four  to  five  months. 

Mr.  Carr  said  negotiations  on  some  phases  will  actually  begin  prior 
to  that.     On  May  5  the  first  meeting  will  be  held.    This  will  involve 
two  subjects:     1)  The  contracts  that  are  coming  up  with  Modesto  and 
Turlock  Irrigation    Districts.  2)  Cost  of  service  study  for 

municipal  uses . 

Fred  Searles,  Vice  President  and  General  Counsel,  will  head  the  P.G.&E. 
team.     Robert  H.  Gerdes  has  stated  he  wants  to  meet  with  me  to  estab- 
lish equitable  service  rates,  Mr.  Carr  said. 

Mr.  Carr  also  said  there  is  a  group  of  interested  cities  discussing 
the  possibility  of  building  a  thermo  power  plant.    They  believe  they 
are  entitled  under  the  Raker  Act  to  Hetch  Hetchy  power  and  may  be 
eligible  for  some  of  the  power  City  is  selling  to  Modesto  and  Turlock , 

He  said  it  may  be  to  City's  advantage  to  consider  some  alternate 
market  of  power  if  City  can't  agree. 

Peter  Petrakis,  writer  on  utilities  matters  for  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Guardian  asked  that  action  on  the  resolution  be  delayed  until  a 
public  hearing  was  conducted  in  the  matter  of  the  public  electric 
power  distribution  system  in  San  Francisco. 

Quoting  from  the  Raker  Act  and  Section  119  of  the  City  Charter, 
Mr.  Petrakis  said  it  was  the  intention  that  the  public  utilities 
shall  be  gradually  acquired  and  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco.    At  this  juncture  when  contracts  are  about  to  expire,  is 
the  time  to  reopen  the  entire  question;  it  is  thirty  years  since  the 
people  have  had  a  chance  to  speak,  he  said. 

No  effort  has  been  made  since  1940  to  discuss  the  acquisition  of  all 
or  any  part  of  the  distribution  system  in  San  Francisco.  He  recommended 
that  the  Commission  adopt  a  resolution  ordering  a  feasibility  study 
on  the  acquisition  of  the  P.G.&  E,  and  that  henceforth  any  contracts 
City  signs  extending  terms  of  power  contracts,  be  made  interim  pend- 
ing outcome  of  the  study.     He  concurred  with  the  retention  of  an 
outside  firm  such  as  R.  W.  Beck  and  Associates  for  the  study.

Mr.  Carr  emphasized  that  any  delay  in  the  time  City  has  to  negotiate 
these  contracts  would  place  City  at  a  disadvantage.     He  did  not  wish 
to  see  that  part  of  the  problem  made  more  difficult  because  the  other 
step  had  not  been  taken. 

Mr.  Petrakis  said  he  would  be  greatly  reassured  if  the  Commission 
would  make  the  order  for  the  feasibility  study  on  the  acquisition  of 
the  P.G.&  E.  simultaneously  on  the  passing  of  the  resolution  as 
presented — that  to  dismiss  it  now  and  go  on  as  always  seemed  wrong. 

Bob  Garcia  of  Consumers  Arise  Now  (CAN) ,  a  coalition  of  law  students 
and  others  concerned  with  consumer  matters,  recommended  that  the 
extension  of  contract  matter  be  tabled  for  several  weeks. 

He  claimed  that  any  renegotiation  of  these  contracts  would  be  in 
defiance  of  the  people's  mandate  as  set  forth  in  the  Raker  Act  and 
Section  119  of  the  City  Charter.     He  said  this  was  an  opinion  that 
deserved  a  hearing  in  the  courts  so  that  the  concerned  individuals 
could  submit  a  brief  on  the  law  and  facts  to  substantiate  this. 

Jerome  Cohen,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  advised  the  Commission  there  was 
nothing  illegal  about  passing  the  resolution  in  its  present  form. 
Until  an  election  authorizes  a  bond  issue  to  acquire  the  distribution 
system  in  San  Francisco,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  proceed- 
ing in  accordance  with  the  Raker  Act.     It  is  not  selling  power  to 
private  companies,  which  is  prohibited  by  the  Raker  Act.     There  is  no 
sale  of  power  to  the  P.G.&  E. 

Mr.  Garcia  said  his  basic  contention  was  that  the  duty  of  the 
Commission  was  clearly  set  up  in  Section  9  of  the  Raker  Act,  and  that 
any  action  to  distribute  public  power  before  needs  of  San  Francisco 
are  met  was  in  defiance  of  that  duty. 

Mr.  Cair  said  he  was  glad  to  see  interest  on  the  subject,  but  that 
it  seemed  the  Solicitor  of  the  Department  of  Interior  and  the  City 
Attorney  did  not  agree  with  Mr.  Garcia. 

Mr.  Carr  then  recommended,  in  view  of  inquiries  having  been  received 
from  other  cities ,  that  the  resolution  be  amended  as  follows : 
(underscored  words  added?  words  between  parentheses  deleted) 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the 

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  enter 
into  negotiations  with  Modesto  Irrigation  District, 
Turlock  Irrigation  District,  and  any  alternative  markets , 
including  San  Francisco,  and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  for  long-term ( (extension  of  existing))  power  contracts, 
etc . 

Commissioner  Rousseau  moved  and  Commissioner  Cardoza  seconded  adoption 
of  tne  proposed  amendment. 

Following  further  discussion,  in  which  William  Shepard  of  CAN,  asked 
that  the  item  be  tabled  for  two  weeks,  and  Mr.  Petrakis  stressed  the 
compulsive  nature  of  the  Raker  Act,  the  Commission  adopted  the 
resolution  as  amended.

Frye,  Jr.,  Water  Department  General  Manager  and  Chief 
Engineer,  and  Arthur  F.  Evans,  Assistant  Executive  Director  of  the 
Redevelopment  Agency,  described  the  water  supply  facilities  being 
provided  by  the  Water  Department  for  the  new  Hunters  Point  Redevel- 
opment Project.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  FEBRUARY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  lor  January 

Total  air  passengers  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport  during 
January  w«re  1,119,892,  or  5.1  per  cent  more  than  for  the  corresponding  month  of 
1969.    The  rate  of  increase  was  the  highest  since  last  July  and  was  almost  twice  the 
1969  growth  rate  of  2.6  per  cent. 

Shipments  of  U,  S.  Mail  by  air  gained  a  minute  .2  per  cent  to  21,712,939 
pounds;  air  express  volume  was  off  1  per  cent  at  1,515,332  pounds,  and  air  freight 
declined  by  9.7  per  cent  to  40,009,320  pounds. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  mail,  express  and  freight  totals  for  January 
do  not  include  shipments  via  National  Airlines  from  which  figures  were  not  available 
due  to  a  labor  dispute.    These  missing  statistics  would  boost  the  mail  shipments 
increase  and  put  express  volume  in  the  plus  column. 

The  decline  in  air  freight  volume  largely  was  attributable  to  a  shipping 
strike  which  cut  shipments  of  merchandise  from  overseas,  and  to  a  general  slowdown 
in  the  national  economy. 

January's  aircraft  movements --landings  and  take*of f s--totaled  32,723. 
They  included  26,702  by  scheduled  air  carrier;  436  military;  and  5,585  in  general 
aviation  classifications— non-scheduled  carrier  and  itinerant  or  locally  based 
private  and/or  corporate  aircraft. 

BASAR  Talk 

General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  addressed  the  Purchasing  Managers  Assn. 
at  a  luncheon  meeting  in  Oakland  on  the  current  Bay  Area  Study  of  Aviation  Require- 
ments and  the  progress  being  made.    He  emphasized  the  importance  of  that  portion  of 
the  study  dealing  with  the  concept  of  a  regional  system  of  airports.

A  second  meeting  was  held  on  the  subject  of  "Baggage  Protection"  at  the 
Airport.    A  report  described  some  measures  adopted  in  recent  weeks  and  possible  ad- 
ditional actions  were  discussed.    The  Air  Transport  Association  is  organizing  a 
local  sub-committee  which  is  to  meet  at  regular  intervals  for  a  further  study  of 
the  problem. 

City  Officials  Night 

General  Manager  Hansen  attended  a  "Know  Your  City  Officials  Night"  spon- 
sored by  the  California  Bodies,  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry 
on  February  20,  1970.

Resolution  No.  70-0226  -   (Ratification)   -  Installation  of  Chemical 
Tanks  and  Piping  at  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  at  Airport,  James  K.  Carr, 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  stated  that  the  Regional  Water 
quality  Control  Board  has  given  the  City  a  deadline  of  February  1, 
1971,  to  meet  certain  discharge  requirements. 

Granite  Construction  Company  of  Watson vi lie  was  awarded  the  contract 
for  construction  of  a  new  Water  Pollution  Control  Plant,  and  for  the 
additional  expense  of  approximately  $51,000,  the  company  will  guaran- 
tee to  have  the  plant  constructed  by  February  1,  1971. 

This  new  plant  will  have  a  daily  capacity  of  2,200,000  gallons,  com- 
pared to  a  capacity  of  375,000  gallons  per  day  in  1956,  which  would 
meet  the  requirements  of  an  annual  passenger  volume  of  30  million. 

In  answer  to  questions  from  the  Commission,  George  F.  Hansen,  Airport 
General  Manager,  informed  the  Commission  that  if  the  deadline  of 
February  1,  1971  were  not  met,  the  contractor  faces  a  penalty  of 
$500  a  day.     For  non-compliance  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
would  be  liable  for  a  $6,000  a  day  penalty.     However,  he  went  on  to 
say,  this  matter  could  go  to  court.     Mr.  Hansen  said  that  the  contract 
was  very  tight,  and  he  believed  the  plant  would  be  constructed  on 
time . 

Brian  C.  Kelly,  Department  Manager,  Underground  Department,  Granite 
Construction  Company,  explained  in  answer  to  Commissioner  Lynn's  query 
that  the  additional  cost  of  $51,000  was  necessary  in  order  for  them 
to  obtain  mechanical  and  electrical  equipment  from  Salt  Lake  City. 
He  went  on  to  say  that  the  plant  will  be  operating  by  the  deadline, 
but  will  not  be  completely  finished. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  assured  the  Commission  that  Granite  Construction 
Company  was  a  very  fine  company,  and  he  felt  the  Commission  was 
fortunate  to  have  them  as  low  bidder.

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Airport  Item  No.  6  -  Tenant  Work  -  Bank  of  America  -  Mr.  Carr  said 
that  A.  R.  Zipf,  Vice  President,  Bank  of  America,  had  asked  that 
action  be  deferred  on  this  because  certain  matters  of  design  must 
be  revised.

Resolution  No.  70-0236  -  Airport  Rapid  Transit  Study  -  Commissioner 
McDonnell  explained  that  the  Board  of  Control  had  its  first  organiza- 
tional meeting  on  April  24,  1970,  and  Supervisor  James  Fitzgerald  of 
San  Mateo  County  was  selected  as  temporary  chairman.     He  further 
stated  that  San  Francisco's  membership  on  the  Board  of  Control  con- 
sisted of  Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto,  with  the  President  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  William  E.  McDonnell,  as  his  alternate;  and 
San  Francisco  Supervisor  James  Mailliard  as  the  other  member,  with 
the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  Thomas  J.  Mellon,  as  his  alternate. 
Commissioner  McDonnell  stated  that  this  study  would  cost  $577,000, 
with  two-thirds  of  the  cost  being  met  by  a  federal  grant  under  the 
Urban  Mass  Transportation  Act. 

San  Mateo's  cost  would  be  $77,833  and  BART's  cost  $30,000.     San  Fran- 
cisco's share  would  be  $50,000  in  funds  and  $2  7,833  in  services. 
He  further  stated  that  he  had  asked  the  Board  of  Control  to  pass  its 
first  resolution  asking  that  San  Francisco  be  credited  for  any  expen- 
ditures at  the  Airport  that  are  definitely  attributable  to  BART. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  as  soon  as  we  get  a  copy  of  this  resolution,  he 
felt  that  the  Commission  should  also  pass  a  resolution  asking  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  for  a  resolution  affirming  the  stand  of  the 
Board  of  Control.

Resolution  Ito.  70-0227  -  Airport  Insurance  -  William  J.  Dwyer, 
Assistant  General  Manager,  Finance,  explained  that  the  Airport's 
$25  million  in  liability  insurance  purchased  on  a  competitive  bid 
basis  has  been  cancelled.     It  was  spread  among  eight  different 
insurance  companies,  at  an  annual  premium  of  $104,000  for  a  three- 
year  period  with  May  1,  1969,  as  the  effective  date.     The  cancellation 
notice  was  received  from  American  Home  Assurance  Company,  who  carried 
the  first  $1,000,000  layer  of  insurance.     The  City's  insurance  con- 
sultants, Mund,  McLaurin  &  Company,  were  able  to  place  the  same  basic 
insurance  with  Peter  J.  McBreen  and  Associates  at  a  premium  of 
$96,000  for  the  first  million  dollars  of  insurance.     This  is  for 
bodily  injury,  property  damage  and  personal  liability. 

Mr.  Carr  remarked  at  this  point  that  he  would  discuss  with  the 
airport  operators  of  New  York  and  Washington  the  possibility  of 
pooling  insurance  coverage. 

Mr.  Dwyer  added  that  the  Controller  is  investigating  the  possibility 
of  the  City  and  County,  including  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
and  the  Port,  becoming  self-insured. 

****** 
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Resolutions  Nos .  70-0246  and  70-0247  -  Yellow  Cab  Company  agreements 
with  City,  and  Luxor,  Veterans  &  DeSoto  Cab  Companies  -  Mr.  Hansen 
stated  that  the  Yellow  Cab  Company  agreement  with  City  follows  the 
conditions  in  the  present  agreement.     It  also  extends  the  privilege 
to  operate  taxicab  service  at  Airport  to  other  taxicab  operators  by 
having  them  contract  with  Yellow  Cab  Company  to  do  so  at  the  rate  of 
$1.00  to  Yellow  Cab  for  each  trip  originating  at  Airport.  Yellow 
Cab  will  pay  the  City  4.55  cents  per  "off"  passenger,  except  those 
embarking  from  a  helicopter  or  third  level  carrier  operation. 

Mr.  Hansen  went  on  to  say  that  Yellow  Cab  Company  has  concluded  an 
agreement  with  Luxor  Cab  Company,  Veterans  Taxicab  Company  and  Sedan 
Operators  Cooperative,  Inc.,  dba  DeSoto  Cab  Company  to  operate  at 
the  Airport,  and  that  these  cabs  are  radio-equipped,  easily  identi- 
fiable and  the  companies  have  enough  cabs  to  permit  them  to  augment 
Yellow  Cab's  operations.    Mr.  Hansen  further  explained,  in  answer  to 
questions  from  Commissioner  Lynn,  that  the  Airport  roads  are  the 
private  property  of  San  Francisco.    This  permits  the  Airport  to 
deny  to  any  one  the  use  of  the  roads  and  in  this  manner  prevents  the 
individual  cab  owner  from  picking  up  fares . 

William  Ferdon,  attorney  for  Yellow  Cab,  in  reply  to  Commissioner 
McDonnell's  questions,  explained  that  Yellow  Cab  felt  the  single  cab 
operators  could  not  conform  to  the  requirements  of  Yellow  Cab;  that 
the  three  companies  in  the  agreement  have  the  experience,  the  necessary 
number  of  cabs,  the  equipment,  and  a  very  good  record  of  excellent 
service;  all  of  which  would  enable  them  to  meet  the  prerequisites  of 
the  contract.     He  went  on  to  say  that  another  cab  company  could  be 
added  to  these  in  the  future  with  the  permission  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  and  that  this  was  a  new  concept  in  operation 
and  all  persons  involved  wanted  to  see  how  it  would  work. 

Steve  Dubh  of  Seagull  Cab  said  that  he  was  willing  to  meet  all  the 
necessary  requirements,  and  felt  he  should  have  a  chance  to  enter 
into  the  agreement.     Commissioner  McDonnell  answered  that  Mr.  Dubh 
should  take  this  matter  up  directly  with  Yellow  Cab. 

Ben  Barkan,  who  said  he  represented  independent  cab  owners,  commented 
that  the  Airport  is  growing  and  should  have  additional  cabs;  that  the 
City  has  issued  110  more  taxicab  permits,  because  it  was  felt  that 
more  cabs  were  needed;  and  that  every  one  of  these  new  cabs  was 
excluded  by  this  contract.    He  wished  to  have  it  recorded  that  he  was 
attacking  the  contract  on  the  basis  of  its  exclusiveness .     He  went 
on  to  say  that  he  would  like  the  Commission  to  make  it  mandatory 
that  Yellow  Cab  deal  with  the  companies  that  he  represented,  that 
they  have  all  the  requirements  the  City  needs . 

Commissioner  McDonnell  then  stated  that  Yellow  Cab  was  providing  good 
service  at  the  Airport,  and  that  negotiations  should  be  conducted 
between  the  companies  that  Mr.  Barkan  represents  and  Yellow  Cab 
directly,  and  that  he  believed  it  would  not  serve  the  interests  of 
the  Airport  to  hold  up  the  agreement  at  this  point.

3 j 40  p.m.  -  The  discussion  was  then  interrupted  to  allow  for  the 
second  Special  Order  of  Business; 

Movie  of  the  Phi lade lphia-Lindenwold  Transit  Line, 
a  modern,  high-speed  operation,  from  Philadelphia  to 
Lindenwold,  New  Jersey,  a  22-minute  run  on  14-1/2 
miles  of  track;  presented  by  Louis  T.  Klauder  of  Louis 
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T.  Klauder  and  Associates,  transit  engineering 
consultant  to  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  introduced  Mr.  Klauder;  and  Ray  Hackett, 
Foreman,  and  Mrs.  Phoebe  P.  Galgiani,  Member,  of  the  Grand  Jury, 
who  were  there  for  the  viewing  of  the  movie. 

Mr.  Klauder  said  the  Lindenwold  line  is  of  interest  to  San  Francisco 
because  the  MUNI  METRO  will  have  the  same  type  of  operation,  such 
as  same  acceleration  and  almost  the  same  top  speed,  and  will  also 
have  air  support  for  a  smooth,  quiet  ride,  air  conditioning  and 
the  same  signal  and  communication  systems,  and  will  use  existing 
facilities  making  for  a  low  capital  cost.

4; 20  p.m.  -  The  Commission  meeting  resumed  with  the  continuance  of 
the  discussion  on  the  Yellow  Cab  agreement. 

Mr.  Ferdon,  in  answer  to  Mr.  Barkan*  s  question,  said  that  the  criteria 
Yellow  Cab  used  in  judging  the  capability  of  a  cab  company  was  rep- 
utation and  experience;  number  of  cabs  company  had;  whether  or  not 
cabs  were  equipped  with  radio  service;  dependability;  and  how  well- 
known  tne  company  was  to  the  San  Francisco  public;  and  that  he  would 
not  recommend  that  Yellow  Cab  Company  subcontract  to  Mr.  Barkan's 
group — that  he  nad  no  knowledge  of  the  accident  record  of  this  group, 
their  insurance  coverage  or  other  factors. 

Mr.  Barkan  tnen  asked  Mr.  Ferdon  if  there  was  any  written  criteria  as 
he  could  not  find  it  in  the  agreement  under  discussion. 

Mr.  Ferdon  replied  that  was  a  legal  matter  and  should  not  be  discussed 
at  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Barkan  said  he  wanted  to  bring  this  point  up  as  he  had  been 
accused  of  making  a  threat  in  front  of  the  people  at  the  meeting  and 
in  front  of  the  newspapers. 

Pnilip  Steiner,  representing  DeSoto,  Luxor  and  Veterans,  said  that  he 
understood  that  Mr.  Barkan  wanted  to  defer  matters,  and  that  if  this 
request  were  granted,  it  would  destroy  the  efforts  of  the  independent 
cat)  people  to  work  witn  Yellow  Cab.     Mr.  Steiner  further  stated  that 
Mr.  Barkan  should  get  in  touch  with  Yellow  Cab  or  himself  to  see  if 
something  can  be  worked  out — and  also  that  the  negotiations  that  led 
to  this  agreement  had  been  going  on  for  a  year  and  he  did  not  under- 
stand wny  Mr.  Barkan  had  not  been  aware  of  them  previously.     Mr. Steiner 
repeated  nis  request  that  the  agreement  between  Yellow  Cab  Company 
and  tne  three  independent  cab  companies  be  approved  at  the  meeting. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  thanked  Mr.  Steiner  for  his  statement,  and 
said  tnat  tne  obligation  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  to 
provide  cabs  at  the  Airport,  and  that  Mr.  Barkan  should  negotiate 
directly  witn  Yellow  Cab  or  Mr.  Steiner  regarding  this  matter. 

Thereupon,  tne  Commission  unanimously  adopted  the  resolution  approving 
tne  agreement  between  Yellow  Cab  Company,  and  the  three  independent 
cab  companies .

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Resolution  No.   70-0252  -  Award  of  Contract  WD  1425,  Construction  of 
Crystal  Springs  Chlorine  Station — Mr.  Carr  stated  that  the  low 
bid  was  rejected  because  of  lack  of  signatures.     He  explained  that 
this  new  station  would  replace  a  25-year  old  plant,  and  is  part  of 
tne  Commission's  policy  of  water  improvement  on  the  Peninsula.

Resolution  Wo.  70-0255  -MR  Contract  No.  76  3  -  Radio  Base  Stations — 
John  M.  Woods,  General  Manager,  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway, 
explained  that  MUNI  has  two  base  stations  operating;  one  was  installed 
in  tne  mid  40's  and  the  second  was  installed  when  the  Railway  pur- 
chased 250  radios  for  the  Mack  coaches.     Since  then,  the  Railway  has 
installed  radios  in  the  400  new  coaches  and,  therefore,  has  approxi- 
mately 415  radios  on  one  frequency  which  is  overloaded;  also,  the 
inspectors'  calls  come  in  on  the  same  frequency  which  is  undesirable. 
The  new  base  stations  would  correct  these  problems .

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  the  entire  staff  was  involved  last  night  and 
early  this  morning  in  budget  hearings  which  lasted  until  a  little 
after  1:00  A.M.     He  said  that  the  budget  hearings  went  smoothly, 
and  that  Mayor  Alioto  had  previously  reduced  the  Public  Utilities 
uudget  by  about  $9  million.

With  regard  to  the  Transportation  Assistants  Program  of  the  Municipal 
Railway,  Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission  that  Curtis  E.  Green, 
Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Personnel  and  Safety,  was  working  with 
George  Grubb,  General  Manager,  Personnel,  Civil  Service  Commission; 
and  James  J,  Finn,  Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager,  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  to  see  if  this  program  could  be  continued,  and 
if  the  participants  in  the  program  could  get  special  credit  so  that 
tney  will  have  a  setter  chance  to  get  jobs  as  bus  operators.

Tne  Finance  Committee  is  extremely  pleased  with  this  program 
and  is  interested  in  seeing  if  it  can  be  extended  to  other  City 
functions.     Mr.  Carr  also  stated  that  he  wished  to  commend  Mr.  Finn 
and  Mr.  Green  for  their  efforts  in  this  connection.

Commissioner  McDonnell  then  made  the  following  statement  with  regard 
to  negotiations  for  long  range  contracts  to  dispose  of  Hetch  Hetchy 
power  with  the  best  return  to  the  City: 

"At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
the  Commission  passed  a  resolution  directing  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  and  other  members  of  the 
staff  to  initiate  negotiations  for  long  range  contracts 
to  dispose  of  Hetch  Hetchy  power  with  the  best  return  to 
the  City  and  with  directions  to  explore  all  alternate 
markets . 

I  would  like  to  augment  that  resolution  with  further 
directions  to  the  staff  in  order  that  the  Commission 
take  all  necessary  steps  to  fully  protect  the  public 
interest . 

Section  119  of  the  City  Charter  provides  that  public  util- 
ities should  be  gradually  acquired  and  ultimately  owned 
by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  if  the  specific 
proposals  for  such  acquisition  are  determined  to  be  in 
the  public  interest. 

If  public  interest  and  necessity  demand  the  acquisition 
of  any  public  utilities  facilities,  now  held  in  private 
ownership,  the  Commission  should  be  apprised  of  the 
procedure  that  is  necessary.     Therefore,  I  would  like 
to  have  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  show  that  the  General 
Manager  of  Utilities  is  requested  to  inform  this  Com- 
mission of  the  various  steps  that  would  be  necessary 
for  such  acquisition.     The  staff  should  report  on  what 
legal  requirements  must  be  met;  what  economic  studies 
and  financing  would  be  required;  and  any  other  informa- 
tion necessary  in  the  event  the  City  does  desire  to 
acquire  utilities  facilities. 

This  information  that  ultimately  should  be  furnished 
the  Commission  should  also  contain  the  probable  esti- 
mated time  and  probable  cost. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
should  have  this  information  at  an  early  date  and  also 
be  kept  periodically  informed  of  the  progress  of  nego- 
tiations with  the  irrigation  districts  and  other 
possible  power  marketing  agencies." 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  he  had  met  with  representatives  of  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  with  regard  to  negotiations  on  the  cost  of  municipal 
services  and  will  discuss  further  long  range  power  contracts  with 
them;  also,  that  inquiries  had  been  received  from  the  Northern 
California  Power  Association  and  the  State  colleges  regarding 
available  power.     Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  would  periodically  inform 
the  Commission  of  developments.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  MARCH  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (February) 

The  air  passenger  total  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  for 
February  was  961,860,  a  gain  of  2.9  per  cent  over  the  corresponding  month  of  1969. 

Shipments  of  U.  S.  Mail  by  air  were  up  by  10.8  per  cent  to  22,603,005 
pounds;  air  express  volume  increased  6.9  per  cent  to  1,431,073  pounds  and  air 
freight  was  down  1.5  per  cent  to  39,328,917. 

Scheduled  Aircraft  movements --landings  and  takeoffs- -numbered  23#508  for  the  month, 
a  one-half  of  one  per  cent  decline  from  a  year  ago.     The  decrease  was  attributable 
to  three  factors:    National  Airlines  was  idle  due  to  a  labor  dispute;  some  carriers 
have  placed  more  "stretch  jets"  with  greater  passenger  capacity  on  long  distance 
routes,  and  severe  weather  conditions  in  parts  of  the  east  forced  cancellation  of 
some  flights. 

Total  movements  were  up  from  30,524  a  year  ago  to  32,726  in  February  this 
year    with  the  increase  due  principally  to  increased  activities  by  commuter  airlines 
which  have  approximately  140  daily  flights  in  and  out  of  San  Francisco. 

The  small  increase  in  passenger  volume  and  the  decline,  for  the  second 
consecutive  month,  in  air  cargo,  are  due  principally  to  the  economic  picture  nation- 
ally. 

Garage  Progress 

Phase  1  construction  of  the  fifth  level  on  the  Airport  Parking  Garage  was 
completed  and  opened  to  the  public.     Phase  2  construction  was  started  with  comple- 
tion programmed  by  mid-June.    The  third  and  final  phase  is  expected  to  be  finished 
by  mid-August  at  which  time  the  garage  capacity  will  be  increased  by  some  450  park- 
ing spaces. 
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Visitors 

Two  representatives  each  from  Scandinavian  Airlines  and  Denmark's  Civil 
Aviation  Authority  conferred  with  Airport  staff  members  on  our  methods  of  accommo- 
dating the  747  with  especial  interest  on  jet  engine  blasts  during  take-offs;  noise; 
acceptable  runway  and  taxiway  standards  and  the  accommodations  for  ground  person- 
nel and  equipment. 

City  Employees'  Strike 

The  four-day  walkout  of  city  employee  organizations  resulted  in  an  un- 
sightly accumulation  of  debris  throughout  the  terminal  area  and  some  automobile 
traffic  congestion.     In  general,  airline  operations  and  schedules  were  only  slight- 
ly affected  and  only  minor  inconveniences  experienced  by  the  traveling  public. 
Concentrated  efforts  by  the  custodial  division  under  supervision  of  Custodial 
Superintendent  Steve  Misera  and  his  foreman  janitors  cleaned  out  the  accumulation 
of  debris  and  returned  passenger  terminal  conditions  to  normal  overnight  after  the 
strike  ended. 

Airport  Financing 

Conferences  were  held  with  San  Francisco  Airport  Architects  and  various 
consultants  in  regard  to  priorities  and  financing  of  the  Airport  expansion  and  de- 
velopment program.     Some  issues  were  resolved  and  additional  meetings  scheduled  to 
reach  a  determination  on  the  overall  program. 

Aviation  Training  Program 

Conversations  were  held  with  representatives  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  on  plans  to  expand  the  aviation  training  program  being  conducted  at  the 
Airport.     The  talks  included  possible  relocation  of  the  school  from  its  present 
site  at  the  old  Pan  American  Base  to  airport  properties  west  of  Bayshore  Freeway. 

FAA  Conference 

Top  level  PUC  and  Airport  representatives  conferred  with  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  officials  relative  to  the  adequacy  of  the  Airport's  runways  and 
taxiways.     Discussion  was  held  on  the  configurations  and  capacities  of  existing 
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runways  and  probable  requirements  to  meet  the  needs  of  future  4ir  traffic  growth. 
State  Meeting 

A  conference  of  California  airport  managers  sponsored  by  the  State 
Department  of  Aeronautics,  was  held  for  legal  presentations  on  the  possible  effect 
of  proposed  state  legislation  to  curb  aircraft  noise. 

Controllers1  "Sickout" 

A  work  slowdown  by  air  traffic  controllers  had  been  in  effect  for  several 
days  at  the  month's  end.    Considerable  delays  in  scheduled  flights  were  experienced 
over  the  Easter  weekend  with  resulting  inconvenience  to  air  travelers.  Conditions 
improved  soon  thereafter  with  flights  and  schedules  at  about  75  per  cent  of  normal 
as  the  month  closed.

Within  the  Station  area,  a  12- inch  ductile  iron  main  was 
installed  in  the  north  side  of  Market  by  the  BARTD  contractor, 
and  an  8-inch  ductile  iron  main  was  installed  in  the  south 
side  by  Water  Department  forces.

Several  people  were  present  desiring  to  speak  against  Rule  44, 
section  c,  of  the  new  Municipal  Railway  Rule  Book,  adopted  by  the 
Commission  March  10,  1970.     This  section  pertains  to  the  transpor- 
tation of  animals  on  Railway  vehicles: 

"Guide  dogs  for  the  blind  are  to  be  allowed  on  cars 
and  coaches.     No  other  animals  are  to  be  carried, 
unless  they  are  in  enclosed  containers  which  do  not 
exceed  hand  baggage  size." 

The  Secretary  then  read  a  memorandum  dated  May  12,   19  70,  from 
Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  John  M.  Woods,  to  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities  which  stated  that  the  new  Rule  Book  was 
drafted  after  long  and  careful  consultation  with  the  Transport 
Workers  Union,  Local  250A.     Transit  experience  throughout  the  nation 
indicated  that  certain  disadvantages  exist  with  respect  to  the  car- 
rying of  animals,  but  he  recommended  that  re-evaluation  be  conducted 
with  the  TWU  to  determine  what  amendments  could  be  made  that  would  not 
mean  the  loss  of  effective  controls  for  safeguarding  the  Railway 
patrons  and  operators. 

Mr.  Finn  then  read  a  proposed  resolution  directing  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities  to  have  appropriate  staff  members  consult  with 
representatives  of  the  TWU,  Local  2 50 A,  with  a  view  to  amending  Rule 
44. 

Mr.  Woods  pointed  out  that  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  re- 
quire that  any  dog  transported  on  public  transportation  vehicles  must 
either  be  carried  in  a  container  or  muzzled.

Supplemental  Appropriation  $165,000,  to  provide  additional  funding 
for  AD  Contract  No.  593 — Utilities  Expansion  to  Plot  40 i 

Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  explained  this  contract  is 
a  major  project  to  install  necessary  utilities  services  to  Plot  40 
where  American  Airlines  is  constructing  a  new  maintenance  base,  and 
Trans  World  Airlines  is  planning  service  facilities  to  be  started 
later  this  year. 

The  contract  was  awarded  on  basis  of  unit  price  bid,  amount 
$585,982.50. 

The  $165,000  increase  in  the  contract  amount  is  caused  substantially 
by  overrun  in  excavation  and  backfill  items  required  to  provide  ade- 
quate foundation  in  bay  mud.     There  is  also  an  anticipated  overrun 
in  replacement  of  taxiway  pavement  due  to  greater  deterioration  in 
the  existing  pavement  than  anticipated.     The  design  consulting  engi- 
neers greatly  underestimated  the  quantity  in  these  bid  items,  Mr. 
Hansen  said. 

Then  followed  a  discussion  on  what  steps  City  can  take  to  protect 
itself  in  these  instances  where  erroneous  calculations  on  the  part 
of  the  consultants  occur. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  explained  that  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  contracts  always  contain  language  called 
"exculpatory  provisions,"  which  says  in  effect,  that  the  declaration 
of  estimates  set  forth  in  the  specifications  are  not  intended  to  be 
completely  binding  or  a  complete  delineation  of  actually  what  the 
contractor  will  find. 

He  also  discussed  the  law  that  supports  erroneous  determinations  by 
professionals  in  their  fields. 
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Robert  G.  Lee,  chief  engineer  in  charge  of  the  Airport  Engineering 
section,  stated  that  because  of  the  overrun  an  adjustment  in  the 
unit  bid  price  for  these  items  was  made  with  the  contractor,  and 
City  saved  $50,000  by  this  renegotiating,

In  discussing  Water  Department  request  for  transfer  of  funds,  Arthur 
H.  Frye,  Jr.,  Water  Department  General  Manager,  pointed  out  that 
$12,000  of  the  $60,000  deficit  in  the  Materials  &  Supplies  account 
was  due  to  the  increased  cost  of  keeping  the  Department's  fleet  of 
vehicles  in  operation. 

Mr,  Carr  said  that  due  to  the  lack  of  a  specific  replacement  policy 
on  the  part  of  the  City,  the  maintenance  and  operating  cost  for  the 
Utilities  fleets  was  rising. 

The  Commission  directed  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to 
prepare  a  report  on  the  current  status  of  all  Utilities  vehicles  - 
age,  mileage,  condition,  increase  in  operation  cost  and  maintenance 
(if  any),  recommended  replacement  date,  etc.  -  and  also  a  suggested 
replacement  policy  as  a  guidance.    The  Commission  will  study  this  data, 
adopt  a  policy  for  vehicle  replacement,  and  then  present  it  to  the 
Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval,

John  M,  Woods,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  gave  a  brief 
description  of  each  of  the  appropriations  for  which  supplemental 
funds  are  being  requested  to  complete  the  fiscal  year  -  Resolution 
No.  70-0289. 

He  pointed  out  that  this  $683,274.90  was  not  coming  out  of  new  ap- 
propriations ,  but  from  various  Railway  accounts  where  surpluses  have 
developed. 

John  T.  Squire,  President,  TWU  local  250A,  asked  if  funds  were  avail- 
able for  the  hiring  of  four  needed  car  cleaners. 

Mr.  Woods  assured  the  Commission  adequate  funds  were  available  for 
these  positions,  but  that  the  requisition  has  been  held  up  in  the 
Mayor's  Office  for  review.    It  is  the  Mayor's  present  policy  to  re- 
view all  City  positions  as  they  become  vacant. 

Mr.  Woods  indicated  that  the  Director  of  Personnel  &  Safety,  Curtis 
E.  Green,  at  Mr.  Carr's  request,  was  drafting  a  letter  to  the  Mayor 
regarding  the  car  cleaner  jobs. 

A  discussion  involving  the  current  status  of  requisitions  for  filling 
vacancies  for  the  entire  Utilities  then  ensued. 

The  Commission  directed  Mr.  Carr  to  submit  to  them  a  list  of  all  PUC 
requisitions  pending  in  the  Mayor's  Office. 

On  roll  call  for  Resolution  No.  70-0260MR,  approving  settlement  of 
certain  claims  against  the  Municipal  Railway,  Commissioner  Rousseau 
abstained  from  voting.    He  disqualified  himself  because  one  of  the 
claimants  (Mary  Fayne)  had  been  a  former  employee  of  his.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 

Referring  to  the  Airport  Manager's  monthly  report,  Mr.  Carr  compared 
the  traffic  summary  (March)  with  the  predicted  national  groi^th,  and 
noted  a  drop  off  in  increases  at  the  Airport,  using  4%  for  the  year. 
He  said  the  industry  predictions  had  been  4%,  6%,  8%,  reaching  8%  in 
three  years.  San  Francisco  International  Airport  shows  4%,  6%,  6%, 
8%  in  traffic  increases,  which  proves  Ilr.  Hansen's  predictions  about 
Airport  growth  are  correct. 

Mr.  Carr  said  staff  would  hold  a  meeting  at  the  Airport  on  Friday, 
May  22,  with  the  Airline  Technical  Committee,  to  discuss  the  Airport 
expansion  plans.     After  that  meeting  a  date  will  be  set  for  the 
Commission  to  go  over  the  latest  plans  at  an  informational  type  meet- 
ing at  the  Airport. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  Mr.  Carr  to  look  into  the  possibility  of 
the  City  Attorney's  Office  tightening  up  the  Airport's  bid  specifi- 
cations with  respect  to  the  completion  date. 

Mr.  Carr  stated  that  Commissioner  Rousseau  had  raised  this  question 
earlier,  and  that  it  was  the  Commissioner's  opinion  the  Airport  would 
be  better  off  economically  if  it  were  sure  the  contract  would  be 
completed  on  schedule,  even  if  there  were  an  increase  in  contract 
price  as  result. 

Mr.  Bourne  then  briefly  reviewed  the  subject  of  liquidated  damages, 
and  what  course  of  action  was  open  to  the  Commission,  as  explained 
in  the  City  Attorney  Opinion  of  1966. 

Mr.  Carr  and  Deputy  General  Manager  John  D.  Crowley  were  directed  to 
review  the  entire  matter,  study  the  causes  for  delays  in  contract 
completion  time,  and  then  come  back  to  the  Commission  for  possible 
changes  in  specifications  before  future  contracts  go  out  to  bid. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  commented  on  the  importance  of  the  critical 
path  schedule  and  the  extreme  necessity  for  contractors  to  adhere  to 
the  completion  date  in  the  Airport  expansion  program.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  APRIL  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (March) 

New  increases  in  air  traffic  were  recorded  during  March  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport.    The  passenger  total  of  1,135,369  was  4.3  per  cent  more  than 
for  the  corresponding  month  last  year;  shipments  of  U.S.  Mail  by  air  increased  by 
6.1  per  cent  to  23,845,544  pounds;  air  express  volume  was  up  6.5  per  cent  to 
1,547,674  pounds;  and  air  freight  gained  1.7  per  cent  to  46,917,086  pounds  for  the 
first  increase  since  December. 

Totals  for  the  first  quarter  of  1970  were:    passengers,  3,217,121,  a  gain 
of  4.1  per  cent  over  the  first  three  months  of  1969;  mail  shipments  increased  by  5.8 
per  cent  to  68,299,488  pounds;  air  express  was  up  4  per  cent  to  4,494,579  pounds; 
and  freight  showed  a  3.1  per  cent  decline  to  126,335,323  pounds. 

Scheduled  aircraft  movements — landings  and  take-off s--numbered  25,459  as 
compared  with  25,154  during  March  last  year.     Total  movements  were  32,726  which  in- 
cluded 627  military  and  6,660  by  general  aviation  aircraft  (non-scheduled  carrier 
and  itinerant  or  locally  based  private  and/or  corporate  planes). 

The  small  increase  in  the  number  of  scheduled  aircraft  movements  is  at- 
tributable primarily  to  the  "sick  in"  of  air  traffic  controllers  staged  in  many  parts 
of  the  nation  by  the  Professional  Air  Traffic  Controllers  Organization.     The  absence 
of  local  PATCO  members  from  duty  resulted  in  some  disruption  of  airline  schedules 
and  cancellation  of  some  flights.     However,  the  control  tower  was  kept  in  operation 
with  supervisory  personnel  substituting  for  the  absentees  and  a  substantial  portion 
of  the  total  airline  delays  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  was  due  to  con- 
ditions at  other  major  airports, 

747  Service  Starts 

Three  airline  tenants  inaugurated  Boeing  747  service  from  San  Francisco 


International  Airport  during  the  month.     Trans  World  Airlines  begain  regular  flight 
schedules  to  New  York  on  April  4;  Pan  American  World  Airways  commenced  service  to 
Tokyo  on  the  10th;  and  American  Airlines  made  its  initial  flight  to  New  York  on  the 
19th.     No  unusual  difficulties  were  experienced  with  facilities  provided  for  the 
handling  of  passengers  and  baggage  on  the  big  jetliners. 
Training  School 

A  meeting  was  held  with  officials  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  with  regard  to  plans  for  expanding  training  facilities  located  on  the 
Airport.     The  possibility  of  providing  additional  space  is  being  explored.  Discus- 
sion was  also  held  relative  to  a  parcel  of  Airport  lands  west  of  Bayshore  Freeway 
as  the  site  for  permanent  training  school  quarters. 

Taxicab  Service 

Conferences  relative  to  taxicab  service  at  the  Airport  were  brought  to  a 
successful  conclusion  and  recommendation  made  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for 
a  renewal  of  the  permit  to  Yellow  Cab  Co.  of  San  Francisco.     The  permit  was  modified 
to  allow  the  company  to  share  Airport  pickups  with  three  independent  cab  companies 
in  San  Francisco  to  assure  fully  adequate  cab  service  at  all  times.    A  greater  de- 
mand for  taxis  is  expected  to  result  from  larger  numbers  of  air  passengers  arriving 
on  the  Boeing  747. 

USO  Anniversary 

A  luncheon  was  held  to  mark  the  end  of  the  fourth  year    of  service  by  the 
Airport's  USO  Lounge.    A  daily  average  of  almost  1,000  members  of  the  armed  forces 
and  dependents  is  being  recorded. 

Airport  Budget 

Airport  budget  proposals  for  the  1970-71  fiscal  year  were  reviewed  before 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  then  submitted  to  the  full 
board  with  some  minor  modifications. 

SPUR  Meeting 

Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  attended  a  luncheon  meeting  of 


SPUR  to  describe  the  functions  of  the  Airport  Department  and  report  on  plans  for 
Airport  expansion  to  meet  the  challenges  of  the  1970s  resulting  from  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  "super"  jetliners  such  as  the  Boeing  747. 
Industry  Work  Meeting 

Assistant  General  Manager  Dale  H.  Fearn  attended  sessions  of  the  AOCl's 
Industry  Working  Group  held  in  San  Francisco.    Also  present  were  representatives 
of  the  Air  Transport  Association,  Federal  Aviation  Administration  and  Aircraft 
Industries  Association.     The  main  topic  under  consideration  was  Airport  facilities 
requirement  of  aircraft  of  the  future,  mainly  the  Boeing  747,  the  McDonnell- 
Douglas  DC-10  and  the  Lockheed  Model  1011. 

British  Visitor 

H.  M.  Johnston,  General  Manager  of  London's  S tans ted t  Airport  was  given 
a  briefing  on  San  Francisco  International  Airport  operational  policies  and  procec 
ures.

As  President  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
you  could  render  great  assistance,  with  the  help  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  staff,   in  accomplishing  this 
transition  by  acting  as  coordinator. 

With  this  in  mind,   applications  for  the  newly 
authorized  positions  on  the  Airport  staff  will  be  referred 
to  you,  as  well  as  all  other  communications  received  by 
my  office  relating  to  the  functions  and  scope  of  the  new 
Commission .

Commissioner  McDonnell  expressed  the  thanks  and  appreciation  of  the 
Commission  to  the  staff  and  all  who  assisted  in  the  passage  of  this 
charter  amendment  creating  the  new  Commission  which  action  was 
initiated  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

He  said  the  transition  will  be  accomplished  gradually,   and  will  take 
several  months  to  effect.     At  each  of  the  PUC  meetings  a  progress 
report  will  be  given.     A  great  deal  of  combined  work  between  the 
two  Commissions  will  be  required,   and  it  may  be  a  period  of  time 
before  the  Airports  Commission  will  have  a  complete  staff  in  order  to 
fully  divorce  it  from  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.

Municipal  Railway  -  Authorization  -  Request  for  Federal  Grant  - 
Demonstration  of  Kinetic  Energy  Wheel   (K.E.W.)   Propulsion  for  Trolley 
Coaches 


Mr.  Carr  explained  that  the  Commission,  by  resolution  no.  69-0828 
dated  November  25,   1969,  directed  the  staff  to  place  special  emphasis 
on  electric-powered  transit.     The  Commission's  objective  was  to  reduce, 
insofar  as  practicable,  noise  and  air  pollution  from  transit  vehicles. 
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The  order  from  the  Commission  required  that  the  staff  immediately 
study  the  probable  future  use  of  the  City's  trackless  trolley  coaches. 
In  previous  plans  the  trolley  coach  fleet  was  to  be  reduced  from 
approximately  360  vehicles  to  about  160  vehicles.     This  resulted 
in  part  from  the  determination  to  remove  the  unsightly  trolley  wires 
from  Market  Street. 

A  major  problem  with  trolley  coaches  has  been  the  fact  that  a  single 
disabled  vehicle  could  stop  the  entire  operation  on  a  particular 
line.     When  the  trolley  was  pulled  from  the  wires  there  was  no  power 
to  circumvent  the  disabled  coach  or  move  around  the  block  in  case  of 
a  fire  or  accident. 

The  first  effort  of  the  staff  was  to  try  to  develop  a  battery  "power 
pack"  that  might  furnish  the  necessary  energy  to  circumvent  a  disabled 
vehicle  and  make  trolley  coaches  more  operable.     Extensive  discussions 
with  certain  battery  companies  did  not  reveal  any  promising  devices. 

In  the  course  of  the  staff  effort  to  find  a  source  of  auxiliary  power, 
John  M.  Woods,  Muni  General  Manager,   learned  that  the  Lockheed 
Missiles  and  Space  Company  -  Ground  Vehicle  Systems  Division,  at 
Sunnyvale,  was  studying  another  concept  of  storing  electric  energy. 
It  is  based  on  the  age-old  flywheel   (kinetic  energy  wheel)  principle. 

Mr.  Woods  conceived  the  idea  that  such  a  device  might  provide  the 
energy  needed  for  trolley  coaches  to  improve  their  operation,  in  the 
event  the  trolley  had  been  disabled.     Since  then  several  other 
benefits  have  appeared  to  be  possible. 

As  a  result  of  Mr.  Woods'  suggestion,  and  because  of  their  experience 
in  the  aerospace  industry  and  their  proximity  to  San  Francisco,  the 
Lockheed  Missiles  and  Space  Company  was  asked  to  assist  in  finding 
a  solution  to  the  trolley  coach  problem  through  an  application  of 
the  kinetic  energy  wheel  (K.E.W.). 

Lockheed  made  a  preliminary  "no  cost"  study  to  determine  whether 
enough  electric  power  could  be  stored  in  a  trackless  trolley  vehicle 
to  enable  it  to  operate  for  at  least  six  miles  without  recharging. 

The  Lockheed  team  designed  a  KEW  system  contained  in  a  44"  x  22"  space 
which  would  fit  underneath  a  trolley  coach  floor  and  take  up  no 
passenger  room.     The  flywheel  would  store  up  12  kwh  of  energy 
whirling  at  20,000  revolutions  per  minute,  sufficient  to  power  the 
coach  for  a  run  without  trolley  for  a  distance  of  about  six  miles, 
according  to  Lockheed.     The  KEW  package  would  weigh  less  than  1000  lbs. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  on  March  19,   1970,  Assistant  General  Manager-Finance 
William  J.  Dwyer  and  he,  along  with  representatives  of  the  Lockheed 
Company,  met  in  Washington,  D.C.,  with  Urban  Mass  Transportation 
Administrator  Carlos  C.  Villarreal.     An  informal  inquiry  was  made  as 
to  the  interest  of  the  Department  of  Transportation  in  the  use  of  this 
new  technology  to  obtain  auxiliary  bus  propulsion  without  polluting 
the  air. 

On  June  5,   1970,  Mr.  Villarreal  wrote  Mr.  Carr  expressing  his  interest 
and  encouraging  San  Francisco  to  make  a  formal  application  for  a 
demonstration  project. 
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Mr.  Carr  then  introduced  the  Lockheed  Missile  and  Space  Company 
representatives  working  on  the  project,  who  made  a  presentation  of 
the  results  of  their  preliminary  studies,  and  then  described  their 
proposed  program  for  demonstration  of  K.E.W.  propulsion  for  the 
Municipal  Railway  trolley  coaches: 

E.  P.  Wheaton,  Vice  President  and  General  Manager  of 

Research  and  Development  Division 
J.  W.  Baxter,  Assistant  Manager,  Ground  Vehicle  Systems 
L.  J.  Lawson,  Project  Leader. 

The  proposed  demonstration  program  is  divided  into  two  phases,  each 
including  several  key  events  to  provide  the  means  for  effective 
overview  by  representatives  of  City  as  well  as  by  Lockheed  management: 

1st  phase   (15  months)   to  consist  of  design,  fabrication, 
installation  and  checkout  of  the  Kinetic  Energy 
Wheels  in  two  trolley  coaches. 

2nd  phase   (15  months)   to  consist  of  in-service  demonstration 
of  the  modified  coaches  by  City  with  technical 
support  supplied  by  Lockheed. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  according  to  a  preliminary  budget  for  the 
demonstration  project  prepared  by  Mr.  Dwyer,   the  total  cost  is 
estimated  at  $1,200,000.     Of  this  about  $950,000  could  be  a  direct 
contribution  by  the  Federal  government.     City's  contribution  of 
$250,000  would  include  the  use  of   an    existing  Railway  trolley 
coach  and  a  new  trolley  coach  to  be  built  with  financing  under  the 
presently  approved  non-profit  corporation,  man-power  and  electricity, 
but  no  cash  outlay. 

Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  John  M.  Woods  pointed  out  the 
advantages  of  the  device  if  it  could  be  proven  practicable  and  mass 
produced  at  an  economical  price. 

1.  The  obvious  advantage  of  pollution-free  transit. 

2.  Operational  savings  in  reducing  "pull-out"  and  "pull-in" 
time  if  the  coach  can  go  directly  to  and  from  its  daily 
starting  point  without  following  the  wires. 

3.  More  efficient  use  of  equipment;  many  lines  can  be 
interconnected  without  additional  overhead  wires. 

4.  Residential  areas  could  be  free  of  noisy  diesel  railway 
vehicles;  unsightly  wires  could  be  eliminated  in  many 
areas . 

The  presentation  was  followed  by  a  question  and  answer  period. 

Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission  that  Louis  T.  Klauder,  the  Municipal 
Railway  engineering  and  design  consultant,  was  very  enthusiastic 
about  the  project  and  had  been  present  at  the  Washington  conference. 

William  M.  Reedy  of  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Electrical 
Workers,  commended  the  Commission  for  the  policy  it  adopted  last 
November  in  stressing  electric-power  transit,  and  for  its  subsequent 
actions  in  working  toward  a  cleaner  and  quieter  transit  system. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  presentation,  on  Mr.  Carr's  recommendation 
the  Commission  took  the  matter  under  submission,  with  approval  of  the 
project  and  authorization  for  submission  of  a  grant  application  to 
the  government  to  be  considered  at  the  next  PUC  meeting   (June  23,   1970) .

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items  s 

Deputy  General  Manager  John  D.  Crowley  reported  on  the  actions  on 
tne  recommended  Municipal  Railway  fare  increases  taken  by  the 
i3oard  of  Supervisors  at  its  meeting  of  June  8,   1970  . 

Lignt  votes  are  required  to  pass  rate  increases.     The  Board  on  a 
7-3  vote  referred  ioack  to  the  PUC  for  re-evaluation  the  proposed  new 
fare  scnedule  for  cable  cars,  buses,  and  streetcars,   as  well  as 
cnarter  rates.     The  proposal  to  increase  the  5C  school  ticket  rate 
to  10  rides  for  $1.00  was  vetoed. 

In  line  with  trie  Board  of  Supervisors'   action,  the  Commission  directed 
staff  to  review  trie  matter  and  come  back  with  a  recommendation  sometime 
after  the  first  of  July.     Mr.   .foods  suggested  this  date  when  the  new 
lajor  rates  will  go  into  effect,  so  that  a  determination  can  be  made 
of  the  actual  expenses  tne  Railway  will  be  faced  with  next  fiscal  year. 

Commissioner  iicDonnell  said  that  satff  perhaps  should  entertain  the 
thought  of  raising  tne  basic  fare  even  higher  than  the  25  cents 
originally  proposed. 
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Commissioner  Lynn  recommended  strongly  that  staff  come  up  with  a 
request  for  a  substantial  increase  in  fares;  and,  in  support,  cite 
examples  of  otner  urban  transit  systems  in  the  nation  charging  40C 
and  5GC  fares. 


Mr.  Crowley  tnen  reported  on  a  letter  received  from  Urban  Mass 
Transportation  Administrator  Carlos  C.  Villarreal,  dated  Washington, 
June  4,  19  70,  advising  that  the  Commission's  application  for  Federal 
grant  nas  oeen  approved  in  maximum  amount  of  $5,010,921. 

This  grant  increases  the  total  amount  of  Federal  aid  to  $6,04  7,796 
for  tne  purchase  of  new  transit  buses,  which  will  cost  approximately 
$16  million. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  commended  the  staff  for  guiding  City  in  the 
purchase  of  the  new  rolling  stock. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  Mayor  Shelley  urged  the  Commission  to 
discontinue  the  bus  leasing  program  and  concentrate  on  the  purchase 
of  new  equipment  so  that  San  Francisco  could  participate  in  grant 
assistance  under  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation  Act,  of  which  he  was 
co-autnor.     Through  the  efforts  of  Assistant  General  Manager-Finance 
William  J.  Dwyer,  it  is  hoped  City  will  ultimately  receive  the 
$22  million  to  which  the  Railway  is  entitled  under  that  Act,  said 
Mr.  Carr. 


Mr.  Carr  reported  on  the  "topping  out"  ceremony  of  the  building  of 
Hew  Don  Pedro  Dam,  which  took  place  at  the  dam  site  on  Thursday, 
May  23,  1970.     The  three  partners—Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation 
Districts,  and  San  Francisco  PUC--participated  in  the  rites. 
Mr.  Carr  said  several  additional  ceremonies  are  planned  for  the 
future,  including  a  closing  off  of  the  water  in  October,  and  a  formal 
dedication  of  tne  dam  in  the  Spring  when  the  lake  is  filled  and  much 
of  the  recreation  work  around  it  completed.

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The  Commission  considered  the  matter  of  amending  the  new  regulation 
relating  to  the  transporting  of  pets  on  the  Municipal  Railway;  namely, 
Rule  44,  section  c,  Revised  Municipal  Railway  Rule  Book,  which  had 
been  discussed  at  the  previous  (May  12,  19  70)  meeting. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.   Bourne  informed  the  Commission 
that  under  the  agreement  between  City  and  the  Transport  Workers  Union, 
before  the  Municipal  Railway  rule  book  may  be  altered  in  any  manner 
or  new  rule  entered,  the  union  must  be  allowed  thirty  days  notice 
prior  to  the  time  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  would  be 
submitting  the  proposed  new  rule  or  proposed  amendment  to  the  Com- 
mission for  necessary  action. 

Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  John  M.  Woods  then  quoted  Section 
122  3  (f)  of  the  California  State  Administrative  Code:  "Animals, 
except  specially-trained  guide  dogs  for  the  blind,  when  transported 
upon  buses,  etc.,  shall  be  muzzled  or  sc-crated  in  such  manner  to 
eliminate  possible  danger  to  other  passengers." 

Mr.  Woods  said  that  he  could  submit,  if  the  Commission  so  desired,  a 
draft  of  a  revised  rule  to  the  Transport  Workers  Union  for  its  ap- 
proval, along  the  lines  of  the  State  law. 

The  City's  newly-revised  rule  allows  guide  dogs  for  the  blind  on  cars 
and  coaches;  however,  no  other  animals  are  to  be  transported  unless 
enclosed  in  containers  or  hand-carried.     Mo  mention  is  made  of  muz- 
zling . 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  as  a  practical  matter  the  State  law  is  more 
permissive  than  the  present  City  rule  as  set  forth  in  the  Revised 
Rule  Book. 

Mrs.  Sonya  Walters  of  1912  Page  Street  presented  the  Commission  with 
a  petition  signed  by  a  total  of  76  persons,  objecting  to  the  new  law 
preventing  larger  animals  on  the  Railway  system  and  asking  for  recon- 
sideration . 

The  Secretary  read  a  petition  presented  by  Virginia  Handley  of  1301 
Leavenworth  Street,  signed  by  ten  persons,  also  objecting  to  the 
exclusion  of  large  pets,  and  offering  the  following  recommendations 
as  compromise: 

1.  Any  dog  boarding  a  bus  would  have  to  be  leashed  by 
the  owner. 

2.  Dogs  brought  on  buses  would  have  to  ride  in  the  rear 
of  the  bus . 

3.  Certain  hours  of  the  day  or  certain  days  could  be 
designated  as  days  on  which  dogs  could  ride  on  the 
buses . 

After  hearing  protests  from  an  additional  15  persons,  upon  motion  of 
Commissioner  Cardoza  and  second  by  Commissioner  Lynn  the  Commission 
directed  the  staff  to  review  Rule  44,  section  c,  of  the  Municipal 
Railway  Rule  Book,  so  as  to  make  it  conform  with  the  State  law. 

Mr.  Woods  said  he  would  confer  with  the  TWU  and  prepare  an  amendment 
to  the  rule  as  directed.     He  said  the  Commission  has  the  authority 
to  adopt  such  a  rule,  should  the  union  disapprove.     Arbitration  pro- 
cedures could  be  initiated  in  the  event  there  should  be  further  union 
opposition .

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On  behalf  of  the  Commission,  acting  president  Rousseau  extended  con- 
gratulations and  best  wishes  to  John  G.  Brucato,  Assistant  Director,

Wheel    (K.E.W.)   Propulsion  for  Trolley  Coaches 

The  purpose  of  this  memorandum  is  to  explain  the  above  request 
which  has  been  made  a  special  order  of  business  for  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  meeting  on  Tuesday, 
June  9,   at  2:30  p.m. 

The  Commission,  by  resolution  No.   69-0828  dated  November  25, 
1969,   directed  the  staff  to  place  special  emphasis  on  electric- 
powered  transit.     The  Commission's  objective  was  to  reduce,  in- 
sofar as  practicable,   noise  and  air  pollution  from  transit 
vehicles.     This  is,   of  course,   a  part  of  a  much  larger  problem 
of  air  and  noise  pollution  that  is  damaging  the  livability  of 
metropolitan  areas. 

The  order  from  the  Commission  required  that  the  staff  immedi- 
ately study  the  probable  future  use  of  the  City's  trackless 
trolley  coaches.     In  previous  plans  the  trolley  coach  fleet  was 
to  be  reduced  from  approximately  360  vehicles  to  about  160  ve- 
hicles.    This  resulted  in  part  from  the  determination  to  remove 
the  unsightly  trolley  wires  from  Market  Street. 

If  the  kinetic  energy  wheel  proves  practicable  we  should  in- 
crease the  trolley  coach  fleet  and  no  additional  overhead  wires 
will  be  required. 

A  major  problem  with  trolley  coaches  has  been  the  fact  that  a 
single  disabled  vehicle  could  stop  the  entire  operation  on  a 
particular  line.     When  the  trolley  was  pulled  from  the  wires 
there  was  no  power  to  circumvent  the  disabled  coach  or  move 
around  the  block  in  case  of  a  fire  or  accident. 

This  operational  defect  is  extremely  regrettable  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  trolley  coach  is  the  most  powerful,  smooth-riding, 
pollution-free  vehicle  in  the  Muni  fleet. 


The  first  effort  of  the  staff  was  to  try  to  develop  a  battery 
"power  pack"  that  might  furnish  the  necessary  energy  to  circum- 
vent a  disabled  vehicle  and  make  trolley  coaches  more  operable. 
Extensive  discussions  with  certain  battery  companies  did  not 
reveal  any  promising  devices.     Some  tests  on  batteries  are  being 
made  now  in  New  York  under  a  program  sponsored  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Transportation.     Our  present  information 
makes  the  kinetic  energy  wheel  look  much  more  promising  than 
batteries  as  an  auxiliary  power  source. 

In  the  course  of  the  staff  effort  to  find  a  source  of  auxiliary 
power,   John  M.  Woods,  Muni  General  Manager,    learned  that  the 
Lockheed  Missiles  and  Space  Company  -  Ground  Vehicle  Systems 
Division,   at  Sunnyvale,  was  studying  another  concept  of  storing 
electric  energy.     It  is  based  on  the  age-old  flywheel  principle. 

Mr.  Woods  conceived  the  idea  that  such  a  device  might  provide 
the  energy  needed  for  trolley  coaches  to  improve  their  operation, 
in  the  event  the  trolley  had  been  disabled.     Since  then  several 
other  benefits  have  appeared  to  be  possible. 

As  a  result  of  Mr.  Woods*   suggestion,    I  set  up  meetings  with 
Lockheed  representatives  a  few  months  ago.     That  was  the  begin- 
ning of  a  series  of  meetings  in  which  various  ideas  have  devel- 
oped.    The  presentation  to  the  Commission  today  is  the  result 
of  weeks  of  effort.     There  are  exciting  possibilities  for 
pollution-free  electric  transit  and  numerous  other  uses  if  the 
kinetic  energy  wheel  proves  practicable. 

The  effort  with  Lockheed  has  concentrated  on  the  capability  of 
a  hyperbolic  shaped  v/heel  that  would  be  small  enough  to  fit 
under  the  floor  of  a  trolley  coach.     The  wheel  would  operate  in 
a  vacuum.     Calculations  indicate  that  a  very  powerful  wheel  can 
be  brought  to  full  energy  capability  in  about  4  minutes  off 
present  trolley  lines,   and  run  in  a  vacuum  for  about  8  hours 
when  not  loaded.     That  computation  gives  some  mental  picture 
of  the  kinetic  energy  that  can  be  stored. 

The  basic  idea  of  storing  energy  in  a  wheel  is  not  new.  In 
fact  vehicles  powered  by  a  flywheel  were  manufactured  by  the 
Oerlikon  Engineering  Co.  of  Zurich,   Switzerland.     The  vehicles 
were  operated  in  the  Swiss  town  of  Altdorf  about  20  years  ago, 
and  in  certain  other  locations,   including  the  Belgian  Congo. 
The  operations  were  a  technical  success  but  an  operational 
and  economic  failure  because  of  several  complications. 

Although  a  kinetic  energy  wheel  as  we  propose  it  has  not  as  yet 
been  fabricated,   the  basic  idea  now  appears  feasible  because  of 
several  new  developments,   some  of  them  a  result  of  research  in 
the  aerospace  industry. 
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Because  of  their  experience  in  the  aerospace  industry  and  their 
proximity  to  San  Francisco,  v/e  asked  the  Lockheed  Missiles  and 
Space  Company  to  assist  us  in  finding  a  solution  to  the  trolley 
coach  problem  through  an  application  of  the  kinetic  energy 
wheel    (K.E.W.).     They  have  been  very  cooperative  and  devoted  a 
great  amount  of  time  to  the  formulation  of  this  proposal. 

Developments  that  have  changed  the  picture  drastically  in  20 
years  are: 

The  hyperbolic-shaped  wheel;  it  permits  almost 
constant  stress  of  materials.  This  results  in 
maximum  storage  of  energy  per  pound. 

High-stressed  materials  are  now  available ,  such 
as  maraging-nickel  alloy  steel.  It  can  stand  a 
load  of  400,000  pounds  per  square  inch. 

Solid  state  electrical  eqdpment  such  as  rectifiers 
and  other  devices  are  now  available.     This  makes  it 
possible  to  avoid  the  cumbersome  electric  operating 
devices  of  20  years  ago. 

The  computations  show  that  the  energy  stored  per  pound  in  a 
hyperbolic-shaped  wheel  can  be  about  ten  times  greater  than  was 
possible  in  the  Swiss  flywheel  operation. 

For  trolley  coach  operation  we  are  now  considering  a  41-inch 
diameter  wheel,    22  inches  in  height  with  shafts,   operating  at 
a  maximum  of  20,000  rpm. 

The  stored  energy  in  the  wheel  can  be  converted  back  through 
an  alternating  current  motor  and  solid  state  rectifier  to  dir- 
ect current  utilizing  present  operating  equipment,   and  move  the 
31,000-pound  trolley  coach,  with  stops,   a  distance  of  miles. 
The  distance  would  depend  on  a  number  of  factors,  including 
acceleration  and  the  frequency  of  stops.     It  appears  that  a 
fully-charged  coach  could  move  from  the  Ferry  Building  to  Twin 
Peaks  Tunnel,   thereby  using  trolley  coaches  on  Market  Street 
without  wires. 

It  is  needless  to  emphasize  the  great  advantages  of  pollution- 
free  transit,   if  this  device  can  be  proven  practicable  and  mass 
produced  at  an  economical  price. 

Great  operational  savings  can  also  be  made  in  reducing  "pull-out" 
and  "pull-in"  time  if  the  coach  can  go  directly  to  and  from 
its  daily  starting  point  without  following  the  wires. 

Many  lines  can  be  inter-connected  with  more  efficient  use  of 
equipment  without  additional  overhead  wires. 
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Residential  areas  could  be  rid  of  noisy  diesel  coaches;  unsightly 
wires  could  be  eliminated  in  many  areas. 

The  studies  of  this  staff  reached  the  point  where  on  May  19, 
1970,  Mr.  Dwyer  and  I,  with  representatives  of  the  Lockheed 
Company,  met  in  Washington,   D.   C,  with  Mr.   Carlos  C.  Villareal, 
Urban  Mass  Transportation  Administrator,   and  key  members  of 
his  staff. 

We  made  an  informal  inquiry  as  to  the  interest  of  his  Adminis- 
tration,  a  part  of  the  Department  of  Transportation.     His  let- 
ter to  me,   dated  June  5,    1970,   a  copy  of  which  is  attached, 
shows  his  interest.     You  will  note  that  he  encourages  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  make  a  formal  application  for 
a  demonstration  project. 

Mr.  Villareal  says,  "It  is  my  hope  that  you  will 
complete  your  proposal  and  forward  it  so  that  we 
may  give  this  project  further  consideration." 

William  J.  Dwyer,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Finance,  has  pre- 
pared a  preliminary  budget  for  the    (K.E.W.)  demonstration 
project.     He  estimates  the  total  cost  of  the  project  at 
$1,200,000,   of  which  about  $950,000  could  be  a  direct  contrib- 
ution by  the  Federal  government.     This  would  leave  a  contribu- 
tion by  the  City  of  about  $250,000.     This  would  include  a  new 
trolley  coach  to  be  built  with  financing  under  the  presently 
approved  non-profit  corporation. 

In  my  discussions  with  Mr.  Villarreal  and  his  staff,   they  indi- 
cated that  we  could  probably  prepare  an  acceptable  demonstra- 
tion project  with  credit  for  "in  kind  services"  by  the  City. 

Therefore  no  additional  cash  outlay  would  be  necessary  to  con- 
duct the  30-month  project.     No  additional  tax  money  would  be 
involved . 

Your  approval  of  my  request  for  authorization  is  with  the 
understanding  that  we  will  continue  discussions  with  Mr. 
Villarreal  and  his  staff  to  develop  a  demonstration  project 
where  no  additional  cash  outlay  by  the  City  will  be  required. 

The  Lockheed  Missiles  and  Space  Company  should  be  commended. 
Each  of  our  requests  over  the  past  several  weeks  has  been  an- 
swered fully  and  expeditiously. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  letter  dated  June  3,  1970, 
from  Mr.  J.  W.   Baxter,  Assistant  Manager,   Ground  Vehicle  System, 
which  further  describes  the  project  and  includes  a  cost  pro- 
posal for  Lockheed's  costs.     These  would  be  met  by  the  Federal 
grant.     This  letter  translated  their  proposal,   also  dated 
June  3,    197  0,   copy  of  which  is  attached. 
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Mr.  J.  W.  Baxter  and  Mr.  L.  J.  Lawson  of  the  Lockheed  staff 
will  be  present  to  assist  in  the  presentation  to  be  made  to 
the  Commission  at  the  June  9  meeting. 

Again  I  respectfully  request  your  approval  of  this  request 
for  authority  to  request  a  grant  so  that  we  may  proceed  to 
obtain  the  necessary  formal  approval  from  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors.    If  the  Board  approved  we  can  then  submit  the  proposal 
to  the  United  States  Department  of  Transportation,   Urban  Mass 
Transportation  Administration.

Thank  you  for  your  visit  on  May  19,  1970,  and  for  your  informal 
inquiry  about  a  research,  development  and  demonstration  project  to 
determine  the  feasibility  of  using  the  "kinetic  energy  wheel"  for 
electric  transit  coach  auxiliary  power.

An  historic  California  Redwood  Plaque  containing  a  silver  facsimile 
of  a  letter  dated  December  19,   1913f  signed  by  President  Woodrow 
Wilson,  explaining  his  reasons  for  signing  the  Raker  Act  making  San 
Francisco's  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Pcwer  System  possible,  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Commission  by  Commissioner  Oliver  M.  Rousseau.  Also 
mounted  on  the  plaque  was  the  original  pen  with  which  the  act  was 
signed  by  President  Wilson. 

The  plaque  nad  been  presented  originally  to  James  Rolph,  Jr.,  then 
Mayor  of  San  Francisco  at  the  dedication  in  192  3  of  0 ' Shaughnessy  Dam. 
James  Rolpn  III,  son  of  Governor  Rolph,  in  turn,  presented  it  to 
Commissioner  Rousseau  because  of  their  long  friendship. 

A  logical  permanent  home  for  such  a  significant  historical  piece  is  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  System,  said  Commissioner  Rousseau.

William  J.  Dtoyer,  Assistant  General  Manager-Finance,   reviewed  the 
costs  involved  and  outlined  a  tentative  budget  totaling  $1.2  million. 

Preliminary  plans  call  for  requesting  Federal  aid  in  amount  of 
$9  30,000  to  cover  the  services  of  Lockheed  Missiles  and  Space  Company 
and  some  additional  engineering  services  in  the  demonstration  study. 
Contribution  from  City,  the  remaining  share,  would  be  in  the  form  of 
services  and  use  of  Municipal  Railway  equipment  and  would  mean  no 
added  cost  to  tne  PUC  program  for  improving  the  transit  system. 

Mr.  Dwyer  explained  that  following  the  flywheel  kit  design,  fabrica- 
tion and  test  phase  of  the  study,  the  plan  is  to  conduct  vehicle 
feasibility  tests  in  service  using  both  a  new  prototype  trolley  coach 
purchased  through  the  Municipal  Railway  non-profit  corporation  and 
a  retrofitted  trolley  coach  from  the  Muni  fleet. 

John  M.  Woods,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  said  a  proposal  had 
been  received  from  tne  Western  Flyer  Coach  Company  for  building  a 
prototype  trolley  coach  using  refurbished  Railway  equipment  for 
$35,500     less,  he  said,  than  the  cost  of  the  last  diesel  coaches 
purchased . 

The  Commission  requested  that  before  approving  the  application  for  a 
grant,  an  itemized  budget  be  submitted  them  with  full  explanations. 
They  also  asked  for  a  breakdown,  if  possible,  of  the  research  time, 
as  well  as  dollar  values,    put   into  the  project  by  Lockheed  to  date.

Considerable  discussion  followed  regarding  the  use  of  the  radios, 
protection  to  the  driver  and  the  passengers  in  case  of  altercation 
on  the  Duses,  etc. 

The  Commission  asked  for  a  report  before  the  next  meeting  on  the 
three  incidents  referred  to  by  Miss  Warren,  involving  the  three 
Municipal  Railway  buses  on  which  disturbances  were  apparently  created 
by  students  from  a  high  school  in  the  Taraval-Stonestown  area. 
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They  also  asked  Mr.  Woods  for  a  report  on  the  radio  system  itself, 
and  for  any  recommendations  as  to  solutions  to  the  problems  discussed 


Mr,  Crowley  said  that  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  reactivate  the 
Transportation  Safety  Committee  formed  a  few  years  ago.     Mr.  Woods 
plans  to  arrange  a  meeting  with  the  Police  Department  to  review 
happenings  to  see  what  can  be  learned  from  them  and  to  determine  if 
training  classes  are  warranted.     He  said  there  appeared  to  be  a  whole 
new  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  Police  Department,  that  they  recogniz 
they  are  going  to  have  to  come  in  and  help  the  Municipal  Railway  and 
other  departments,  that  they  cannot  do  it  all  alone.     The  Railway 
is  trying  to  establish  a  liaison  so  that  it  can  be  notified  of 
troubled  areas  in  the  City,  etc.

Communications : 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  dated  January  12,  19  70,   from  Mayor  Joseph 
L.  Alioto,  addressed  to  William  E.  McDonnell,  President,  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  containing  a  proposal  to  separate  the  San  Fran- 
cisco International  Airport  from  the  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
and  to  establish  a  separate  San  Francisco  Airport  Commission  with 
all  the  powers  of  the  existing  Public  Utilities  Commission.  He 
suggested  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  take  the  lead  in  support- 
ing a  June  2  ballot  measure  to  this  effect. 

The  letter  read  as  follows: 

"Dear  Commissioner  McDonnell: 

San  Francisco  International  Airport  has  been  basic 
to  the  economic  life  of  this  community  for  many  years. 
It  is  the  fourth  largest  in  the  world  and  contributes 
one  million  dollars  daily  to  the  City's  economy,  and  a 
similar  amount  to  our  Peninsula  neighbors.     Growth  both 
in  terms  of  passenger  and  air  cargo  volume  has  bordered 
on  the  phenomenal  in  the  past  five  years . 

Now,  even  more  rapid  acceleration  is  predicted  for 
the  aviation  industry. 

In  years  past,  you  and  your  staff  have  ably  kept 
pace  with  this  amazing  expansion.     In  looking  to  the 
future,  However,  I  believe  we  must  now  reappraise  the 
Airport's  role  in  the  governmental  structure  of  our 
City.     We  must  not  permit  outdated  governmental  pro- 
cedures— regulations  dating  back  to  19  32 — to  retard 
the  Airport's  growth  and  cripple  the  economy  of  San 
Francisco  and,  for  that  matter,  the  entire  Bay  Area. 

Thus,  I  am  recommending  that  a  Charter  amendment 
calling  for  a  separate  San  Francisco  Airport  Commission 
be  placed  in  the  June  2  ballot. 
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This  amendment  was  part  of  the  over-all  Charter 
revision  package  defeated  last  November.     Since  the 
demands  for  this  new  commission  are  so  urgent,  the 
proposal  must  be  voted  on  speedily.     Voters  will 
accept  revisions  if  they  are  specific  and  thoroughly 
explained. 

This  separate  commission  can  be  created  at  no 
extra  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  San  Francisco.  The 
new  commission  would  be  entirely  self-supporting  from 
airport  income . 

Only  with  a  separate  commission  can  we  vigorously 
develop  the  air  facilities  that  can  cope  with  the  in- 
creasing passenger,  commercial  and  industrial  develop- 
ment of  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area. 

It  has  become  increasingly  apparent,  too,  that  we 
must  start  looking  at  airports  and  air  travel  from  a 
regional  point  of  view.     Unquestionably,  there  are 
difficult  operational  and  ownership  problems  to  over- 
come in  this  regard.     The  creation  of  a  separate  San 
Francisco  Airport  Commission  would  be  a  definite  step 
in  the  direction  of  regionalizing  all  of  the  airports 
in  the  Bay  Area. 

This  new  commission  would  be  an  important  initial 
step  toward  eliminating  the  inadequacies  of  our  Charter 
as  it  pertains  to  Public  Utilities.     In  the  future,  we 
might  give  consideration  to  establishing  separate 
commissions  on  transit,  water  and  power. 

But  for  now,  our  full  attention  must  be  given  to 
the  Airport  Commission  proposal.     I  respectfully  suggest 
that  your  Commission — because  of  its  intimate  working 
knowledge  in  this  area — take  the  lead  in  supporting  a 
ballot  measure. 

I  am  asking  the  City  Attorney  to  draft  a  Charter 
amendment  that  would  establish  an  Airport  Commission 
with  all  the  powers  of  the  existing  Public  Utilities 
Commission.     I  also  hope  to  enlist  the  aid  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  garnering  community  support  for  this 
effort . 

I  would  appreciate  meeting  with  you,  your  Commission 
and  key  staff  members  in  my  office  within  the  next  week.

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  important  thing,  in  line  with  the 
Mayor's  request,  was  to  set  up  a  date  for  the  Commissioners,  and 
Mr.  Carr  and  staff,  to  meet  with  the  Mayor  to  work  out  the  details 
on  the  recommendation  by  the  Mayor. 

There  were  no  further  comments,  and  the  motion  carried  with  an  aye 
vote  by  Commissioners  McDonnell,  Rousseau  and  Diviny.  Commissioner 
Goldman  abstained  from  voting. 


****** 
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The  Commission,  in  adopting  Resolution  No.  70-0002,  authorized 
United  Air  Lines  to  proceed  with  financing  $66  million  in  construc- 
tion at  International  Airport  through  the  San  Francisco  Internation- 
al Airport  Improvement  Corporation,  a  non-profit  corporation. 

Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  explained  this  $66  million 
will  finance  United' s  expansion  program  for  maintenance  and  service 
of  the  Boeing  747.  Most  of  the  projects  are  under  construction  and 
are  being  expedited.     These  includes 

Perimeter  expansion  of  existing  jet  engine  repair  facility; 
new  electrical  substation;   747  Maintenance  and  Overhaul 
hangar;  maintenance  shop  and  medical  building,  and  jet 
engine  test  cell. 

This  non-profit  corporation  financing  through  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  Improvement  Corporation  is  similar  to  the 
manner  of  financing  which  has  been  adopted  by  other  carriers  at  the 
Airport.     United' s  Regional  Manager  of  Property,  A.  J.  Kaiser,  was 
present  to  answer  Commission  questions  as  to  details  of  their  expan- 
sion program. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  assured  the  Commission 
that  with  this  type  of  financing  City  is  the  beneficiary,  ultimately 
acquiring  the  proposed  buildings  at  the  Airport  without  appropriation 
of  Airport  funds. 


****** 


With  regard  to  Resolution  No.  70-0009,     pertaining  to  authorization 
to  apply  for  Federal  grant  amounting  to  approximately  2/3  of  the 
actual  cost  of  a  study  of  solid  waste  collection  and  disposal  problems 
at  the  Airport  estimated  to  cost  $82,607,  Deputy  General  Manager  John 
D.  Crowley  explained  that  this  resolution  was  similar  to  that  adopted 
by  the  Commission  in  October  of  1968.     At  that  time  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  failed  to  vote  approval  because 
they  felt  tnen  that  the  whole  question  of  City's  waste  disposal  was 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Chief  Administrative  Officer    Thomas  J.  Mellon,  has  written  endorsing 
the  refuse  disposal  study.     He  feels  the  results  may  be  of  great 
benefit  in  the  solution  of  the  over-all  problem  as  it  applies  to  the 
entire  city.     Also  this  would  be  a  prototype  for  other  airports 
throughout  the  country,  inasmuch  as  it  is  the  first  such  airport 
study .

Water  Department  Calendar  Item  #7  was  taken  off  calendar.     The  pro- 
posed resolution  was  to  authorize  bid  call  for  Water  Department 
Contract  No.  1450 — Construction  of  60-Inch  Crystal  Springs  Pipeline 
No.  3,  Hillsborough  to  Millbrae  (San  Mateo  County) .

The  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  70-0023  commending  Miguel  C. 
Perez,  Municipal  Railway  bus  operator,  for  his  action  in  preventing 
an  armed  robbery  of  a  fellow  Municipal  Railway  Bus  Operator.  Personnel 
Bureau  Director  Curtis  E.  Green  related  the  events  occurring  the 
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morning  of  November  25,  1969  in  the  Presidio  Yard.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 

hr.  Carr  called  attention  to  the  Airport  Department  report  on  traffic 
volume,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  on  January  4  another  all-time 
record  was  set  -  60,000  passengers  in  and  out  of  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  in  twenty-four  hours . 


****** 


Mr.  Carr  reported  on  the  failure  of  City  to  receive  any  bids  for  the 
$26  million  Airport  bonds  required  to  finance  construction  projects-- 
North  Terminal  and  two  loading  rotundas.  According  to  the  Controller, 
the  issue  was  too  large  to  command  the  necessary  rate  under  the 
legal  limit  of  6  per  cent. 

Failure  to  sell  the  Water  Department  bonds,  in  the  opinion  of 
Controller  Nathan  B.  Cooper  was  because  the  period  of  twenty  years 
was  unacceptable  to  some  bond  houses . 

As  no  bids  were  received,  the  Controller  can  now  legally  negotiate 
sale  of  the  bonds. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  the  Airport  Manager  how  this  would 
affect  the  expansion  program  at  the  Airport. 

Mr.  Hansen  reported  that  the  Airport  was  on  schedule  for  the  total 
program.  They  are  prepared  to  go  to  bid  on  the  North  Terminal  and 
Rotundas  8  and  9,  and  will  be  ready  to  go  to  bid  in  January  on  the 
expansion  of  the  Airport  garage. 

Mr.  Carr  added  that  the  failure  to  sell  the  bonds  does  not  interfere 
with  the  ability  to  take  care  of  the  new  B-747.     Each  of  the  airlines 
is  preparing  to  improve  and  expand  their  areas  at  the  Airport  to 
accommodate  more  passengers. 


****** 


Mr.  Carr  reported  that  Deputy  General  Manager  John  D.  Crowley  was 
compiling  information  on  the  increase  in  water  rates  which  will  be 
ready  to  present  to  the  Commission  the  first  meeting  in  February. 


****** 


On  access  to  the  Airport,  Mr.  Carr  said  work  is  continuing  on  Inter- 
state 380  which  connects  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  with  the  Airport. 
Still  under  discussion  with  the  State  Highway  Division  is  possible 
use  of  lands  in  and  around  the  Airport.

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Roll  Call; 

Commissioner  McDonnell  announced  that  this  was  Commissioner  Goldman's 
last  meeting,  the  term  expiring  January  15,  1970. 

Then  Commissioner  Goldman  read  a  prepared  4-page  statement  containing 
some  final  remarks  and  recommendations  as  to  the  course  he  would  like 
to  see  followed  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission;  namely,  in  his 
words,  decentralization  and  regionalization ,  in  that  order. 

Commissioner  Goldman  distributed  copies  to  the  fellow  Commissioners 
and  newsmen.     Attached  to  each  copy  were  copies  of  the  1969  Grand 
Jury  report  and  a  City  Charter  amendment  proposal  which  would  create 
three  separate  commissions --Airport ,  Water  and  Power,  and  Transit. 

(Commissioner  Goldman's  remarks  as  presented  at  the  meeting  are  filed 
with  the  official  copy  of  the  minutes  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
and  Assistant  General  Manager.) 

Commissioner  Rousseau  proposed  the  Commission  adopt  a  resolution  of 
adjournment  commending  Commissioner  Richard  N.  Goldman  for  his 
service  on  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  MAY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (April) : 

Passenger  volume  and  scheduled  aircraft  movements  during  April  declined  slight- 
ly from  totals  a  year  ago  while  increases  were  recorded  in  air  shipments  of  U.S.  Mail, 
express  and  freight. 

The  passenger  total  of  1,080,780  was  down  2  per  cent,  and  arrivals  and  de- 
partures of  scheduled  airline  aircraft  dropped  3.8  per  cent  to  24,040. 

U.S.  Mail  volume  gained  4.4  per  cent  to  24,118,028  pounds;  express  registered 
an  all-time  monthly  high  with  2,077,547  pounds,  up  40.3  per  cent,  and  freight  increased 
by  7.4  per  cent  to  51,614,591  pounds. 

The  passenger  decline  principally  was  attributable  to  two  factors:  the  level- 
ling off  of  air  travel  nationally,  and  the  Easter  Holiday  weekend,  usually  in  April,  was 
in  late  March. 

The  record  volume  of  air  express  shipments  was  due  to  a  teamsters  union  dis- 
pute which  disrupted  cargo  operations,  but  did  not  interfere  with  express  shipments. 
As  a  result,  some  freight  shipments  were  diverted  to  express. 

Aircraft  movements --landings  and  take-of f s--for  April  totaled  30,532,  a  de- 
cline of  4.3  per  cent  from  last  year.     This  was  due  principally  to  the  "sick-out" 
staged  by  some  air  traffic  controllers  which  resulted  in  curtailment  of  general  aviation 
activities  and  caused  some  flight  cancellations  by  airlines. 

Grand  Jurors'  Visit: 

The  Public  Utilities  Committee  of  the  1970  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
G>-and  Jury  visited  the  Airport  accompanied  by  four  other  grand  jurors.     All  were  briefed 


on  Airport  operational  procedures  and  on  the  Master  Plan  for  Airport  expansion  ana  de- 
velopment.   The  committee  members  were  provided  with  background  material  on  the  expan- 
sion program,  which  also  will  be  furnished  to  other  Grand  Jury  members. 
NAL  Strike  Ends : 

National  Airlines  resumed  operations  in  the  latter  part  of  the  month  following 
the  end  of  labor  disputes  which  had  grounded  the  carrier  since  January  30.  Operations 
were  expected  to  reach  normal  early  in  June. 

Cal-State  Airlines  Grounded: 

Cal-State  Airlines,  a  third  level  commuter  carrier,  suspended  all  service  after 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  seized  the  operating  title  and  assets  for  non-payment  of 
taxes.    The  airline  offered  service  to  eleven  California  cities  and  Las  Vegas. 

VIP  Visitors: 

Full  Airport  honors  were  extended  to  President  Suharto  of  the  Republic  of  Indo- 
nesia on  his  arrival  for  a  visit  to  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area.    Heading  the  welcoming 
party  was  Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto. 

Other  visitors  were  Chen  Tse  Ying  and  Chen  Ching  Hsing,  Chief  and  Deputy  Chief, 
respectively,  of  the  Taiwan  Airport  Police  Bureau,  Taipei  International  Airport,  Republic 
of  China.     Their  special  interests  were  the  handling  of  international  passengers  by  the 
federal  inspection  agencies,  and  Airport  security  measures  in  general. 

Aircraft  Emergency; 

A  twin-engine  Beechcraft  airplane  operated  as  an  air  freighter  by  Arabesco  Air- 
lines of  Oakland,  crashed  after  power  failure  on  take-off.     The  aircraft  suffered  con- 
siderable damage  from  fire  but  the  pilot  and  co-pilot  escaped  uninjured. 

Youth  In  Government : 

Airport  management  participated  in  the  San  Francisco  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce's 
Youth  In  Government  Day  program.     Phil  Mathews,  senior  from  Lowell  High  School  visited 
the  Airport  for  an  inspection  of  operations. 

Airport  management  also  hosted  a  Burlingame  High  School  senior  as  a  part  of  the 
L  ■"•'Ungame  Exchange  Club's  annual  Education  and  Business  Day  program.

Picketing  activities  by  the  Teamsters  Union  disrupted  Airport  operations,  par- 
ticularly the  movement  of  air  freight,  on  several  occasions  during  the  month.  Pickets 
appearing  at  the  passenger  terminals  resulted  in  suspension  of  limousine  coach  and  taxi- 
cab  service  for  portions  of  two  days. 

AAAE  Annual  Meeting; 

Dale  H.  Fearn  and  Emmett  Smith,  assistant  general  manager  for  planning  and  de- 
velopment and  business  administration,  respectively,  represented  the  Airport  at  the 
annual  conference  of  the  American  Association  of  Airport  Executives  held  in  Las  Vegas. 

Aircraft  Noise: 

General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  accompanied  by  a  representative  on  aircraft 
noise  from  the  City  Attorney's  staff,  attended  a  conference  held  in  San  Francisco  by  a 
'"-'"Tmittee  of  the  State  Legislature.
